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1965  -  A  YEAR  OF  UNPRECEDENTED  ACCOMPLISHMENTS 
ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  WEYMOUTH  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


The  Board  of  Selectmen  is  deeply  grateful  for  the  exceptional  cooperation  and 
support  of  the  citizens  of  Weymouth  during  the  past  year. 

1965  has  been  a  year  of  unusual  accomplishments  and  a  year  of  serious  problems. 
Your  Board  of  Selectmen  has  endeavored  to  meet  every  major  problem  with  action 
and  dedication  that  is  difficult  to  reflect  in  the  mere  words  of  a  report. 

The  final  successful  ending  of  the  $2,750,000  three-year  High  School  suit  on 
September  9,  1965  brought  a  sense  of  relief  to  all  the  people  of  our  community.  The 
great  amount  of  time  and  effort  which  this  case  demanded  from  members  of  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  and  Town  Counsel  Robert  H.  Gaughen  were  more  than  rewarded  by  Legal 
victory  and  a  $56,000  award  to  Weymouth  by  the  Courts. 

On  December  28,  1965,  the  $1,006,000  Laban  Pratt  Hospital  Fund  was  transferred 
to  the  South  Shore  Hospital  for  the  construction  of  the  Laban  Pratt  Memorial  Wing. 
Members  of  the  Board,  who  have  served  as  Chairmen  of  the  Laban  Pratt  Trustees 
since  1945,  hail  the  start  of  the  new  hospital  addition  for  the  great  and  lasting  contri¬ 
bution  which  it  will  make  for  the  sick  and  injured  of  Weymouth  in  the  years  ahead. 

Water  shortage  in  Weymouth  has  called  for  hard  and  drastic  action  by  the  Board 
of  Selectmen.  An  emergency  declaration  for  the  purpose  of  providing  a  new  plant  to 
filter  water  from  Whitman's  Pond  received  immediate  attention  from  the  Board  of 
Selectmen.  An  unprecedented  restriction  on  building  permits  in  the  Town  was  put  into 
effect  without  a  date  for  revocation.  Fortunately  Whitman  Pond  water  has  been  judged 
by  the  State  Department  of  Health  as  "purer"  than  those  of  Great  Pond  and  adequate 
to  take  care  of  our  basic  requirements  during  1966. 

An  older  and  equally  serious  water  and  safety  problem  was  moved  toward  a  solu¬ 
tion  when  the  $25 ,000  requested  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  approved  by  a  June 
Town  Meeting  provided  the  residents  of  the  Pine  Grove  area  with  water  supplies  as 
well  as  fire  protection. 

With  a  1965  census  of  50,468  citizens  in  Weymouth,  larger  than  16  of  the  39  cities 
in  the  Commonwealth,  Municipal  problems  become  greater  and  more  varied. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  held  47  meetings  during  the  past  year,  and  more  than  1600 
citizens  have  appeared  on  matters  of  importance  to  them.  Over  3200  individual  items 
have  been  handled  by  the  Selectmen  during  1965.  One-hundred  and  fifty  four  appoint¬ 
ments  were  made,  14  of  which  were  in  the  Police  Department  alone. 

Three-hundred  and  forty  four  licenses  and  permits  were  considered  during  the 
past  year.  The  number  of  severe  penalties  invoked  against  liquor  establishments  by 
the  present  Board  of  Selectmen  has  tended  to  tighten  up  any  desire  for  sales  to  minors. 
The  Board  of  Selectmen  has  won  from  Officials  of  local  communities  the  distinction  of 
"the  most  relentless  and  most  effective"  licensing  board  in  the  area. 

Appointment  of  25  members  of  Weymouth's  Community  Action  Committee  will 
open  the  way  to  industrial,  business  and  educational  training  of  hundreds  of  teenagers 
and  adults  and  a  brighter  future  for  their  children  and  families. 
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Community  action  and  safety  have  been  a  main  concern  for  all  members  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen.  New  emphasis  on  traffic  control  and  installation  of  scores  of 
signs ,  markers  and  lights  have  been  provided  by  the  Public  Works  Department  at  the 
request  of  the  Board.  The  recent  adoption  of  new  Rules  and  Orders,  submitted  by 
Chief  of  Police  Joseph  B.  O’Kane,  are  now  in  effect  and  should  reduce  the  number  of 
accidents  and  possible  fatalities  during  1966.  The  active  interest  displayed  by  the 
citizens  of  Weymouth  on  these  problems  has  been  a  valuable  contribution  to  this 
extremely  important  phase  of  public  safety. 

Dedication  of  the  new  Joseph  Crehan  Housing  for  the  Elderly  on  Essex  Street  is  a 
major  contribution  toward  the  future  happiness  of  our  elderly  citizens.  Members  of 
the  Board  of  Selectmen,  who  provided  land  for  the  site  of  the  project,  a  Memorial  to 
a  former  Chairman  and  member  of  the  Board ,  are  fully  in  support  of  another  such 
project  which  has  become  a  source  of  deep  contentment  for  scores  of  our  elder  folks. 

While  the  Board  has  tried  to  be  frugal  and  economically  minded  in  the  handling  of 
public  funds  and  problems ,  it  is  mindful  of  the  needs  and  family  requirements  of  our 
Police,  Firemen  and  other  Town  Employees.  The  1965  adjustment  of  salaries  was  in 
keeping  with  our  promises  to  adjust  our  Salary  and  Wage  Plan  every  other  year.  At 
the  same  time,  we  have  been  firmly  and  objectively  opposed  to  the  State  Legislature 
or  any  State  Agency  establishing  minimums  and  maximums  on  city  and  town  employee 
salaries  without  final  approval  by  our  Town  Meetings. 

The  action  of  the  current  Legislature  voting  multi-million  dollar  increases  with¬ 
out  any  adequate  means  of  financial  support  is  a  sad  and  burdensome  lesson  for  our 
taxpayers  to  accept. 

On  the  brighter  side,  our  people  may  anticipate  the  use  of  the  247  acre  Naval  Am¬ 
munition  Lands  for  recreational  use  in  the  years  ahead.  Slow  progress  has  been  made 
on  this  large  area,  but  the  Board  of  Selectmen  anticipates  that  the  visit  by  representa¬ 
tives  of  the  Federal  Department  of  Interior  will  pave  the  way  for  the  final  orders  and 
acquisition.  While  we  are  convinced  that  the  Town  should  have  purchased  the  property 
at  outright  sale  at  $250,000  and  made  available  rich  resources  twice  that  sum,  we 
accept  the  decision  of  the  Town  Meeting  and  look  forward  to  the  development  of  an 
outstanding  recreational  area  in  another  year. 

The  extension  of  the  Massachusetts  Bay  Transportation  into  Weymouth  has  been 
anxiously  encouraged  by  your  present  Board  of  Selectmen.  Officials  have  advised 
that  plans  will  be  completed  for  such  a  project  which  would  eliminate  the  hazards, 
dangers  and  delays  of  the  Southeast  Expressway.  Every  effort  will  be  made  to  sup¬ 
port  such  new  transportation  facilities  at  the  earliest  possible  time. 

Industrial  expansion  in  the  Libbey  Parkway  and  other  areas  have  the  full  support 
of  the  Board.  The  adoption  of  an  application  for  a  request  for  funds  for  study  of  the 
Parkway  tract  could  well  hasten  industrial  construction  on  these  sites. 

With  due  recognition  of  responsibility  for  maintenance  of  the  Town  Hall ,  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  report  that  the  new  heating  plant  went  into  operation  on  December 
28,  1965.  Not  only  will  this  new  plant  provide  equalized  heat  for  all  Town  Depart¬ 
ments,  but  the  savings  over  the  next  10-year  period  will  more  than  offset  its  origi¬ 
nal  cost. 

The  plan  to  restore  the  Town  Hall  to  its  original  beauty  as  a  replica  of  the  Old 
State  House  in  Boston  will  be  completed  in  1966.  During  the  past  year,  under  the 
direction  of  William  Perry,  nationally  known  consultant,  major  areas  have  been 
finished  in  excellent  taste.  More  than  1200  visitors  during  the  Christmas  festival 
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of  the  Weymouth  Garden  Club  paid  unusual  compliments  to  the  decor  of  Weymouth's 
outstanding  Municipal  building. 

Many  men  and  women  have  contributed  valuable  hours  and  excellent  judgment  and 
wisdom  to  the  many  responsibilities  of  our  Town  Departments.  No  small  measure  of 
gratitude  is  due  this  devoted  group  of  Townsfolk  who  carry  out  our  Town  Government 
administration  and  operation. 

Unfortunately,  the  change  made  by  the  legislature  in  the  Conflict  of  Interest  and 
Code  of  Ethics  Statute  during  1965  resulted  in  revocation  of  "Special  Classification" 
for  many  elected  and  appointed  board  and  committee  members.  The  Board  of  Select¬ 
men  has  been  mindful  that  the  interests  of  the  Town  and  people  must  be  served  first 
and  fully  and  that  personal  considerations  and  returns  must  be  secondary. 

Mindful  of  the  quiet  but  never-ceasing  activity  of  many  civic  and  fraternal  organ¬ 
izations  in  Municipal  and  charitable  affairs,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  in  1965  paid 
special  commendations  to  two  of  our  older  and  influential  groups.  The  Guiseppe  Verdi 
Lodge ,  Sons  of  Italy ,  on  the  eve  of  its  50th  Anniversary  and  the  Idlewell  Improvement 
and  Educational  Association  celebrating  its  40th  Anniversary  were  both  recognized 
for  their  unselfish  community  service  over  a  period  of  many  years.  Such  public 
service  and  enterprise  should  be  nurtured  and  encouraged  for  the  benefit  and  better¬ 
ment  of  our  Town  Government. 

The  passing  of  Senator  Newland  Holmes  and  former  Moderator  and  State  Senator 
George  L.  Barnes  during  1965  headed  the  loss  of  many  influential  and  worthy  citizens 
of  Weymouth.  The  extensive  and  valuable  service  which  these  men  gave  to  their 
Town  can  never  be  measured  except  in  the  minds  of  a  grateful  people  who  will  honor 
their  memories  in  the  centuries  ahead. 

The  privilege  and  honor  of  citing  Philip  J.  Romans  of  Weymouth,  Airman  First 
Class,  United  States  Air  Force,  who  was  injured  in  the  Vietnam  War,  was  a  humble 
effort  to  recognize  the  valor  and  courage  of  Soldiers,  Sailors,  Airmen  and  Marines, 
Weymouth  citizens  in  service  throughout  the  world  today. 

The  relationship  of  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Town  Counsel 
Robert  H.  Gaughen  and  the  warm  cooperation  between  the  two  offices  is  unexcelled 
in  the  history  of  Weymouth.  The  abnormal  increase  in  the  weighty  duties  of  the  Town 
Counsel  and  the  ready  and  willing  support  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  have  paid 
valuable  dividends  in  the  year  just  past. 

The  decision  of  Town  Counsel  Robert  H.  Gaughen  to  end  his  career  as  First  Legal 
officer  of  Weymouth  was  difficult  to  accept,  even  with  clear  understanding  for  his  de¬ 
sire  to  permit  sufficient  time  to  handle  his  own  personal  and  legal  affairs.  We  extend 
to  him  our  personal  thanks  and  appreciation  with  full  knowledge  that  the  citizens  are 
grateful  for  the  valuable  contribution  which  he  has  made  for  his  community  and  people 
during  the  six  years  he  served  the  office  honorably  and  with  distinction.  His  resigna¬ 
tion  represents  a  deep  loss  of  service. 

To  an  associate  and  now  Town  Counsel,  Francis  L.  Kelly,  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
offers  sincere  and  warm  wishes  for  success  in  his  new  position  of  service  to  the  Town 
of  Weymouth.  Selected  from  a  group  of  distinguished  citizens  and  members  of  the 
Bar  of  the  community,  Attorney  Kelly  will  serve  as  the  sixth  Town  Counsel  in  the 
past  30  years. 

It  would  indeed  be  difficult  to  present  a  complete  list  of  Town  Officials  who  have 
worked  harmoniously  and  cooperatively  with  this  Board  of  Selectmen  which  has  served

ments  in  a  local  newspaper  published  in  the  town,  such  advertisements  to  state  the 
time  and  place  for  opening  the  proposals  in  answer  to  such  advertisements  and 
reserving  in  such  invitation  the  right  to  the  officer  of  board  to  reject  any  or  all 
proposals  if  deemed  in  the  best  interest  of  the  town. 

Whatever,  in  response  to  an  advertisement  under  the  preceding  section  by  any 
duly  authorized  committee,  officer  or  board  of  the  town,  a  bid  for  a  contract  to  do 
work  or  furnish  material  is  sent  or  delivered  to  the  officer  or  board,  a  duplicate  of 
the  same  shall  be  furnished  by  the  bidder  to  the  town  accountant,  to  be  kept  by  him 
and  not  opened  until  after  the  original  bids  are  opened.  After  the  original  bids  are 
opened,  the  town  accountant  shall  open  and  examine  the  bids  submitted  to  him,  and 
shall  compare  the  same  with  the  original  bids.  In  case  any  of  the  bids  submitted  to 
the  town  accountant  differ  from  the  corresponding  original  bids  those  submitted  to 
the  town  accountant  shall  be  treated  as  the  original  bids.  The  contract  shall  not  be 
awarded  until  after  both  sets  of  bids  are  opened;  and  the  advertisement  and  contract 
shall  contain  a  clause  stating  that  it  is  subject  to  the  by-laws  of  the  Town.  All 
contracts  shall  be  awarded  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder.  Prior  to  the  approval 
of  the  contract  by  the  Town  Counsel  as  provided  in  Section  404  of  By-Laws,  the 
Town  Accountant  shall  endorse  thereon  the  amount  of  funds  available  and 
encumbered  therefor'.

applying  to  any  of  these  lots,  and  the  Board  of  Appeals  may  grant  such  relief  by 
making  special  exceptions  to  the  terms  of  this  section,  subject  to  appropriate  condi¬ 
tions  and  safeguards  in  harmony  with  the  general  purpose  and  intent  of  this  by-law, 
where  desirable  relief  may  be  granted  without  substantial  detriment  to  the  public 
good  and  without  substantially  derogating  from  the  intent  or  purpose  of  this  by-law.

specifications  approved  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works;  and  the  Board  of  Select¬ 
men  be  authorized  to  accept  any  deeds  of  any  reservation  strips  in  connection  with 
said  streets  and  to  acquire  by  gift,  or  purchase,  or  take  by  Right  of  Eminent 
Domain  for  all  purposes,  of  public  streets  or  highways,  such  as  may  be  necessary; 
and  to  meet  said  appropriation  the  sum  of  $125,000.00  is  appropriated  from 
available  funds  (Excess  and  Deficiency  Account)  and  $100,000.00  is  raised  and 
appropriated  from  tax  levy;  provided,  that  any  and  all  construction  may  be  done 
under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  90,  of  the  General  Laws  and  that  all  construction 
shall  be  done  by  private  contract  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works 
and/or  the  State  Department  of  Public  Works  and  that  the  streets  to  be  constructed 
other  than  those  specifically  designated  above  are  to  be  selected  by  the  Board  of 
Public  Works.  All  payments  from  State  and  County  to  revert  to  the  Excess  and 
Deficiency  Account.

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PROGRAM  OF  UTILIZATION  OF  AMMUNITION  DEPOT 
LAND  FOR  RECREATIONAL  USE 

I.  Suitability  and  Adaptability 


1.  General.  The  area  under  consideration  consists  of  a  high  gravel  ridge  or 
esker  that  runs  in  the  main,  parallel  to,  a  tide  water  area  called  Back  River. 
Interspersed  in  the  area  are  several  salt  water  marshes  and  sloughs.  The  northern 
end  of  the  area  has  been  used  as  a  gravel  pit.  (See  Exhibit  "A")  The  wide  variety 
of  terrain  and  habitat,  all  within  close  proximity,  lends  itself  to  a  unique  possibility 
for  natural  resource,  education  aesthetic  values,  and  recreation  development.  (See 
Exhibit  "B") 


2.  Educational  possibilities.  The  great  esker  (gravel  ridge)  that  runs  the 
length  of  the  area  is  one  of  the  few  such  glacial  deposits  left  relatively  undisturbed 
in  the  region.  This  with  associated  glaciofluviatile  features  makes  the  area  an 
exceptional  outdoor  study  area  for  science  in  general  and  geology  in  particular. 

The  beaches,  interspersed  marshes,  and  wooded  slopes  would  be  of  great  value 
to  individuals  and  groups  interested  in  such  things  as  wildlife,  ecology,  botony, 
plant  taxonomy,  and  marine  life. 

The  Town  school  departments,  garden  clubs,  nature  clubs,  and  youth  organizations 
could  make  excellent  use  of  area  as  an  outdoor  laboratory. 

3.  Aesthetic  Values.  The  inherited  natural  beauty  of  the  area,  the  vistas 
available,  and  the  variety  of  conditions  makes  the  area  an  ideal  place  for 
photographers,  artists,  and  people  seeking  solitude  to  visit. 

4.  Recreational  Facilities.  The  same  variety  of  physical  features  that  lend 
themselves  to  science  study  and  aesthetic  interest  also  afford  opportunities  for 
recreational  use.  Three  interests  could  be  developed  together. 

(a)  Nature  Trails 


The  most  rapid  and  least  expensive  use  that  could  be  made  of  area  would  be  the 
development  of  nature  and  hiking  trails. 

These  trails  could  be  laid  out  to  include  as  much  variety  of  habitat  and  terrain  as 
possible.  They  could  furnish  access  to  study  areas,  vistas  for  photographers, 
and  artists  and  be  a  source  of  healthful  exercise. 

The  cost  would  be  minimal.  Development  program  would  consist  mainly  of 
pruning  tree  branches  and  marking  the  trail  with  paint. 

(b)  Picnic  Area 

In  the  central  area  a  community  picnic  site  could  be  developed  overlooking  the 
river.  This  area  could  furnish  a  source  of  enjoyment  to  the  community  by  giving 
families  and  groups  a  place  to  go  for  a  day's  outing.  The  nature  trails,  wildlife 
areas,  and  possible  fishing  sites  could  give  various  forms  of  diversion.  Costs 
again  would  depend  upon  the  intensity  of  development  desired  and  the  sources  of 
material  and  labor. 
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(c)  Camp  Sites 

On  the  southerly  part  of  the  area,  in  a  section  called  Pyramid  Hill,  a  camp  site 
could  be  developed  for  the  town’s  youth  organizations.  The  camp  site  would 
give  a  view  over  the  river  and  have  ready  access  to  a  system  of  nature  trails. 

Cost  of  this  item  would  vary,  depending  upon  facilities  such  as  fireplaces  that 
might  be  desired.  The  major  program  would  be  the  thinning  out  of  trees  and 
the  development  of  an  access  road  from  the  south  for  emergency  and  service 
vehicles. 

(d)  Wildlife  Development 

The  area  in  its  present  state  is  naturally  good  wildlife  habitat.  It  could  be  further 
improved  by  planting  or  encouraging  shrubs  for  food,  cover,  and  escape  around 
the  edges  of  marshes,  woods,  access  roads,  and  parking  lots.  Any  hollow  trees  in 
the  wooded  areas  should  be  preserved  as  den  trees. 

(e)  Small  Boat  Launching  Area 

A  launch  area  for  sailboats,  row  boats  and  canoes  could  be  developed  so  people 
interested  in  aquatic  sports  would  have  a  landing  area  separate  from  the  town’s 
marina  for  larger  boats.  This  facility  would  increase  safety  and  further  the 
enjoyment  of  people  pursuing  these  activities. 

(f)  Parking  Facilities  and  Access  Roads 

Adequate  parking  facilities  and  access  roads  are  a  must  for  a  recreation  area  if  it 
is  going  to  be  used  to  its  fullest  advantage.  Parking  sites  and  roads  indicated  will 
require  grading  to  varying  extents. 

II.  The  Plan  for  Development  marked  Exhibit  "B"  is  incorporated  and  made  a  part  of 
the  "Program  for  Utilization"  hereinbefore  set  forth  except  as  follows: 

A.  Delete  Parking  Facilities  indicated  as  Boat  Ramp  and  Parking. 

B.  Delete  Ski  Slope  and  Practice  Slope  as  indicated  on  the  Plan. 

C.  Delete  Beach  and  Swimming  Area  as  indicated  on  the  Plan. 

D.  Delete  Tide  Gate  as  indicated  on  the  Plan.

a  lot  of  less  than  30,000  square  feet  and  more  than  20,000  square  feet  may  be 
divided  into  lots  containing  not  less  than  10,000  square  feet  each  and  having  a 
frontage  of  not  less  than  100  feet  at  the  building  line  and  having  a  frontage  of  not 
less  than  50  feet  at  the  street  line  and  (b)  if  a  lot  contains  more  than  30,000  square 
feet  and  if  after  division  into  as  many  15,000  square  foot  lots  as  practicable,  there 
remains  a  lot  of  10,000  square  feet  or  more,  one  dwelling  may  be  erected  on  such 
remaining  lot  providing  the  same  has  a  frontage  of  not  less  than  100  feet  at  the 
building  line  and  a  frontage  of  not  less  than  50  feet  at  the  street  line.  One  dwelling 
may  be  erected  on  a  lot  containing  less  than  15,000  square  feet  or  having  a 
frontage  of  less  than  120  feet  at  the  building  line  or  having  a  frontage  of  less  than  50 
feet  at  the  street  line,  if  such  lot  was  recorded  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  this 
by-law,  if  separately  owned  and  contains  5,000  square  feet  and  did  not  at  the  time 
of  such  adoption  adjoin  other  land  of  the  same  owner,  available  for  use  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  said  lot.  If  adjoining  areas  have  been  developed  to  a  substantial  extent 
by  the  construction  of  houses  on  lots  generally  smaller  than  is  prescribed  by  this 
section  and  the  standard  of  the  neighborhood  so  established  does  not  reasonably 
require  a  subdivision  of  the  applicants'  land  into  lots  as  large  as  is  hereby  prescribed, 
then  the  owner  of  these  lots  may  apply  to  the  Board  of  Appeals  for  relief  from  the 
terms  of  this  section  as  applying  to  any  of  these  lots,  and  the  Board  of  Appeals 
may  grant  such  relief  by  making  special  exceptions  to  the  terms  of  this  section, 
subject  to  appropriate  conditions  and  safeguards  in  harmony  with  the  general  purpose 
and  intent  of  this  by-law,  where  desirable  relief  may  be  granted  without  substantial 
detriment  to  the  public  good  and  without  substantially  derogating  from  the  intent  or 
purpose  of  this  by-law.

Any  sprinkler  system  installed  in  accordance  with  this 
by-law  shall  comply  with  the  standards  of  the  National  Board  of  Fire  Underwriters 
and  shall  meet  the  approval  of  the  Building  Inspector  of  the  Town.  Floor  area  shall 
be  the  area  of  a  floor  between  the  external  walls  of  a  building  or  the  area  of  a  floor 
between  the  external  walls  and  unpierced  fire  walls  of  a  building.  "Altered,"  to  mean 
a  change  in  or  addition  to  a  building  which  reduces  the  means  of  exit  or  fire 
resistance  or  change  its  structural  support,  use  or  occupancy,  or  take  any  other 
action  in  relation  thereto. 

MOVED  by  the  Appropriation  Committee: 

That  the  Town  will  enact  the  following  as  a  By-Law  of  the  Town.  Section  716-A. 
Any  building  or  portion  thereof  hereafter  erected  or  altered  to  exceed  6,000  square 
feet  in  any  one  floor  area  shall  be  provided  with  a  complete,  approved  installation  of 
automatic  sprinklers  provided  that  this  shall  not  apply  to  a  school  or  a  church  or  to  any 
building  of  first  class  construction  throughout  and  in  which  no  combustible  materials

The  above  figures  represent  a  summary  of  actual  figures  assessed  and  committed  by 
the  Board  of  Assessors  to  the  Tax  Collector  for  collection. 

In  March  of  1965,  the  town  meeting  members  voted  the  continuation  of  the  program 
by  which  the  homes  that  had  been  built  prior  to  1940  were  to  be  measured  and  pertinent 
information  obtained  and  recorded  so  that  their  assessment  might  be  equalized.  A 
total  of  approximately  2000  additional  homes  were  equalized;  and  these  figures  will  be 
used  in  computing  the  1966  tax  rate.  This  work  will  continue  until  all  unmeasured 
homes  have  been  completed;  then  carried  on  to  the  measured  homes  that  have  fallen 
behind  a  fair  and  equal  assessment. 

Regular  meetings  were  held  every  other  week  along  with  many  special  meetings , 
called  in  order  to  complete  the  work  load.  At  these  meetings  plans  were  formulated 
for  the  future,  as  the  equalization  program  continues,  in  order  to  insure  the  accuracy 
of  all  assessments  in  compliance  with  constitutional  and  statutory  requirements. 

The  Board  of  Assessors  wishes  to  thank  all  the  citizens  for  their  complete  and 
whole-hearted  co-operation.  The  Board  also  recognizes  the  harmony  with  which  all 
other  Boards  and  Departments  worked  with  the  Board  of  Assessors  in  all  matters.

Gentlemen: 

I  respectfully  present  my  sixth  (6th)  and  final  annual  report  of  the  activities  and 
duties  performed  as  Town  Counsel  of  the  Town  of  Weymouth. 

A  total  of  fifteen  (15)  claims,  actions  or  suits  brought  by  or  against  the  Town 
were  disposed  of  during  the  year,  either  by  settlement  on  terms  considered  favor¬ 
able  to  the  Town  or  by  trial  before  a  Justice  in  the  District  or  Superior  Court  or 
before  a  jury. 

Approximately  forty -five  (45)  other  claims  were  filed  against  the  Town  by 
persons,  firms  or  corporations  alleging  personal  injuries  or  property  damage 
caused  by  an  alleged  defect  or  defects  in  town  streets  and  ways.  Relative  to  such 
claims,  the  policy  of  causing  an  immediate  police  investigation  and  prompt  medical 
examination  of  the  injured  party,  if  one  there  be,  to  determine  the  nature  and  extent 
of  the  alleged  injuries  has  been  continued.  As  a  result,  I  am  pleased  and  happy  to 
report  that  payments  on  account  of  such  claims  during  the  year  1965  reached  a  new 
all-time  low:  not  one  cent  was  paid  from  the  Town  treasury  in  connection  with  such 
claims.  The  protection  of  the  public  interest  in  such  cases  was  made  possible 
only  through  the  prompt,  diligent  and  fine  spirit  of  cooperation  extended  to  the  Legal 
Department  by  Chief  of  Police,  Joseph  B.  O’Kane  and  the  officers  of  his  command, 
by  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  Arthur  J.  Bilodeau,  Director,  and  Frank  J. 
Lagrotteria,  Assistant  Director. 

At  the  time  of  writing  this  report  there  were  pending  forty-eight  (48)  cases  by 
or  against  the  Town,  said  cases  pending  in  the  Superior  Court,  District  Court  or 
before  the  Appellate  Tax  Board,  or  other  Administrative  agency. 

During  the  year  approximately  one  hundred  fifty  (150)  contracts  were  presented 
to  this  office  for  approval  as  provided  in  the  By-Laws  of  the  Town.  Before  granting 
approval  each  contract  was  individually  examined  to  determine  whether  or  not  its 
conditions  or  terms  were  favorable  and  reasonable  to  the  Town. 

Many  Orders  of  Taking  under  power  of  eminent  domain  were  prepared  for  and 
executed  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works  in  connection  with  the  performance  of 
its  varied  public  works  projects.  All  such  Orders  were  recorded  in  the  Registry  of 
Deeds  or  Norfolk  Registry  District  of  the  Land  Court. 

Relative  to  the  Annual  Street  Acceptance  program,  the  Legal  Department 
prepared  many  street  lay-out  reports  for  execution  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  as 
required  by  statute  law,  and,  pursuant  to  vote  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting,  did 
prepared  Orders  of  Taking  in  fee,  by  right  of  eminent  domain,  for  street  lay-out 
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purposes.  The  Orders  were  executed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  duly  recorded 
in  the  appropriate  registry.  In  connection  therewith,  the  titles  to  over  two  hundred 
(200)  parcels  of  real  estate  were  examined  to  determine  current  ownership  and 
outstanding  mortgagees  of  record. 

During  the  course  of  the  year  various  legal  services  and  many  legal  opinions 
were  rendered  to  various  boards,  committees  and  officers  of  the  Town. 

At  the  time  of  the  preparation  of  my  fifth  annual  report  there  were  pending  in 
the  Norfolk  Superior  Court  and  in  various  Superior  Courts  in  the  Commonwealth, 
various  actions  brought  by  and  against  the  Town  in  connection  with  construction  of 
the  high  school  on  Commercial  Street  in  Weymouth,  the  parent  case  being  John 
Capobianco  vs.  Town  of  Weymouth,  in  which  Mr.  Capobianco  sought  actual  damages 
in  the  amount  of  $2,100,000.00  from  the  Town  of  Weymouth.  I  am  pleased  and 
happy  to  advise  that  the  action  was  terminated  under  terms  most  favorable  to  the 
Town  of  Weymouth.  The  Board  will  remember  that  at  the  time  of  the  Special  Town 
Meeting  of  June  1965  I  rendered  to  the  Town  an  interim  report,  advising  the 
Town  of  the  status  of  the  cases  at  that  time.  Just  prior  to  the  Town  Meeting  the 
Auditor  had  rendered  a  finding  in  favor  of  the  Town  of  Weymouth  in  the  action  of 
Capobianco  vs.  Town  of  Weymouth  and,  in  the  counter- suit  of  Town  of  Weymouth 
vs.  Capobianco,  the  Autidor  found  for  the  Town  of  Weymouth  in  the  sum  of  $59,762.00. 
Shortly  after  the  adjournment  of  the  Special  Town  Meeting,  Mr.  Capobianco  brought 
a  Bill  in  Equity  against  the  Town  seeking  temporary  orders  restraining  the  Town 
from  further  prosecuting  its  counter-claim  and  further  restraining  all  subcontractors 
from  bringing  a  suit  directly  against  him  for  moneys  due  or  payable  and,  he  did 
further  seek  an  order  of  the  Superior  Court  compelling  the  Town  of  Weymouth  to 
forthwith  pay  over  to  him  the  ten  percent  (10%)  retainage  held  by  the  Town  of  Wey¬ 
mouth  pursuant  to  recommendations  of  this  Office,  said  retainage  amounting 
to  approximately  $390,000.00.  The  Court  ruled  against  Mr.  Capobianco  in  this  Bill 
in  Equity  on  all  of  his  requests.  Subsequently,  Mr.  Capobianco  requested  a  con¬ 
ference  with  me  in  an  endeavor  to  work  out  an  amicable  settlement.  As  a  result, 
negotiations  were  conducted  and  I  recommended  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  that 
the  case  of  John  Capobianco  vs.  the  Town  of  Weymouth  be  settled  by  finding  in 
favor  of  the  Town  of  Weymouth  in  connection  with  Mr.  Capobianco1  s  claim  for 
$2,100,000.00  for  extras.  In  connection  with  the  counter-suit  of  the  Town  of 
Weymouth  vs.  John  Capobianco,  I  recommended  that  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
accept  the  sum  of  $25,000.00  in  full  settlement  of  this  counter-suit.  I  so  recom¬ 
mended  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  many  reasons.  To  prolong  this  litigation 
would  affect  the  financial  condition  of  the  Town  for  perhaps  two  years  before 
the  matter  could  be  finally  adjudicated.  It  would  have  a  definite,  pronounced 
effect  on  every  special  or  regular  town  meeting  until  final  disposition  of  the  matter. 

An  adverse  decision  would  affect  the  tax  rate  by  a  substantial  sum.  I  also  gave 
consideration  to  the  cost  to  the  Town  to  prolong  the  litigation  and  it  is  my  con¬ 
sidered  opinion  that  the  cost  would  far  exceed  the  difference  between  the  tendered 
offer  of  settlement  of  $25,000.00  and  the  Auditor's  finding  of  $59,762.00.  I  also 
gave  serious  consideration  to  the  fact  that  there  were  circumstances  that  could 
place  the  Town  in  severe  jeopardy.  As  I  stated  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
during  our  conference  in  connection  with  the  acceptance  of  the  terms  of  the 
settlement:  "If  the  facts  and  circumstances  known  to  each  and  every  member 
of  this  Board  were  known  to  our  Adversary,  we  could  very  well  be  sitting 
here  tonight  determining  how  much  we  would  pay  Mr.  Capobianco  rather  than 
discussing  how  much  we  will  demand  and  receive."  At  the  commencement  of 
the  Capobianco  difficulty,  I  instructed  the  Town  Treasurer  to  invest  the  ten 
percent  (10%)  retainage  so  that  interest  would  be  received  on  this  sum.  As  a 
result,  funds  were  invested  and  the  sum  of  $77,510.14  was  received  as 
interest.  Normally,  the  general  contractor  would  be  entitled  to  such  interest 
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as  it  is  provided  in  the  General  Laws.  However,  one  of  the  terms  of  the  settlement 
with  Mr.  Capobianco  provided  that  Mr.  Capobianco  would  receive  only  $46,504.89 
and  the  balance  of  $31,005.25  would  be  paid  to  the  Town  of  Weymouth.  In  conclusion, 
all  actions  in  connection  with  the  construction  of  the  high  school  have  been  terminated 
and,  in  final  analysis,  the  Town  of  Weymouth  received  $25,000.00  in  settlement 
of  its  counter-suit  plus  $31,005.25  as  the  Town's  share  of  interest  received  on 
the  retainage. 

I  am  also  pleased  to  report  that  the  Laban  Pratt  Trust  Fund  has  been  trans¬ 
ferred  and  delivered  to  the  South  Shore  Hospital  for  construction  of  the  Laban 
Pratt  Wing  at  the  Hospital. 

In  conclusion,  may  I  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  profound  appreciation 
to  all  Town  officials  and  employees  for  the  excellent  cooperation  and  assistance 
extended  to  me  during  the  six  years  that  I  have  been  honored  in  serving  as  Town 
Counsel.  In  particular,  I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  offer  my  appreciation  to 
the  members  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  the  implicit  confidence' placed  in  me 
and  for  the  sincere  and  earnest  cooperation  each  and  every  member  extended  in 
connection  with  the  performance  of  my  many  and  varied  public  duties.

Herewith  Report  for  period  January  1,  1965  to  January  1,  1966. 

A  Committee  of  five  appointed  by  Board  of  Selectmen.  Term  of  office  being  one 
year  with  responsibility  and  authority  limited  to  lighting  the  Ways  of  Weymouth.  All 
members  serve  without  pay. 

A  total  of  426  alterations  were  effected  in  street  lights  during  the  year  which  saw 
the  practical  completion  of  a  long  range  relighting  program. 

These  improvements  resulted  in  an  increase  of  lighting  to  the  amount  of  2,570,000 
lumens  (measurement  of  light)  at  a  per  capita  cost  of  30  cents ,  coinciding  with  a  de¬ 
crease  by  29  cents  per  1000  lumens  in  cost  of  light.  As  mentioned  in  our  previous 
report,  the  cost  per  unit  of  light  continues  to  decrease  in  proportion  to  degree  of 
modernization  completed.  The  lower  cost  is  the  direct  result  of  increased  efficiency 
of  modern  units. 

The  Town  of  Weymouth,  under  contract  with  Mass.  Electric  Co.  is  billed  monthly 
for  this  service.  The  amount  of  $12,817.98  represents  costs  for  month  of  December, 
1965  and  considers  3,428  units  in  operation.  On  this  basis,  the  1966  Budget  require¬ 
ment  would  be  simple  of  computation,  were  no  changes  required:  twelve  times  the 
December  Bill  or  $153,815.76  would  satisfy  the  Town's  obligation,  subject  to  adjust¬ 
ment  of  November  1965  bill  due  to  blackout  of  area.  Such  adjustment  is  at  present 
under  consideration. 

With  an  appropriation  by  1965  Town  Meeting  of  $147,245.00  this  Committee  with 
the  fine  cooperation  of  Mas  .  Electric  Co.  was  able  to  effect  the  426  improvements 
and  alterations  and  still  keep  the  1965  costs  at  $144,754.17.  As  previously  mentioned, 
however,  the  Town’s  commitment  for  1966  is  predetermined  at  $153,815.76,  which 
amount  permits  of  no  increase  of  installations  in  1966.  Quite  obviously,  budget  needs 
for  1966  will  exceed  $153,815.76. 

The  objective  of  this  Committee  is  to  continue  its  efforts  toward  acquiring  the 
best  street  lighting  available  for  all  of  the  Ways  of  Weymouth  by  the  practical  utiliza¬ 
tion  of  the  more  efficient  installations  now  available,  keeping  in  mind  at  all  times  the 
ability  of  Weymouth  taxpayers  to  absorb  individually  the  cost  of  increased  safety, 
protection  of  property,  and  freedom  from  molestation. 

This  Committee  meets  on  the  2nd  Wednesday  of  the  odd  numbered  months  at 
the  D.P.W.  Building,  120  Winter  St.,  at  8:30  P.M.  The  year  1965  saw  the  resignation 
of  member  Norman  Wright,  and  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Arthur  May  to  fill  the  vacancy 
so  created. 

On  October  19,  1965  this  Committee  was  honored  with  the  attendance  by  represen¬ 
tatives  of  other  town  departments  at  a  program  of  Modern  Street  Lighting  sponsored  by 
the  Mass.  Electric  Co.,  only  one  of  the  many  instances  indicative  of  the  fine  cooperation 
noted  by  the  Committee  of  town  officials  and  the  Mass.  Electric  Co. 
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One  more  example  of  this  degree  of  cooperation  and  understanding  is  deserving 
of  note  in  this  report.  In  an  attempt  to  help  solve  a  problem  of  street  light  reflection 
Mass.  Electric  Co.  provided  this  Committee  with  an  engineer,  scientific  instruments 
to  measure  light  intensity  and  transportation  at  1:00  A.M.  December  12,  1965.  These 
extraordinary  measures  were  required  to  prevent  the  interference  of  traffic  head¬ 
lights  with  a  true  determination  of  the  effectiveness  of  corrections  considered.  The 
Committee  takes  this  opportunity  to  express  its  grateful  appreciation  to  all  who  have 
been  of  understanding  and  assistance.

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The  Legislature  of  1899  (see  Acts  of  Chapter  256,  Section  2)  provided  that

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EIGHTH  ANNUAL  REPORT  AND  1966  BUDGETS 

The  Weymouth  Board  of  Public  Works  is  pleased  to  report  the  progress  made  in 
the  past  year,  the  eighth  year  of  Public  Works. 

The  number  one  project  was  the  putting  of  the  town’s  new  incinerator  in  service 
and  establishing  weekly  collection  routes.  This  was  done  with  a  minimum  of  problems 
and  the  amount  of  calls  received  now  are  far  less  than  received  previously  on  gar¬ 
bage  and  rubbish  collections. 

Our  number  one  problem  this  year  was  the  water  shortage,  caused  by  the  ex¬ 
tended,  unprecedented  drought.  A  new,  temporary  well  in  North  Weymouth  was 
placed  in  service;  a  new  emergency  filter  plant  for  Whitman’s  Pond  was  placed  in 
service;  additional  water  is  being  delivered  to  Weymouth  from  the  M.D.C.,  through 
Quincy  and  the  Edison  facilities;  Great  Pond  is  empty  and  the  wells  are  being  over¬ 
worked.  If  there  is  no  change  in  the  weather  pattern,  the  year  1966  will  be  difficult 
waterwise. 

We  would  be  remiss  as  a  Board  if  we  did  not  take  this  opportunity  to  congratu¬ 
late  and  thank  our  Director,  Water  Superintendent,  and  all  of  our  departmental  em¬ 
ployees  who  worked,  day  and  night,  to  build  and  get  the  Whitman's  Pond  Filter  Plant 
operating.  This  was  put  in  operation  24  hours  before  Great  Pond  went  dry  and  cer¬ 
tainly  saved  a  possible  crisis  in  our  town. 

We  still  have  a  problem,  but  with  the  cooperation  of  every  citizen  in  the  conser¬ 
vation  of  water  and  a  break  in  the  weather,  we  believe  we  will  have  an  adequate  supply 
of  water  for  health  purposes. 

This  year,  the  Board  of  Public  Works  is  proposing  a  progressive  program  for 
1966,  continuing  the  Master  Programs  as  set  forth  several  years  ago.  It  is  hoped 
to  complete  the  Back  River  Flood  Control  Project,  to  expand  the  Sewer  Program 
by  way  of  federal  aid,  to  secure  additional  state  aid  on  highways  and  to  complete 
extensive  renovations  on  the  town's  water  supply  works. 

Sewerage  remains  the  most  important  and  pressing  program  of  all  Public  Works 
construction.  The  town  at  present  is  only  41%  sewered. 

The  proposed  Public  Works  Department  maintenance  and  operation  budget  is 
$1,908,481.80  as  compared  to  $1,786,399.40  as  of  1965.  This  is  an  increase  of 
$122,082.40.

The  Master  Programs  indicate  sizable  proposed  increases  $895,000.00  of  which 
are  water  works  improvements  which  will  be  paid  for  out  of  water  income  and  not 
taxes. 

The  following  pages  of  this  report  will  go  into  minute  detail  of  each  Division 
of  Public  Works,  and  the  various  construction  programs. 

The  Board  of  Public  Works  would  like  to  thank  all  of  the  various  town 
departments,  commissioners  and  committees  for  their  cooperation  through  1965. 
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The  Board  is  pleased  to  express  special  tribute  to  Mr.  Robert  Gaughen 
for  his  cooperation  over  the  six  years  of  his  tenure  as  Town  Counsel.

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I.  REPORT  OF  DIVISIONS  TO  DEPARTMENT 

The  writer  respectfully  submits  the  Eighth  Annual  Report  of  the  Public  Works 
Department  to  the  Board  of  Public  Works  and  thence  to  the  citizens  of  Weymouth. 

It  is  not  the  intent  of  this  report  to  entertain  the  reader,  nor  to  impress  him 
with  pages  of  logistics,  but  to  report  historically  the  facts  and  figures  of  the  past 
year  and  to  propose  a  workable  program  for  the  future  year. 

The  two  "Headline  Features"  of  the  year  1965  were  the  "Drought"  and  the 
"New  Incinerator"  and  their  effect  upon  the  town. 

THE  DROUGHT  STORY 

Historians  and  fact  collectors  tell  us  that  the  Greater  Boston  Area  has 
suffered  the  most  severe  drought  in  a  recorded  150  years,  receiving  less  than 
one-half  the  average  annual  rainfall  —  this  following  two  years  of  comparatively 
dry  weather. 

As  Weymouth  is  not  tied  in  directly  with  the  Metropolitan  District  Water 
System  it  relies  upon  its  own  source  of  water;  namely,  -  Great  Pond  reservoir, 
and  several  gravel  packed  wells. 

For  many  years  Great  Pond  was  adequate  for  the  citizens  of  Weymouth,  but 
as  the  town  began  to  expand  rapidly,  it  was  apparent  that  additional  sources  of 
water  would  have  to  be  located. 

Commencing  in  1950  and  continuing  for  several  years,  the  Water  Department 
contracted  well-digging  specialists  for  prospecting  new  sources.  As  a  result,  four 
sizable  wells  were  developed;  hundreds  of  sites  were  investigated.

In  the  fall  of  1964,  Weymouth's  water  supply  was  in  good  visual  shape,  but  the 
protracted  lack  of  abundant  rain  indicated  trouble  ahead.  The  Board  of  Public  Works 
again  contracted  well  experts  for  the  purpose  of  investigating  every  possibility  of 
new  water  sources  including  the  re-examination  of  old  test  sites. 

In  the  spring  of  1965,  Great  Pond  was  5.5  feet  below  normal.  At  this  time  the 
Board  placed  partial  restrictions  of  water  use  into  effect.  Throughout  the  summer, 
the  drought  continued.  The  Board  placed  full  water  restrictions  on  in  August.  Here, 
the  vast  majority  of  Weymouth  citizens  cooperated  in  an  excellent  manner. 

In  August,  1965,  the  well  contractor  re-tested  a  well  site  in  North  Weymouth, 
The  State  Department  of  Public  Health  approved,  tentatively,  the  quality  and 
allowed  the  town  to  pump  the  test  well  into  the  system  provided  it  was  well  chlo¬ 
rinated  and  observed  carefully. 

During  the  spring  of  1965,  the  Board  of  Public  Works  requested  the  Consulting 
Engineers,  Weston  and  Sampson,  to  study  the  possibility  of  using  Whitman's  Pond  as 
an  emergency  source  of  water  supply  if  the  need  should  become  drastic  enough. 

This  would  have  to  be  worked  out  closely  with  the  requirements  of  the  State 
Department  of  Public  Health. 
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Note  Step  1  -  1500’  ditch  chasing  water  as  it  receded. 

Step  2  -  not  shown  -  10"  pipe  1500’  removed. 

Step  3  -  1800'  of  16"  pipe  laid  out  to  point  in  center  of  pond  where  temporary  pump  station  was  constructed. 
Water  was  pumped  from  deep  portion  of  pond  through  16"  pipe  to  lagoon  at  plant,  re -pumped  from  lagoon  to  plant. 
Also  note  blanket  of  silt  on  pond  floor. 
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Also,  during  the  spring  and  summer  of  1965,  the  Water  Division  excavated  a 
6-foot  wide  by  1,000  feet  long  channel,  then  replaced  this  with  1,000  feet  of  10"  pipe, 
then  in  turn  replaced  this  pipeline  with  1,800’  of  16"  pipe  and  constructed  a  tem¬ 
porary  pumping  station  in  the  center  of  the  pond.  These  operations  in  effect  were 
chasing  the  water  as  it  receded  out  to  the  center  of  the  pond,  its  deepest  point. 

(SEE  PHOTOGRAPH) 

In  September  of  1965,  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health  declared  Wey¬ 
mouth's  condition  as  extreme  emergency  and  gave  approval  of  the  use  of  Whitman's 
Pond,  providing  proper  filtration  and  chemical  treatment  was  used.  The  Board  of 
Public  Works  approved  the  immediate  testing  with  a  portable  pilot  plant.  The 
results  were  approved  by  the  State.  Weston  and  Sampson  then  designed  a  diatoma- 
ceous  earth  filter  type  plant,  equipment  and  consulting  $75,000,  most  of  the  work 
to  be  done  by  town  personnel. 

On  September  30,  the  Board  of  Public  Works  went  before  the  Selectmen  to 
have  legal  emergency  declared,  then  before  the  Appropriation  Committee  to  have 
the  necessary  monies  appropriated.  This  being  accomplished,  construction  of  the 
plant  began.  Six  weeks  later,  and  three  days  before  Great  Pond  went  dry,  the  plant 
was  completed. 

On  November  17,  1965,  the  town  took  the  drastic  step  to  curtail  all  new  building 
in  order  to  protect  the  present  residents  of  the  town. 

During  the  fall  of  1965,  it  was  also  learned  that  an  emergency  8'  line  was  exist¬ 
ing  under  Fore  River  in  the  Edison  utility  tunnel,  although  not  connected  to  any 
source  in  Quincy. 

After  negotiation  with  officials  of  Quincy,  the  M.D.C.,  Boston  Edison,  and  the 
State  Department  of  Public  Health,  agreement  was  reached  to  tie  this  line  into 
the  Quincy  system  to  supply  Weymouth  through  Edison  property.  Permission  for 
this  source  was  granted  only  through  to  June  of  1966. 

Weymouth's  average  daily  consumption  of  water  ranges  from  3.5  million  to  4.0 
million  gallons  per  day.  Summer  high  consumption  can  range  from  4.5  to  5.0  million. 

At  this  writing,  Whitman's  Pond  is  supplying  1  to  1.5  million  gallons  per  day; 
the  M.D.C.  through  Quincy  and  Edison  .5  million;  the  new  Neck  Street  well  .25  to 
.3  million  and  the  balance  from  the  town's  gravel  packed  wells. 

Several  hundred  thousand  gallons  of  water  are  being  held  in  reserve  at  Great 
Pond  for  immediate  protection. 

It  is  the  deep  conviction  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  that  the  future  insurance 
of  Weymouth  rests  in  augmentation  of  water  supply  from  the  M.D.C.  Therefore,  in 
the  month  the  month  of  December,  1965,  the  Board  of  Public  Works  formally  applied 
for  membership. 

Because  of  the  necessity  of  a  far-reaching  study  involving  several  towns  in  the 
area,  and  necessary  construction  within  the  M.D.C.,  the  possibility  of  tie-in  is 
several  years  away. 

It  is  hopeful  that  normal  weather  conditions  return  to  this  area  along  with  a 
wet  winter  and  spring.  If  this  does  not  occur,  the  town  may  be  in  for  a  drastic 
year  in  1966. 
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THE  INCINERATOR 

Perhaps  one  of  the  most  controversial  items  of  discussion  in  the  Town  of  Wey¬ 
mouth  is  the  new  incinerator  and  the  new  collection  system. 

Originally,  the  Town  of  Weymouth  had  a  very  economical  operation,  although 
not  the  cleanest  or  healthiest.  Town  forces  collected  rubbish  (everything,  excluding 
garbage)  once  every  other  week.  It  was  transported  to  the  East  end  of  town,  dumped 
and  burned  in  an  open  dump.  Smoke  and  rodents  prevailed.  Garbage  was  collected 
by  private  contract.  Much  garbage,  however,  found  its  way  into  the  rubbish. 

Original  costs: 

Rubbish  by  Town  Forces  $60,000.00 

Dump  Maintenance  7,500.00 

Garbage  Contract  72,900.00 

$140,400.00 

With  the  growing  problem  of  air  pollution  nationwide,  federal  pressure  reached 
into  the  States.  The  State  Department  of  Public  Health  ordered  the  Town  of  Weymouth 
to  cease  open  burning  and  find  another  acceptable  method  of  disposal.  After  careful 
and  lengthy  study,  the  town  elected  incineration.  This  caused  several  changes  in  the 
town's  habits. 

Firstly,  with  the  continual  rising  costs  of  garbage  disposal  because  of  the  pig 
farms  being  forced  out  by  general  public  sentiment,  and  because  combined  refuse 
(mixture  of  rubbish  and  garbage)  is  a  better  operation  in  incineration,  Weymouth 
combined  its  collection.  It  was  first  ascertained  that  many  communities  throughout 
the  country  had  very  successfully  accomplished  this  for  some  years. 

Combined  collection,  however,  necessitated  weekly  collection  on  a  definite 
timetable.  This  was  accomplished. 

The  incinerator  is  a  troublesome,  temperamental  machine  subject  to  frequent 
and  costly  breakdown  unless  the  operation  and  maintenance  is  guided  with  an  iron 
hand.  Unburnable  items  of  several  natures  cannot  and  should  not  go  through  the 
machine.  Instructions  were  hand  delivered  to  each  residence,  spelling  this  out. 

In  order  to  maintain  good  service  to  the  people  of  Weymouth,  open  trucks 
are  assigned  by  appointment  to  pick  up  these  several  items  separately,  -  stoves, 
sinks,  refrigerators  and  other  unburnables. 

Exhaustive  studies  were  made  of  other  cities  and  towns  as  to  certain  other 
aspects  of  the  collection  and  incineration  operation. 

Question  -  Should  business  and  commercial  establishments  have  their  refuse 
collected?  Or,  in  other  words,  should  the  homeowner  partially  subsizide  business 
on  an  "overhead"  item.  Many  businesses  require  daily  collection,  depending  upon 
the  nature  of  their  business. 

Most  cities  and  towns  in  the  study  required  business  and  commercial  estab¬ 
lishments  to  take  care  of  their  own  refuse  problem.  The  Board  of  Public  Works 
considered  this  the  fairest  solution  for  all  businesses,  large  and  small. 

Question  -  Where  should  the  service  line  be  drawn,  on  apartments?  With  the  siz¬ 
able  influx  of  apartment  complexes  in  Weymouth,  the  Bohrd  of  Public  Works  had  to

decide  where  to  draw  the  line.  At  that  time  there  existed  apartment  groups  numbering 
110,  64,  48,  36,  24,  13,  6  and  many  smaller  converted  apartments.  The  Board  was  of 
the  opinion  that  any  apartment  greater  than  2-family  was  commercial  income  property 
and  should  be  required  to  take  care  of  their  own  refuse.  This  was  not  a  popular  de¬ 
cision  but  it  was  made  for  the  best  interest  of  the  majority.  Since  this  action,  several 
hundred  apartment  units  are  on  the  books  for  construction  in  Weymouth. 

As  of  this  writing,  combined  refuse  from  all  single  and  two-family  residences 
is  picked  up  on  a  definite  day,  once  a  week.  The  combining  of  rubbish  and  garbage 
has  succeeded  through  a  hot,  dry  summer  with  minimal  complaint.  Special  trucks 
are  picking  up  unburnables  by  appointment. 

The  incinerator  and  disposal  area  are  open  to  the  public  every  Saturday. 
Weymouth  business,  commercial  and  apartments  may  bring  their  refuse  to  the 
incinerator  with  no  charge.  Refuse  collectors  that  are  in  the  business  and  charge 
for  their  services  are  charged  a  nominal  fee  of  $4.00  per  ton  at  the  incinerator. 

Refuse  collection  is  universally  noted  as  a  vulnerable  area  for  public  complaint, 
second  only  to  snow  plowing.  It  is  the  desire  of  Public  Works  to  keep  complaints  to 
a  minimum  and  after  close  to  a  year’s  operation  with  the  new  system,  it  is  pleasant 
to  note  that  the  complaints  in  general,  are  minor. 
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for  the  past  six  years. 

Appreciation  for  their  earnest  cooperation  is  extended  also  to  Police  Chief, 
JOSEPH  B.  O’KANE;  Fire  Chief,  WALTER  R.  MURRAY,  and  all  the  Town  Depart¬

5.  Street  Cleaning 


Again  in  1965,  the  weather  conditions  were  excellent  for  sweeping  —  no  time 
lost  because  of  the  inclement  weather.  This  year,  however,  much  time  was  lost  on 
breakdown.  The  Division's  mechanical  sweepers  are  only  5  years  old,  but  double 
use  and  the  nature  of  the  work  is  very  wearing  on  the  machines.  Considerable  hand 
sweeping  had  to  be  accomplished  during  the  past  year. 

6.  Highway  Seal  and  Oiling 

In  the  year  1965,  the  Highway  Division  used  101,565  gallons  of  Road  Oil.  Based 
on  the  average  treatment  consisting  of  .20  to  .25  gallons  per  sq.  yrd.  and  average 
road  width  of  28  feet,  the  Division  treated  26  miles  of  secondary  road. 

The  Department  continued  its  policy  of  surface  paving  from  curb  to  curb 
secondary  streets  that  have  sewer  and  water  installed.

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1.  Historical 

On  Monday,  February  15,  1965,  the  new  rubbish  routes  went  into  effect;  i.e., 
collection  once  a  week  on  a  given  day.  Circulars  were  distributed  to  each  home 
owner,  designating  the  day  and  the  rules  of  the  new  system. 

In  accordance  with  the  contract  for  constructing  the  incinerator,  the  town 
was  responsible  to  supply  rubbish  for  burning  in  order  that  proper  tests  could 
be  made  by  the  builder  and  consulting  engineers. 

On  Saturday,  April  10,  1965,  the  Department  and  Building  Committee  held  an 
official  open  house.  Hundreds  of  townspeopel  attended  during  the  day. 

On  Monday,  May  3,  1965,  the  Department  commenced  combined  collection 
of  rubbish  and  garbage.  On  this  date  the  town's  annual  contract  for  garbage 
collection  ($72,900)  ceased.  At  this  time,  the  incinerator  was  'substantially 
complete;  the  town  having  the  legal  right,  in  accordance  with  the  contract  to 
utilize  the  facility

However,  for  cost,  operational  and  technical  reasons,  it 
is  vital  to  know  what  the  furnaces  are  doing.  The  most  accurate  way  is  to 
"rate"  the  grab  bucket  that  feeds  the  refuse  from  the  pit  to  the  furnace  and 
tabulate  the  number  of  operations  to  each  furnace.

6.  Conclusion  --  Operation  commenced  officially  May  3,  1965.  There  were  many 
operational  "bugs"  that  had  to  be  worked  out  in  the  shakedown  period  from  May 
to  August  of  this  year.  The  guarantee  period,  as  per  contract,  continues  until 
June  15,  1966. 

The  incinerator  is  accomplishing  its  job  very  effectively.  Smoke  control 
is  excellent  with  no  complaint. 

It  is  anticipated  that  efficiency  will  increase  as  the  crew  becomes  more 
familiar  with  the  maintenance  items.

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1 .  Tree  Planting 


The  highlight  of  spring  tree  planting  was  the  three-fold  observance  of 
Arbor  Day  which  also  was  the  occasion  to  honor  the  Golden  Anniversary  of 
Kiwanis  International  and  the  bicentennial  of  our  Country’s  first  symbol  of 
freedom,  the  Liberty  Tree  of  Boston. 

Under  the  sponsorship  of  the  Weymouth  Kiwanis  Club  and  Weymouth  Public 
Works  Department,  a  Liberty  Tree  was  dedicated  on  the  green  at  Liberty  and 
Union  Sts.,  South  Weymouth:-  the  tree,  a  6"  diameter,  20'  high  red  oak  was 
dedicated  with  appropriate  public  ceremony.  The  Kiwanis  group  also  sponsored 
"Junior  Liberty  Tree"  plantings  on  all  elementary  school  grounds  in  the  town. 

On  the  Town  Hall  grounds,  a  20'  white  birch  was  planted  and  at  the  new 
incinerator,  two  large  red  oaks  were  planted  to  dress  up  the  grounds.  These 
trees  were  moved  from  the  old  town  nursery. 

Private  property  tree  planting  (under  Chap.  87,  Sec.  7,  Mass.  G.  L.,  Ter. 
Ed.)  was  worked  from  the  file  of  requests,  leaving  a  sizeable  backlog. 

The  fall  season's  tree  planting  was  confined  largely  to  new  road  construction 
and  highway  beautification.  The  spring  and  fall  tabulation  follows:

2.  Dutch  Elm  Disease 


The  Dutch  Elm  Disease  situation  does  not  improve.  While  only  one  con¬ 
tract  was  compiled  this  year,  the  number  of  infections  has  run  about  normal 
and  will  appear  on  a  survey  for  early  1966.  Much  publicity  was  given  in  the 
press  to  a  new  revolutionary  discovery  —  a  chemical  injection  —  and  all 
members  of  the  Tree  Division  qualified  themselves  in  the  use  of  this  material, 
but  it  has  not  proven  successful  and  is  not  recommended  by  the  authorities  in 
Massachusetts  until  further  studies  have  been  made,  and  techniques,  developed. 

One  contract  for  removal  of  88  trees  was  awarded  to  Alleman  &  McKenzie 
of  Hingham,  Mass,  for  the  sum  of  $1,778.00. 

3.  Insect  Pest  Control 


Generally  speaking,  this  operation  is  confined  to  deciduous  trees,  whereon 
leaf  eating  insects  are  the  source  of  public  complaint:  Leaf  Miners,  of  a  wide 
variety;  Elm  Leaf  Beetle;  Oak  Leaf  Roller,  new  to  these  environs;  Apple  Tree 
Tent  Caterpillar,  and  Forest  Tent.  The  latter  two  are  old  time  problems  and 
have  been  in  absentia  since  before  WW11. 
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4.  Service  to  Other  Departments

Weston  &  Sampson  engaged  to  bring  in  plans  and  specifications  for  im¬ 
provements  to  Filtration  Plant  before  next  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

1965  proved  to  be  the  year  of  the  greatest  drought  in  the  history  of  our 
water  works,  causing  almost  daily  changes  in  construction  and  operations 
before  the  Great  Pond  eventually  went  dry. 

Many  types  of  emergency  digging,  pumping  and  pipe  laying  were  conducted 
to  keep  water  flowing  into  the  Filter  Plant. 

When  the  Pond  dried  up  at  10:45  p.m.,  December  12,  1965,  the  water  table 
had  dropped  to  17  feet  9  inches  below  a  full  Pond.  To  further  complicate  the 
problems,  the  ground  water  table  at  the  wells  dropped  to  a  record  low  of  36 
feet  below  a  full  mark. 

Late  in  the  spring,  it  became  evident  that  the  town  was  going  to  be  in  dire 
straits  unless  there  was  a  weather  pattern  change,  so  it  was  recommended  to 
request  use  of  Neck  St.  well  area  which  had  been  abandoned  in  1957  as  a  possible 
site,  due  to  relatively  high  nitrates.  After  a  five  day  pumping  test  late  in  the 
summer,  approval  was  granted  for  emergency  use  of  the  site  under  close  State 
supervision.  Said  site  was  put  into  service  on  a  round-the-clock  operation  at  a 
rate  of  280  gallons  a  minute. 

A  request  was  also  made  to  use  Whitman's  Pond  as  an  emergency  source. 

A  pilot  emergency  filter  was  tested  to  determine  water  quality. 
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Upon  State  approval,  funds  were  granted  through  emergency  approval  to  set 
up  a  two  million  gallon  a  day  diatomaceous  earth  filter  plant  at  an  estimated  cost 
of  $75,000.00. 

Said  plant  was  quickly  put  together  by  Water  Division  forces,  using  the  old 
tin  shed  formerly  the  home  of  the  Tree  Division  on  Iron  Hill  Street.  Engineering 
was  done  by  Weston  &  Sampson  in  cooperation  with  B.  I.  F.  Industries.  This 
plant  went  into  full  operation  just  24  hours  before  Great  Pond  went  dry. 

Much  credit  should  also  go  to  Highway,  Tree  and  Park  Division  forces 
who  aided  so  well  in  exterior  construction  at  the  Emergency  Plant. 

Studies  are  now  being  conducted  to  further  expand  the  area  which  might  be 
covered  by  this  plant  which  was  primarily  set  to  take  over  the  low  service  sys¬ 
tem.  It  is  expected  that  by  the  addition  of  a  second  high  lift  pump  with  a  higher 

* 

head  capacity  that  this  plant  may  be  able  to  push  water  back  to  approximately 
the  limits  of  the  Southeast  Expressway. 

The  final  emergency  measure  was  to  ask  M.D.C.,  through  our  neighbor, 
Quincy,  to  allow  us  to  take  water  from  the  Quincy  Point  area  through  Edison  — 
piping  under  the  Fore  River  and  through  their  yard  into  our  system  on  Monatiquot 
Street.  The  plan  here  was  to  furnish  all  the  water  they  needed  with  the  balance 
which  could  flow  through  their  piping  to  come  to  us. 

Much  credit  is  due  Quincy  and  the  M.D.C.  for  the  fine  cooperative  spirit 
which  put  this  operation  into  use  on  December  16,  1965.  The  Edison  Company 
did  a  tremendous  construction  job,  working  day  and  night,  for  three  days  and 
nights  to  connect  their  piping  to  Quincy. 

The  future  is  still  not  too  bright  as  we  head  into  1966  with  low  ponds  and 
slowly  rising  ground  water. 

A  formal  request  to  join  the  M.D.C  has  been  started,  but  will  be  several 
years  before  actuality. 

Our  laboratory  control  under  reilly  Laboratories  has  maintained  its 
usual  high  standard. 

Recommendations  for  1966 

Pray  for  an  excessively  wet  year,  similar  to  Florida  and  California. 

Start  construction  on  enlargement  of  Filter  Plant  while  pond  conditions 
are  favorable. 

Dredge  as  much  of  mud  from  intake  area  as  time  will  permit. 

Clean  and  line  old  14"  main  from  Hollis  Street  to  Middle  Street  while 
this  line  is  inoperative. 

Conduct  a  strenuous  campaign  to  educate  users  to  conserve  as  much  as 
possible  until  the  crisis  is  over.

V.  MASTER  DRAINAGE  PROGRAM 


1965  DRAINAGE  CONSTRUCTION 


Phase  II  of  the  Weymouth  Back  River  Flood  Control  was  completed  in 
1965. 

Other  critical  drainage  has  been  recommended  for  several  years  to  no 
avail.  The  comparatively  dry  weather  over  the  last  several  years  has  caused 
many  people  to  become  complacent  in  their  reasoning. 

It  is  hoped  that  in  1966  the  Master  Drainage  Program  will  be  continued. 

1966  DRAINAGE  PROPOSED 

1.  Back  River  Flood  Control  -  The  State  has  indicated  that  the  third  and 
final  phase  of  Back  River  will  be  constructed  in  1966.  Their  estimate 
for  cost  is  $400,000  of  which  the  Town's  share  is  $200,000.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 


January  18,  1966

Town  of  Weymouth 
Massachusetts 

Gentlemen: 

The  Planning  Board  herewith  submits  its  Annual  Report  of  its  activities  and  en¬ 
deavors  for  the  year  1965: 

The  Board  conducted  some  38  regular  business  meetings  and  reviewed  395  Items 
of  business;  approximately,  a  10%  increase  over  the  previous  year.  The  statistical 
breakdown  is  as  follows: 


(a)  Number  of  meetings  38 

(b)  Special  meetings  with  other  groups  16 

(c)  Items  of  business  presented  to  the  Board  395 

(d)  Public  hearings  held  17 

(e)  Subdivision  plans  approved  12 

(f )  Subdivision  bonds  released  8 

(g)  Plans  endorsed:  "Approval  not  subject  to  subdivision  control"  94 

(h)  Sketch  plans  examined;  advice ,  and  explanation  of  subdivision 

control  law  explained  126 

(i )  Field  inspections  of  land  and  roads  8

Board  members  17

Many  special  meetings  were  held  jointly  with  the:  Board  of  Public  Works;  (the 
former)  Zoning  By-Law  Committee;  Board  of  Selectmen;  Industrial  Development 
Commission;  the  League  of  Women  Voters;  and  the  Conservation  Commission.  The 
Board  found  these  joint  meetings  very  fruitful  in  the  exchange  of  ideas  and  the  dis¬ 
cussion  of  individual  problems.  Items  of  information  that  came  from  these  meetings 
were:  The  knowledge  and  the  immediate  steps  needed  to  protect  the  Great  Pond 
Water  Shed  Area;  sewage  disposal  problems;  and  the  need  for  an  up-dating  and  tighten¬ 
ing  of  the  Zoning  By-Laws . 

Items  of  special  note  in  the  1965  session  were: 

(a)  The  Board  opposed  State  Legislation  proposing  a  100-ft.  maximum  lot 
frontage  width  and  supported  a  Town  Warrant  Article  (#46)  asking  for 
a  50-ft.  minimum  lot  frontage,  which  Article  was  adopted. 

(b)  The  Board  supported  acquisition  of  the  Hingham  Ammunition  Depot 
land  at  the  higher  price  for  broader  utilization  of  the  area. 

(c)  The  Board  was  unsuccessful  in  their  third  attempt  to  acquire  Town  and 
School  Committee  approval  for  a  full  40-ft.  road  width  into  developable 
land  east  of  the  Seach  School  by  way  of  Hanover  St.  and  Lane  Ave. 

(d)  The  Board  received  proposals  for  industrial  development  areas  and 
apartment  building  complexes. 
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(e)  The  Board’s  wish  to  receive  help  in  reviewing  Zoning  By-Laws  and 
formulating  new  up-to-date  laws  is  proposed  as  an  article  in  the  Town 
Warrant  of  1966. 

(f)  Water-shed  areas  of  Town  significant  to  protection  of  water  resources. 
Noteable  areas  of  work  that  the  Board  pursued  were: 

(1)  New  Board  Rules  &  Regulations  that  have  been  printed  and  are  effective 
in  1966. 

(2)  Updated  the  record  files  in  the  Board's  office  by  having  a  more  conven¬ 
ient  reference  to  plans  filed  by  developers,  etc. 

(3)  Preliminary  work  on  zoning  by-law  changes  by  review  of  the  Master  Plan 
recommendations  and  discussions  of  "definitions". 

(4)  Formulation  and  printing  of  various  application  forms  for  petitioners' 
plan  proposals,  as  well  as  check  lists  and  guide  lines  to  better  evaluate 
development  plans. 

Personnel  items  of  the  Board  were: 

(1)  Mr.  Merle  Averill  was  appointed  Town  Wiring  Inspector. 

(2)  Mr.  Ralph  Larsen  was  appointed  to  the  Citizens'  Advisory  Committee  on 
School  Planning. 

(3)  Mr.  William  White  was  temporarily  appointed  to  the  Pine  Grove  Planning 
Committee. 

(4)  Mr.  Robert  Simon  was  elected  to  membership  on  the  Conservation  Commis¬ 
sion. 

(5)  Mr.  Robert  Simon  was  elected  by  the  Board  as  "Assistant  Clerk"  to  relieve 
the  Clerk  in  the  increasing  work  load. 

(6)  Accepted  the  resignation  of  the  Board's  most  capable  and  personable  Secre¬ 
tary,  Mrs.  Helen  Stone,  who  moved  out  of  the  area. 

(7)  Messrs.  Elton  Given,  Jr.  and  Donald  Putnam  resigned  from  the  Board  for 
personal  reasons.  Mr.  Edward  Collagan,  Jr.  was  appointed  to  fill  Mr.  Given's 
position  and  the  other  position  will  be  filled  by  open  election  in  March  1966. 

(8)  Mr.  William  White  continued  as  a  delegate-at-large  to  the  Massachusetts 
Federation  of  Planning  Boards. 

(9)  Some  Board  members  actively  attended  State  and  Area  Meetings  of  the: 

(a)  Metropolitan  Area  Planning  Council 

(b)  Massachusetts  Federation  of  Planning  Boards 

(c)  Mass.  Association  of  Conservation  Commissions 

The  Planning  Board  has  continued  its  policy  of  supplying  other  Town  Boards , 
Commissions  and  officers  with  information  on  matters  pertinent  to  those  groups,  but, 
general  reciprocal  information  has  not  been  the  case,  except  where  we  have  had 
direct  representation  on  that  other  Board.  Therefore,  it  is  herein  recommended  that 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  encourage  semi-annual  joint  meetings  to  coordinate  similar 
efforts  for  the  Town's  benefit. 

Full  cooperation  of  other  Boards ,  Committees ,  or  Town  Departments ,  is  needed  to 
ensure  sound  and  proper  development  of  the  Town  insofar  as  the  use  of  land  is  con¬ 
cerned.  Ours  is  a  problem  of  "corrective"  planning  and  zoning  in  that  our  Town  is 
fairly  well  developed.  This  is  quite  different,  and  more  difficult,  from  those  Towns 
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that  have  not  really  begun  to  develop  so  that  proper  zoning  and  planning  can  be  pro¬ 
vided  beforehand. 

The  Planning  Board  requests  that,  in  recognizing  the  possible  need  for  industrial 
or  business  development  in  our  Town,  all  Boards,  particularly  the  Zoning  Appeals' 
Board,  must  not  lose  sight  of  the  residential  landowner  and  his  rights  to  zoning  pro¬ 
tection.  The  granting  of  "exceptions"  or  "variances"  to  the  zoning  by-laws  should 
only  be  granted  for  fair  and  valid  reasons;  and  not  be  detrimental  to  those  citizens 
who  do  not  have  the  wherewithal  to  seek  protection  at  a  quasi  judicial  body. 

Aims  and  intended  endeavors  of  the  Planning  Board  for  1966: 

(1)  To  actively  pursue  better  utilization  and  planning  of  land  development  and 
re-development  in  the  Town;  and  keep  informed  of  changes ,  or  new  trends , 
in  Town  Planning. 

(2)  To  understand  the  needs  of  the  Town  in  apartment  complexes  and  indus¬ 
trial  development,  without  losing  sight  of  the  responsibilities  of  the  Town 
in  its  guaranteed  protection  to  its  citizens. 

(3)  To  review,  perform,  research  and  present  to  the  1967  Town  Meeting 
new  zoning  by-law  regulations . 

(4)  To  continue  the  updating  of  the  Board's  office  files;  and  to  study,  for 
future  adoption,  an  official  Town  Street  Map;  also,  to  provide  protection 
of  suggested  Town  "green"  areas. 

The  Board  wishes  to  thank  Town  Engineer,  Frank  S.  Lagrotteria,  for  his  advice 
and  assistance  on  engineering  matters;  and  acknowledges  the  kind  cooperation  of 
Building  Inspector,  Ivan  Nelson,  Town  Clerk,  Harry  Christensen,  Town  Treasurer, 

R.  Chester  Lopaus,  and  the  many  others  who  assist  us  greatly  in  our  endeavors.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  INDUSTRIAL  DEVELOPMENT  COMMISSION 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1965 


Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Town  of  Weymouth 
Weymouth,  Massachusetts 

Gentlemen: 

The  Industrial  Development  Commission  has  had  a  very  successful  year  during 
1965,  having  been  very  active  in  the  new  projects  referred  to  below: 

Ground  was  broken  for  the  Town's  first  Industrial  Park,  to  be  known  as  the 
Weymouth  Industrial  Park,  off  703  Pleasant  St.,  near  Lovell's  Corner.  The  Romar 
Industrial  Trust,  the  developers,  have  secured  25  acres  of  the  Moore  Dairy  Farm. 

The  property  is  being  graded  for  construction  of  the  first  building,  a  14,000  sq.  ft. 
warehouse  and  office,  to  be  occupied  by  a  company  now  located  in  another  town,  and 
which  employs  15  people.  The  Park  plans  to  supply  this  industry  with  water  from  a 
well  to  be  driven  at  the  site,  and  to  owned  by  the  developer.  Other  industry  that  lo¬ 
cates  in  the  Park  will  also  be  supplied  by  wells  driven  on  the  property. 

Papers  were  passed  December  15th  for  3  acres  of  land  bordering  on  the  Southeast 
Expressway  for  a  local  industry,  Alston  Studios,  to  erect  a  20,000  sq.  ft.  building  with 
plans  for  another  20,000  sq.  ft.  addition  later.  This  concern  employs  100  or  more 
during  the  "rush"  season.  After  considering  sites  in  other  towns,  they  decided  they 
would  prefer  to  stay  in  Weymouth.  Grading  is  now  being  done. 

A  wholesale  grocer  in  Boston  has  purchased  4  acres  of  land  on  Main  Street,  South 
Weymouth,  where  they  plan  to  erect  a  40,000  sq.  ft.  warehouse  and  distributing  center. 
A  railroad  sidetrack  is  being  planned.  They  employ  12  to  15  in  the  building  and  12 
truck  drivers  and  salesmen  who  are  on  the  road  most  of  the  time. 

Curtis  Farms  took  over  a  supermarket  at  Middle  and  Washington  Streets,  and  have 
made  arrangements  for  the  erection  of  a  Mammoth  Department  Store  adjacent  to  the 
supermarket.  The  new  Mammoth  Stores  building  will  contain  60,000  sq.  ft.  of  floor 
space. 

An  option  has  been  secured  and  plans  are  being  made  for  a  large  commercial  de¬ 
velopment  at  Main  and  Pond  Streets,  South  Weymouth.  Part  of  the  land  is  in  a  resi¬ 
dential  zoned  area  bordering  on  the  railroad  and  Navy  Air  Base  on  the  east,  and 
business  zones  on  the  west  along  both  sides  of  Main  and  Pond  Streets.  A  request  for  a 
change  in  zoning  from  "Residential"  to  "Limited  Business"  is  being  made  to  the  next 
Town  Meeting. 

Another  party  has  an  option  on  a  large  industrial  zoned  area  abutting  the  Southeast 
Expressway  for  an  industrial  and  distribution  center. 

A  very  successful  developer  has  an  option  on  a  large  area  in  a  business  zone  off 
Main  Street  which  he  plans  to  develop  in  the  near  future  for  commercial  purposes. 

There  has  been  considerable  activity,  and  many  inquiries  have  been  made  of  the 
Industrial  Development  Commission  for  sites  for  apartment  projects. 

The  Tara  Gardens  apartment  project  (mentioned  in  the  1964  report),  located  off 
Middle  Street  facing  the  Southeast  Expressway  has  been  completed.  This  was  the  first 
$1,000,000  development  of  its  kind  in  Weymouth.  It  is  an  attractive  and  substantial 
asset  to  the  Town.  It  contains  115  family  units. 
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The  Derby  Apartments  on  Derby  Street  near  Main  Street,  with  45  units,  has  been 
completed  and  is  being  occupied.  This  project  is  also  an  attractive  asset  to  the  area. 

The  Fountains  of  Weymouth  apartments  project  at  1050  Main  Street,  being  de¬ 
veloped  by  Roger  Vinson  and  the  Anderson  Investment  Company  on  13  acres  of  the 
Vinson  land,  will  be  a  unique  type  of  layout.  There  will  be  15  buildings  with  200  units 
located  at  spacious  intervals.  When  completed  this  will  be  a  $2,000,000  development. 

At  a  meeting  of  this  Commission  and  representatives  of  the  Town's  Health,  Water  and 
Building  Inspection  Departments  with  the  developers,  their  professional  water  engi¬ 
neer  ,  and  a  well  driller ,  they  agreed  to  supply  water  to  the  project  by  wells  on  their 
property.  Based  on  the  facts  presented,  this  Commission  is  of  the  opinion  the  build¬ 
ing  permits  for  this  project  should  be  granted. 

The  Maple  Gardens  apartments  to  be  built  on  Middle  Street  at  the  corner  of  Maple 
Street,  will  contain  3  buildings  with  a  total  of  89  units.  The  developers  plan  to  pro¬ 
vide  their  facility  with  water  from  wells  on  their  property.  Removal  of  the  old  dilapi¬ 
dated  wrecked  wooden  factory  has  been  clearly  completed.  This  apartment  complex 
will  greatly  improve  the  area,  which  is  close  to  the  Town  Hall  and  schools  nearby. 

Another  developer  has  an  option  on  15  or  more  acres  for  development  of  a  substan¬ 
tial  apartment  complex  to  be  built  south  of  the  Expressway  in  the  near  future. 

Two  other  developers  who  were  negotiating  for  acreage  to  build  substantial  apart¬ 
ment  areas  have  temporarily  given  up  their  plans  because  the  Town  has  not  extended 
its  certification  under  the  Federal  Urban  Development  Authority. 

In  addition  to  the  considerable  new  tax  revenue  to  the  Town  from  the  new  apartment 
buildings  compared  with  the  taxes  on  the  undeveloped  land,  many  of  these  will  bring 
substantial  new  excise  tax  revenue  from  the  automobiles  that  will  be  registered  in 
Weymouth. 

There  are  several  local  groups  who  have  found  that  industrial  and  business 
projects  in  Weymouth  have  proved  successful.  Among  these  are: 

The  Schofield  Realty  Trust  group  who  erected  a  supermarket  for  a  well  known 
New  England  grocery  company  and  the  attractive  Williamsport- Williamsburg  apart¬ 
ments  on  Neck  Street,  North  Weymouth,  containing  58  units.  This  group  is  now  build¬ 
ing  the  Camelot  project  in  South  Weymouth  Square  which  will  contain  68  apartment 
units  and  15  office  suites. 

Another  local  group  recently  organized  a  new  light  industrial  company  and  erected 
a  small  building  for  their  operation.  This  company  is  expanding  and  late  this  fall 
purchased  4  acres  of  land,  adjacent  to  the  Southeast  Expressway,  for  its  anticipated 
further  growth. 

Following  the  Commission's  general  policy  of  encouraging  any  development  that 
will  be  beneficial  to  the  Town  we  supported  the  plan  for  a  golf  course  to  be  constructed 
with  a  club  house,  off  Lane  Avenue  by  the  Graziano  Co.  In  addition  to  being  at  a  con¬ 
venient  location  for  Weymouth  residents,  it  will  act  as  a  buffer  between  the  Seach  School 
and  industrially  zoned  land  to  the  south.  Many  industries  do  not  look  favorably  on  lo¬ 
cating  plans  abutting  school  property. 

Experience  has  shown  that  while  Weymouth  has  a  large  amount  of  land  zoned  for 
industrial  development,  much  of  it  can  only  be  developed  at  exorbitant  costs.  There  is 
also  a  need  for  accumulating  larger  areas  under  one  ownership  and  improving  the 
property  to  make  it  attractive  to  prospects.  For  this  reason  this  Commission  has  se¬ 
lected  for  a  redevelopment  project,  a  site  between  Pleasant  and  Middle  Streets,  on  the 
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north  side  of  the  Southeast  Expressway  where  there  are  150  or  more  acres  owned  by 
many  people.  This  land  has  been  left  in  a  very  rugged  and  deplorable  condition  from 
the  removal  of  gravel  and  fill.  A  large  part  of  this  material  was  used  in  constructing 
the  Southeast  Expressway  and  prior  to  the  Town  having  adopted  restrictions  on  the 
limits  of  such  removal.  Practically  all  of  this  land  is  now  zoned  for  industry.  We 
have  been  unable  to  find  a  private  developer  that  would  be  interested  in  buying  the  area 
in  its  present  condition  and  with  its  multiplicity  of  ownerships.  Although  Federal 
funds  cannot  be  secured  for  such  a  redevelopment,  it  is  possible  to  secure  State  aid. 
Any  State  funds  for  this  purpose  would  be  allotted  to  the  Town  through  the  Weymouth 
Redevelopment  Authority  by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Commerce.  Several 
meetings  on  this  subject  have  been  held  with  the  Weymouth  Redevelopment  Authority, 
their  consultants,  representatives  of  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Commerce,  the 
Weymouth  Department  of  Public  Works  and  the  Selectmen.  The  Weymouth  Redevelop¬ 
ment  Authority  has  recently  made  an  application  to  the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Commerce  and  Development,  Division  of  Urban  Renewal,  for  a  Planning  Advance  of 
funds  for  the  preparation  and  Development  of  surveys  and  plans  for  a  proposed  State- 
aided  Industrial  Urban  Renewal  and  Redevelopment  Project  in  accordance  with  the 
Massachusetts  General  Laws,  Chapter  121,  Section  26GGG  and  26HHH  -  the  project  to 
be  identified  as  the  Libbey  Industrial  Park  of  Weymouth  as  the  first  step  in  this  proj¬ 
ect.  The  Redevelopment  Authority  is  waiting  for  a  reply  to  its  application. 

We  greatly  appreciate  and  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  other  Boards  and 
Departments  of  the  Town  for  their  cooperation  and  assistance  in  our  efforts  to  com- 
vince  industry  and  business  that  Weymouth  is  an  ideal  town  for  their  developments.

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DECLARATION  OF  POLICY 
under  the 

UNITED  STATES  HOUSING  ACT  of  1949 


It  states  that: 

"The  general  welfare  and  security  of  the  Nation  and  the  health 
and  living  standard  of  its  people  require  housing  production 
and  related  community  development  sufficient  to  remedy  the 
serious  housing  shortage,  the  elimination  of  sub-standard  and 
inadequate  housing  through  the  clearance  of  slums  and  blighted 
areas,  and  the  realization,  as  soon  as  feasible,  of  the  goal  of  a 
decent  home  and  a  suitable  living  environment  for  every 
American  family,  thus  contributing  to  the  development  and 
redevelopment  of  communities  and  the  advancement  of  the 
growth,  wealth  and  security  of  the  Nation.” 

The  Weymouth  Housing  Authority  set  its  first  objective  toward  alleviating  the 
housing  problem  of  the  veteran  through  State  Chapter  200  (Veteran's  Housing). 

Confronted  with  the  complex  problem  of  need  for  clean,  adequate  accommodation 
for  veterans  in  the  low  income  brackets,  young  veterans,  married  but  a  few  years, 
are  forced  to  live  apart  or  in  a  crowded  condition  with  in-laws;  others  are  living  in 
furnished  rooms  or  living  in  rooms  that  were  never  meant  for  living  quarters.  There 
are  still  others  with  three  or  more  children  who  are  unpopular  with  landlards  because 
they  are  parents  of  pre-school  age  children. 

We  are  still  receiving  applications  from  veterans  of  World  War  H  and  the  Korean 
War  although  not  in  such  numbers  as  previously.  We  are  now  taking  applications 
from  Town  residents  who  have  gone  into  service  since  January  31st,  1955;  although 
they  are  not  generally  considered  for  veterans'  rights,  we  do  consider  them  for 
housing  at  this  development. 

Before  a  family  is  provided  with  housing  under  Chapter  200,  the  conditions  of 
eligibility  must  be  investigated  and  certain  requirements,  as  defined  by  law,  must  be 
met.  There  are  no  exceptions  to  the  above  rule  and  the  Housing  Authority  may  not 
use  its  own  discretion.  We  are  accused,  at  times,  of  having  too  much  "red  tape"  but 
the  Authority  must  fulfill  its  obligations  which  are  imposed  by  law  and  routine  is  in¬ 
escapable. 


RENTS 

The  rents  paid  by  the  tenants  are  variable  or  proportional  rents,  so-called  be¬ 
cause  each  rent  is  established  as  a  fixed  proportion  of  the  income. 

The  Law  (Chapter  200,  Massachusetts  Acts  of  1948)  establishes  a  preference  in 
favor  of  low-income  Veterans  of  World  War  H  and  provides  for  an  annual  subsidy  of 
2-1/2%  of  the  project  cost  for  forty  years  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  so 
that  low  rents  can  be  charged.  The  rents,  therefore,  must  be  related  to  the  income 
and  family  size  so  that  small  families  with  larger  incomes  will  receive  less  subsidy 
than  large  families  with  small  incomes.  This  principle  of  charging  a  rent  which  is  in 
accordance  with  the  ability  of  the  tenant  to  pay  produces  the  following  results: 

1.  Makes  it  possible  for  the  subsidy  to  be  distributed  among  the  tenants  on 
the  fair  basis  of  individual  need. 

2.  Makes  it  possible  for  families  with  lower  incomes  to  retain  a  larger  per¬ 
centage  of  their  total  income  for  other  purposes  than  would  be  possible 
under  a  fixed  rent  schedule. 
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3.  With  fixed  rents  all  tenants,  regardless  of  income  and  family  size,  would 
receive  the  same  amount  of  subsidy. 

4.  The  rent  charged  bear  the  following  relationship  to  the  tenants’  net  family 
income . 

18%  for  families  with  less  than  three  minor  dependents. 

14%  for  families  with  three  or  more  minor  dependents. 

No  rents  can  be  charged  below  the  following  amounts  which  are  established 
as  a  minimum  rents: 

For  families  with  less  than  three  minor  dependents:  $37.00 
For  families  with  three  or  more  minor  dependents:  30.00 

Tenants  are  ineligible  for  continued  occupancy  and  are  required  to  move 
from  this  project  if  their  income  exceed  the  following  limits: 

Families  with  less  than  three  minor  dependents:  $5,000.00 

Families  with  three  or  more  minor  dependents:  5,400.00

HOUSING  FOR  THE  ELDERLY 

After  seeking,  for  several  years,  land  that  would  be  suitable  for  an  Elderly  Hous¬ 
ing  Project,  the  Town  of  Weymouth,  gave  a  piece  of  land  next  to  the  Central  Jr.  High 
School  on  Broad  Street,  for  the  building  of  an  80-unit  housing  and  recreation  devel¬ 
opment. 

Construction  was  started  August  1964  and  in  August  1965  the  buildings  were  com¬ 
pleted  and  fully  occupied. 

The  rules  and  regulations,  that  one  must  be  65  years  or  over,  income  not  to  ex¬ 
ceed  $2,500.00  for  a  single  occupancy  and  $3,000.00  for  a  double  occupancy,  were 
adhered  to  and  at  present  there  are  about  60  applications  on  the  waiting  list. 

The  request  for  another  75  -  80  units  for  Elderly  will  be  presented  before  the 
Town  Meeting  for  approval  and  if  approved  the  task  of  obtaining  land  will  again  begin. 
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At  this  writing,  our  office  has  been  very  busy  answering  questions  and  sending 
out  applications  on  our  anticipated  new  project.  The  trend  in  the  Town  of  Weymouth 
is  towards  our  Elderly  Citizens;  in  the  past  it  was  for  our  underprivileged  children 
and  families. 

In  conclusion:  the  Weymouth  Housing  Authority  will  do  all  in  their  power  to  con¬ 
tinue  our  help  to  our  Elderly  Citizens  and  give  them  the  feeling  of  independence  and 
also  that  they  are  needed  in  the  Town  for  their  counseling  and  wisdom. 

In  concluding,  the  records  reveal  that  54  families  have  moved  from  the  project 
during  the  past  year;  in  most  cases  into  homes  of  their  own.  The  demand  for  oc¬ 
cupancy  of  our  apartments  continues  at  the  same  level  as  of  previous  years;  although, 
as  before  mentioned,  we  are  now  providing  occupancy  for  Town  residents  who  entered 
the  service  after  January  31st,  1955. 

There  are  603  minors  in  this  development,  most  of  whom  attend  schools  in  the 
Town  of  Weymouth  system  which  is  one  of  the  finest  in  the  state  and  thus  the  children 
are  able  to  obtain  the  best  education  available. 

Having  enough  land  adjoining  our  property  we  have  an  agreement  with  the  Town 
of  Weymouth  which  enables  them  to  lease  this  land  for  park  and  play  areas  for  chil¬ 
dren  for  $1.00  per  year.  The  playgrounds  are  supervised  and  during  the  summer 
months  are  used  to  a  great  extent. 

Approximately  200  feet  from  our  project,  which  is  available  for  our  children,  the 
Town  has  supplied  recreation  and  swimming  area  which  is  also  supervised.  Swimming 
instructions  are  given  free  of  charge. 

As  you  can  see  by  this  report  the  Authority  not  only  has  made  available  good, 
clean  and  safe  housing  but  also  takes  an  active  interest  in  the  welfare  and  upbring¬ 
ing  of  our  future  citizens. 

This  project  which  is  known  as  Lakeview  Manor  is  situated  on  Whitman's  Pond 
and  is  attractive  to  the  fisherman  and  the  boating  enthusiast.

Gentlemen: 

On  June  2,  1965  the  Board  of  Selectmen  voted  not  to  approve  recertification  of  the 
Workable  Program  in  the  Town  of  Weymouth  thus  making  the  town  inelegible  for  Fed¬ 
eral  funds  for  redevelopment  while,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Authority,  this  was  unwise. 
The  Authority  has  turned  it's  efforts  to  possible  redevelopment  efforts  where  State 
funds  may  be  available,  particularly  in  joint  action  with  the  Weymouth  Industrial  Com¬ 
mission  where  land  assembly  is  involved. 

Discussions  were  begun  early  in  the  year  relative  to  the  area  designated  as  the 
Libbey  Industrial  Park  (area  adjoining  the  Southeast  Expressway  between  Middle  Street 
and  Pleasant  Street) .  A  number  of  consultations  with  the  Industrial  Development 
Commission  and  officials  of  the  Department  of  Commerce  and  Development  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  ensued.  The  Industrial  Development  Commission 
has  concerned  itself  for  some  time  with  this  area  and  indicated  that  were  it  developed, 
it  would  be  in  demand  for  industrial  use.  On  May  12,  a  request  was  made  of  the 
Department  of  Commerce  and  Development  for  the  reservation  of  $50,000.  for  sur¬ 
veying  and  planning  for  the  development  of  the  Libbey  Industrial  Park. 

Candeub,  Fleissig  and  Associates,  consultants  for  the  Redevelopment  Authority, 
on  Jun  15,  were  instructed  to  prepare  an  Application  for  funds  for  such  a  study.  This 
Application  was  submitted  September  2 ,  1965  to  the  Department  of  Commerce  and 
Development  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  after  it  had  been  approved  by 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  on  August  18,  1965. 

Under  this  program,  if  the  Application  is  approved,  the  State  of  Massachusetts 
would  pay  up  to  75%  of  planning  costs  and  up  to  50%  of  total  development  costs  over 
a  twenty  year  period.  The  Town's  contribution  can  be  made  in  services  and  credits. 

The  Department  of  Public  Works  of  Weymouth,  having  approved  the  Application 
for  planning  advance,  agreed  that  it's  engineering  division  is  in  a  position  to  compile 
necessary  data  and  give  other  services  which  could  amount  to  credits  for  the  Town's 
share  in  planning  costs  of  approximately  $6,500. 

Action  on  our  Application  has  been  delayed  because  of  inadequate  funds  in  the 
State.  It  still  is  awaiting  actionpending  the  approval  of  a  tax  bill. 

The  nature  of  the  project  requires  the  cooperation  effort  of  various  departments 
of  the  Town.  The  Redevelopment  Authority  has  appreciated  this  cooperation  from  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Industrial  Development  Commission  and  the  Department  of 
Public  Works.  Further  action  can  be  expected  upon  this  project  as  soon  as  enabling 
legislation  makes  it  possible.

Gentlemen: 

I  respectfully  submit  the  following  as  my  twelfth  annual  report  of  the  activities 
of  the  Weymouth  Police  Department  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1965. 

The  past  decade  has  seen  an  unprecedented  shift  of  attention  by  the  public  and 
the  courts  to  the  area  of  criminal  law  and  its  enforcement.  Such  public  and  judicial 
spotlighting  has  dramatized  the  imperative  need  for  realistic,  modern  laws  admin¬ 
istered  by  competent  law  enforcement  officers.  Recent  court  decisions,  which  have 
hampered  the  operations  of  police  in  many  enforcement  areas,  also  show  the  vital 
need  for  effective  training  at  all  levels  of  law  enforcement.  "In  service"  training 
programs  were  expanded  in  the  Weymouth  Police  Department  during  the  year  1965 
with  a  view  toward  greater  stress  on  training  in  the  year  ahead. 

The  Weymouth  Police  Department  investigated  7,826  complaints  of  every  nature 
during  1965.  This  was  a  decrease  of  476  from  the  previous  year. 

The  F.B.I.  Uniform  Crime  Report  for  the  first  six  months  of  1965  showed  that 
although  area  crime  increased  sharply,  Weymouth  with  a  sixteen  percent  rise  in  its 
crime  index  was  near  the  national  thirteen  percent  average  increase. 

The  crime  index  is  an  F.B.I.  system  to  gauge  crime  trend  in  the  United  States 
and  consists  of  total  number  of  murders,  non-negligent  manslaughter,  rapes,  robber¬ 
ies,  burglaries,  auto  thefts,  aggravated  assaults  and  larcenies  of  $50.00  or  over. 

Weymouth's  crime  index  of  only  196  was  the  lowest  for  any  city  of  town  in  the 
nation  reporting  within  the  50,000  to  100,000  population  group.  Only  three  of  the  225 
cities  in  the  country  reporting  in  this  group  had  crime  indexes  below  250.  Year  end 
F.B.I.  figures  are  not  available  at  this  writing,  however,  projections  show  that  Wey¬ 
mouth  should  maintain  its  comparative  position  when  final  index  tabulations  are  re¬ 
leased. 

The  number  of  more  serious  offenses  as  murder,  manslaughter,  rape,  robbery, 
burglary,  larceny  and  auto  theft  reported  to  the  Weymouth  Police  was  269  incidents 
in  1965  as  compared  to  289  reported  in  1964  and  247  reported  in  1963.  Burglary, 
larceny  and  auto  theft  continue  to  be  the  most  frequently  committed  crimes. 

In  the  average  municipal  police  department,  the  majority  of  the  manpower  is 
assigned  to  the  uniformed  patrol.  Police  administrators  universally  recognize  the 
uniformed  patrol  division  as  the  backbone  of  the  police  department.  During  1965,  of¬ 
ficers  of  the  Uniformed  Division  made  5,218  investigations.  They  inspected  5,313 
buildings  (closed  homes,  etc.)  in  addition  to  regular  patrol  inspections.  During  patrol 
891  buildings  were  found  open  and  secured,  57  defects  in  streets  were  reported,  26 
fires  were  discovered  and  56  missing  persons  were  located.  This  division  rendered 
a  most  vital  service  to  the  community  in  responding  to  an  unprecedented  1,470  am¬ 
bulance  calls.  This  is  an  increase  of  90  calls  from  the  previous  year.  Also  2,102 
summons  and  warrants  were  served  for  out-of-town  departments. 
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The  Traffic  Bureau  in  the  Uniformed  Division  continued  its  selective  enforcement 
program  with  particular  emphasis  on  principal  accident  locations.  With  a  record 
2,860,900  vehicles  registered  in  Massachusetts  for  1965  and  more  than  26,530  of  these 
registered  in  Weymouth,  traffic  not  only  presents  a  formidable  enforcement  problem 
for  police  but  it  makes  heavy  inroads  into  available  manpower  as  well.  1,381  viola¬ 
tion  citations  and  1,348  parking  violations  were  processed  in  1965.  This  bureau  also 
gave  assistance  to  the  State  and  Town  of  Weymouth  Public  Works  Departments  on 
traffic  matters  and  made  many  recommendations  for  traffic  regulation  and  control 
which  were  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  An  appraisal  of  the  School  Traffic 
Safety  Education  Program  resulted  in  a  stimulation  of  the  program  particularly  in 
audio  visual  aids  and  safety  patrol  clinics.  This  bureau  also  handles  the  licensing  of 
taxicabs  and  made  periodic  inspections  of  all  taxi  stands  and  vehicles  so  licensed. 

The  Detective  Bureau  conducted  2,608  investigations  during  the  past  year  and  re¬ 
covered  $176,211.72  in  stolen  property.  Court  prosecutions  handled  by  this  bureau 
were  as  follows:  69  juveniles  on  92  complaints  and  801  adults  on  1,266  complaints 
were  arraigned  in  the  District  Court;  35  cases  were  heard  in  the  Superior  Court  with 
23  felony  and  52  misdemeanor  cases  still  pending.  Total  fines  imposed  in  the  Dis¬ 
trict  Court  amounted  to  $16,700.00.  The  following  were  the  causes  and  number  of 
arrests  made  in  1965:  crimes  against  the  person  -  29,  crimes  against  property  - 
124,  crimes  against  public  order  -  717,  total  arrests  -  870. 

The  continuing  departmental  drive  to  discourage  delinquent  behavior  in  youth  has 
had  its  reward  when  it  is  noted  that  only  69  juvenile  complaints  were  issued  in  the 
District  Court  in  1965  compared  with  85  in  1964  and  104  in  1963.  This  record  is  in 
marked  contrast  to  the  F.BJ.  report  that  51  percent  of  those  arrested  for  serious 
crimes  in  suburbs  are  under  age  eighteen  and  that  most  of  these  young  offenders  ac¬ 
tually  live  in  the  suburbs.  Credit  must  also  be  given  to  the  decisive  action  taken  by 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  in  liquor  cases  involving  minors  which  continues  to  be  a 
strong  deterrant  to  teenage  drinking  in  Weymouth. 

The  following  officers  with  long  service  records  retired  from  the  Police  Depart¬ 
ment  during  1965:  Captain  John  W.  Coyle,  Detective  William  F.  Dwyer,  Patrolman  J. 
Frank  Nolan,  Patrolman  George  W.  Tracy  and  Patrolman  Edmund  L.  Ward. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  members  of  the  Weymouth  Police  De¬ 
partment  for  their  loyalty,  dedication  to  duty  and  efficiency  in  carrying  out  their  as¬ 
signments. 

My  appreciation  is  also  extended  to  Attorney  Robert  H.  Gaughen  who,  as  Town 
Counsel,  rendered  many  legal  services  to  the  Police  Department  and  to  Director  of 
Public  Works,  Arthur  J.  Bilodeau,  for  his  assistance  in  traffic  signs  and  markings 
and  to  all  Town  Officials  for  many  courtesies. 

I  particularly  wish  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  and  appreciation  to  each  and 
every  member  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  their  confidence,  whole-hearted  coop¬ 
eration  and  constant  support  extended  to  me  and  to  the  members  of  the  Police  De¬ 
partment  during  the  past  year.

Weymouth  Civil  Defense  Committee  continues  to  operate  as  required  under  the 
Civil  Defense  Act,  Chapter  639,  Acts  of  1950. 

The  usual  weekly  and  monthly  drills  have  been  continued  by  our  active  units. 
These  units  functioned  efficiently  during  the  so-called  "black-out",  maintaining 
a  continuous  patrol  of  the  Town  in  conjunction  with  the  Police  Department. 

Fall-out  shelters  at  the  Central  Junior  High,  Eldon  Johnson,  Homestead, 
Humphrey,  Sacred  Heart  Schools,  and  the  Telephone  Building  on  Middle  Street, 
continue  to  be  available  in  case  of  emergency. 

An  additional  survey  is  in  process  by  the  Corps  of  Army  Engineers  to  deter¬ 
mine  if  there  are  additional  areas  suitable  for  use  as  a  protection  against  fall-out. 

We  wish  to  thank  all  those  who  have  contributed  their  time  and  effort  to  make 
Civil  Defense  a  successful  contribution  to  the  Town.

Gentlemen: 

The  following  comprises  the  annual  report  of  the  Fire  Department  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1965. 

The  department  has  had  a  busy  year  which  was,  in  great  measure,  due  to  the  con¬ 
tinuing  draught  which  has  greatly  increased  the  fire  danger.  The  added  cost  of  extin¬ 
guishing  the  brush  and  woods  fires  is  reflected  in  the  budget  of  the  department.  The 
loss  of  pressure  in  the  water  mains,  especially  in  the  southern  portion  of  the  town,  is 
being  compensated  for  by  the  increased  use  of  the  pumping  engines  of  the  department 
which  have  a  good  total  capacity. 

The  department  responded  to  fourteen  hundred,  twenty-one  calls  consisting  of  the 
following  categories.

There  were  two  fire-fighters  added  to  the  department  during  the  year  making  the 
total  complement  as  follows: 

Chief,  four  Deputy  Chiefs,  five  Captains,  eleven  Lieutenants,  seventy- 

eight  Fire-fighters,  one  Superintendent  of  Fire  Alarm,  one  Signal 

Maintainer  and  one  Master  Mechanic. 

There  were  three  retirements  and  two  resignations  during  the  year. 

A  new  Fire  Alarm  Service  Truck  was  purchased  during  the  year.  This  truck  is 
equipped  with  a  hydraulic  powered  aerial  work  platform  which  may  be  raised  to  a 
height  of  thirty-five  feet.  This  has  resulted  in  pole  and  wire  work  being  done  much 
faster,  easier  and  with  greater  safety. 

The  personnel  of  the  department  made  twelve  hundred  and  sixty  five  inspections 
during  the  year  covering  Nursing  Homes,  Convalescent  Homes,  Hospitals,  Schools, 
Mercantile  Buildings,  Manufacturing  Buildings,  Oil  Burner  Installations,  Flammable 
Fluids  Storage,  Blasting  and  others. 

The  Junior  Fire  Marshall  Program  is  in  its  thirteenth  year  covering  all  the 
sixth  grade  students  both  Public  and  Parochial  Schools  totaling  twelve  hundred  and 
fifty  five  students.  This  plan  covers  a  series  of  four  lectures  in  each  grade  during 
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the  school  year,  conducted  by  personnel  of  the  Fire  Department,  lecturing  on  Fire 
Prevention. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  all  others  for  their  cooperation 
during  the  year.

It  has  been  my  contention  that  one  flat  in  Weymouth  should  be  opened  for  family 
use,  as  is  the  custom  in  the  surrounding  towns  of  Hull,  Hingham  and  the  City  of  Quincy. 
The  State  Board  of  Health  maintains,  however,  that  ALL  flats  in  Weymouth  are  con¬ 
taminated.  It  appears  most  unusual  that  ALL  flats  in  our  town  should  be  unique  in 
this  respect.  Because  of  this  ruling,  we  have  no  area  open  for  family  digging. 

Through  telephone  and  personal  contacts,  it  is  evident  to  me  that  many  of  the  town's 
people  would  like  to  have  one  flat  opened  for  this  purpose. 

I  will  continue  to  have  the  State  Board  of  Health  take  tests  on  all  Weymouth  flats. 

The  cooperation  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Police  Department  and  the  Harbor 
Master  is  deeply  appreciated.

Re:  Harbor  Master's  Report  1965 

The  1965  boating  season  had  a  slow  start  attributed  in  part  to  inclement  weather 
and  perhaps  somewhat  to  a  lessening  enthusiasm  in  pleasure  boating  as  a  hobby  due 
to  expense  and  the  work  involved  in  maintenance  also  to  the  tightening  of  motor  boat 
regulations . 

Police  and  night  calls  were  fewer  than  in  the  past  two  years  also  there  were  less 
reports  of  stolen  or  lost  craft  and  gear.  The  majority  of  the  facilities  and  some  of 
the  gear  were  returned  to  their  rightful  owners. 

Regular  patrol  work  was  carried  out  and  a  daily  log  was  maintained.  All  local 
and  Interclub  sailboat  races  were  covered.  Racing  is  fast  becoming  an  almost  daily 
event  with  programs  for  all  ages  and  with  all  classes  of  boats  participating.  Our  high 
safety  record  in  this  area  of  boating  is  helped  to  be  maintained  by  the  full  cooperation 
of  the  various  Clubs,  Coast  Guard  Auxiliary,  which  is  evermindful  of  the  problems  of 
water  safety  and  are  very  active ,  and  also  the  various  protective  agencies  of  adjacent 
waters. 

The  latter  half  of  the  season  was  extremely  busy  and  continued  so  until  late  fall. 
There  were  major  oil  spills  to  complicate  my  routine  duties  these  were  carefully 
worked  out  with  the  assistance  of  the  U.S.  Custom  Coast  Guard;  Army  Corp.  of 
Engineers,  Town  Officials  and  the  companies  involved. 

The  season  ended  on  a  tragic  note,  in  mid-December,  with  the  loss  of  one  of  our 
more  prominent  and  experience  yachtsmen  when  he  fell  from  an  icy  deck. 

I  want  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  "Weymouth  Waterfront  Family"  for  their 
alertness  in  reporting  irregularities  in  the  Weymouth  Waters.  The  young  people  are 
demonstrating  a  real  awareness  and  sense  of  responsibility  in  water  sportsmanship 
and  call  me  when  they  notice  things  amiss.  It  is  a  pleasure  for  me  to  work  with  them 
as  the  need  arises. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  various  Town  Departments  for  their  quick  action  when 
needed  especially  those  departments  I  work  closely  with,  The  Selectmen,  the  Police 
and  Fire  Departments ,  the  Shellfish  Warden  and  the  Park  and  Recreation  Depart¬ 
ments.  Also  I  would  like  to  thank  radio  station  WJD  A  who  are  always  ready  to  help 
and  the  U.S.  Coast  Guard  at  Point  Allerton  Station. 

All  this  constant  alertness  adds  up  to  the  efficiency  of  the  protection  of  the  citi¬ 
zens  of  the  town,  their  property  and  our  guests.

ANNUAL  REPORT  1965 
LABAN  PRATT  HOSPITAL  TRUSTEES 

The  major  duty  and  obligation  of  the  Laban  Pratt  Hospital  Corporation  ended  in 
1965  when  by  Order  of  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  the  Trust  Fund  of  $1,006,100.31  was 
turned  over  to  the  Trustees  of  the  South  Shore  Hospital  on  Tuesday,  December  28, 
1965,  by  Treasurer  R.  Chester  Lopaus. 

Construction  of  the  Laban  Pratt  Memorial  Wing  at  the  South  Shore  Hospital  will 
start  early  in  1966,  and  completion  anticipated  for  1968. 

Final  action  on  the  Memorial  Wing  came  as  a  result  of  the  Final  Decree  entered 
by  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  on  September  9,  1963,  said  Decree  providing,  in  Para¬ 
graph  6  thereof,  that  the  petitioner  "is  authorized,  empowered  and  directed  to  trans¬ 
fer  and  deliver  the  Pratt  Fund  to  the  South  Shore  Hospital  to  be  held  and  used  by  it, 
in  trust,  in  accordance  with  and  subject  to  certain  terms  and  conditions  set  forth, 
including  the  following: 

"  (A)  That  the  Pratt  Fund  shall  be  used  to  construct  an  addition  to  the 
present  South  Shore  Hospital,  such  additional  structure  or  struc¬ 
tures  to  contain  facilities  for  not  less  than  forty  (40)  beds." 

"  (C)  That  if  the  Pratt  Fund  is  insufficient  to  cover  the  cost  of  such  ad¬ 
ditional  structure  or  structures,  the  South  Shore  Hospital  shall  take 
all  measures  necessary  and  appropriate  to  raise  by  public  sub- 
cription,  federal  aid,  or  otherwise,  any  funds  necessary  to  complete 
the  Laban  Pratt  Memorial  Wing.  Such  additional  financing  shall  be 
accomplished  within  a  period  of  three  years  from  the  entry  of  this 
Decree,  unless  such  time  is  extended  by  further  order  of  this 
Court." 

"  (D)  That  the  "Trustees  of  Laban  Pratt  Hospital  shall  not  transfer  or  de¬ 
liver  the  Pratt  Fund  to  the  South  Shore  Hospital  until  the  Trustees 
of  the  South  Shore  Hospital  have  raised  the  additional  finances 
necessary  to  construct  and  complete  the  Laban  Pratt  Memorial 
Wing." 

At  a  Public  Meeting  held  on  March  31,  1965,  attended  by  Laban  Pratt  Trustees, 
Chairman  George  E.  Lane,  Roy  F.  Kendall,  Laughton  B.  Dasha,  Eleanor  C.  Jack, 
Harriet  S.  Berry,  Elizabeth  M.  Pruden,  Roland  T.  Seabury,  Olive  Sylvester,  William 
F.  Donoghue,  Francis  A.  Farr,  R.  Chester  Lopaus,  Warren  Roulston  and  Town 
Counsel  Robert  H.  Gaughen,  Shirley  Peterson,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
the  South  Shore  Hospital,  presented  financial  plans  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the 
Final  Decree  of  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court. 

Following  a  long  and  full  discussion  of  legal,  financial  and  other  matters  per¬ 
taining  to  the  Laban  Pratt  Hospital  Fund,  a  resolution  by  Clerk  Francis  A.  Farr  and 
seconded  by  Treasurer  R.  Chester  Lopaus  was  presented: 
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"Whereas  the  Trustees  of  the  South  Shore  Hospital  have  this  day  advised 
the  Laban  Pratt  Hospital  Corporation  that  they  have  raised  the  additional 
finances  necessary  to  construct  and  complete  the  Laban  Pratt  Memorial 
Wing  as  required  by  Stipulation  D  in  the  Final  Decree  of  the  Supreme 
Judicial  Court,  Docket  No.  68972  in  equity:  and 

Whereas  the  said  Trustees  have  further  informed  the  Laban  Pratt  Hos¬ 
pital  Corporation  that  they  are  ready,  willing  and  able  to  construct  a 
not  less  than  40-bed  addition  to  the  South  Shore  Hospital  as  set  forth  in 
Stipulation  A  of  said  Decree: 

Now  I,  therefore,  move  that  the  Laban  Pratt  Corporation  file  the  appro¬ 
priate  petition  or  motion  in  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  or  other  Court  of 
competent  jurisdiction  seeking  a  Judicial  Order  or  Decree  that  the 
Trustees  of  the  South  Shore  Hospital  have  raised  the  additional  financing 
necessary  to  construct  and  complete  the  Laban  Pratt  Memorial  Wing  and 
that  the  Laban  Pratt  Hospital  Corporation  may  forthwith  transfer  and  de¬ 
liver  the  Laban  Pratt  Fund  as  provided  under  Page  6  of  said  Decree:" 

The  resolution  was  passed  by  unanimous  vote. 

The  Laban  Pratt  Hospital  Trustees  held  a  Public  Meeting  on  September  8 ,  1965 , 
at  which  time  Town  Counsel  Robert  H.  Gaughen  submitted  a  report  and  proposed 
resolution  resulting  from  the  action  taken  at  the  March  31,  1965  meeting  of  the 
Trustees.  Attorney  Gaughen  submitted  to  the  Laban  Pratt  Trustees  certified  copies 
of  the  Supplemental  Decree  supplementing  Final  Decree  entered  by  Mr.  Justice  John  V. 
Spaulding  of  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  on  August  12,  1965,  a  copy  of  which  is  at¬ 
tached  to  this  report. 

To  carry  out  the  order  of  this  Supplemental  Decree ,  the  following  resolution  was 
moved  by  Treasurer  R.  Chester  Lopaus  and  seconded  by  Clerk  Francis  A.  Farr: 

WHEREAS  the  Trustees  of  the  South  Shore  Hospital  have  advised  the  Laban 
Pratt  Hospital  Corporation  that  they  have  raised  the  additional  finances 
necessary  to  construct  and  complete  the  Laban  Pratt  Memorial  Wing  as 
required  by  Stipulation  D  in  the  Final  Decree  of  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court, 
Docket  No.  68972  in  Equity:  and 

WHEREAS  the  Laban  Pratt  Hospital  Corporation  has  successfully  sought  and 
obtained  a  decree  of  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court,  Docket  No.  69214,  that  the 
Trustees  of  the  South  Shore  Hospital  have  raised  the  additional  financing 
necessary  to  construct  and  complete  the  Laban  Pratt  Memorial  Wing:  and 

WHEREAS  said  Decree  of  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court,  Docket  No.  69214, 

Ordered,  Adjudged  and  Decreed  that  the  Laban  Pratt  Hospital  Corporation 
shall  pay  over ,  transfer  and  deliver  to  the  South  Shore  Hospital  upon  the 
execution  of  a  contract  by  the  South  Shore  Hospital  providing  for  the  con¬ 
struction  of  the  Laban  Pratt  Memorial  Wing  and  required  improvements  all 
as  set  forth  in  Petition  and  Final  Decree  in  Docket  69214,  Supreme  Judicial 
Court; 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  I  move  that  the  Treasurer  of  the  Laban  Pratt  Hospital 
Corporation,  R.  Chester  Lopaus,  be  hereby  authorized,  empowered  and 
directed  to  pay  over,  transfer  and  deliver  to  the  Trustees  of  the  South  Shore 
Hospital  the  Laban  Pratt  Fund  in  toto ,  including  the  trust  corpus  and  all 
accretions  thereto,  in  the  amount  of  $991,471.90,  plus  accrued  interest,  said 
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payment,  transfer  and  delivery  to  be  in  accordance  with  the  Final  Decree  of 
the  Supreme  Judicial  Court,  in  Case  No.  68972,  Eq.,  and  Supplemental  Decree 
Supplementing  Final  Decree  in  Case  No.  69214;  said  transfer  of  funds  to  take 
place  on  and  after  the  execution  of  the  above  said  contract  by  the  Trustees  of 
the  South  Shore  Hospital  and  not  before. 


The  resolution  was  unanimously  approved  at  7:30  P.M.  on  September  8,  1965  and 
signed  by  the  following  Laban  Pratt  Hospital  Trustees  in  attendance:

On  December  27,  1965  the  Laban  Pratt  Hospital  Trustees  held  a  joint  meeting  with 
the  South  Shore  Hospital  Trustees  at  the  Hospital  Cafeteria.

and  facilities  in  the  years  ahead."  Mr.  Lane  also  stated  "that  great  credit  was  due  the 
Laban  Pratt  Trustees  for  their  judgment  and  determination  to  carry  out  the  desire  and 
intent  of  the  Late  Laban  Pratt  which  had  the  full  support  of  Town  Meetings  and  citizens 
of  Weymouth." 

Final  transfer  of  the  Funds  was  made  on  December  28,  1965  by  Treasurer  R. 
Chester  Lopaus  after  Town  Counsel  Robert  H.  Gaughen  and  Attorney  Harold  Davis, 
Counsel  for  the  South  Shore  Hospital,  had  completed  and  approved  necessary  Transfer 
Documents.

Gentlemen: 

Enclosed  is  the  annual  report  of  the  Department  of  Public  Welfare. 

Again  I  call  your  attention  to  the  lack  of  help  needed  to  run  this  department  ef¬ 
ficiently.  As  of  today,  one  of  my  experienced  social  workers  has  informed  me  that  he 
also  is  leaving  the  department  to  accept  a  directorship  in  another  community.  Thus, 
in  a  period  of  less  than  two  years,  this  department  has  lost  the  skills  of  five  profes¬ 
sional  workers.  You  must  appreciate  the  fact  that  it  is  difficult  enough  with  skilled 
help  for  this  department  to  function  properly,  but  with  new,  inexperienced  help  it  is, 
almost,  an  insurmountable  barrier. 

This  coming  year  we  will  be  facing  many  problems.  We  feel  certain  the  laws  will 
be  changed  in  all  categories  of  relief. 

None  of  these  changes  are,  as  yet,  laws,  but  with  Medicare  becoming  workable  in 
July,  we  have  had  no  information,  as  of  this  date,  as  to  what  this  department's  func¬ 
tions  will  be  in  carrying  out  the  law,  nor  do  we  know,  at  this  time,  its  effects  on  our 
budget. 

There  is  no  doubt  in  my  mind  that  many  changes  will  be  affected  on  the  AFDC 
program  which  will  make  the  forced  supporting  of  deserting  fathers  more  difficult  to 
locate. 

As  you  know,  we  collect  from  these  same  parents  approximately  $35,000  per  year. 
This  has  been  done  over  the  course  of  many  years. 

The  Old  Age  Program  will  probably  see  a  great  change  in  many  of  its  aspects, 
and  thus  it  will  increase  in  costs. 

The  overall  picture,  in  my  mind,  as  I  explained  to  you  at  our  last  meeting  when 
I  presented  the  budget  to  you,  is  an  increase  in  expenditures  due  to  increases  in  costs 
of  hospitalization,  convalescent  homes,  medical  treatment,  and  medicines. 

May  I  again  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  my  staff  for  their  continued  cooperation. 

Attached  please  find  a  copy  of  the  activities  of  this  department  for  the  year  of 
1965.

Gentlemen: 

I  wish  to  submit  to  your  Board  our  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending  December 
31, 1965. 

Our  department  has  been  continuously  busy  during  the  year  handling  the  many 
problems  associated  with  our  veterans  and  their  families.  We  are  pleased  to  report 
that  the  increase  in  the  number  of  employees  at  the  General  Dynamics  has  helped  the 
unemployment  situation  substantially  in  this  area,  and  we  have  had  very  few  veterans 
out  of  work  due  to  lack  of  work.  The  cases  we  have  had  of  unemployed  veterans  have 
been  brought  about  by  illness  or  accidents. 

Our  expenditures  for  1965  were  somewhat  higher  than  they  were  during  the 
previous  year.  We  spent  approximately  $192,000.00  for  Veterans’  Benefits  during 
the  year,  but  there  will  be  a  fifty  percent  reimbursement  by  the  State  on  this  amount. 
The  increase  in  our  expenditures  was  brought  about  principally  by  the  increase  in 
hospital  rates  and  nursing  home  rates.  The  increases  in  nursing  home  rates  were 
retroactive  to  January  1,  1965  and  this  meant  a  substantial  amount  of  money  for  this 
one  expense  for  the  year.  Also  we  had  several  very  large  hospital  bills  which,  of 
course,  were  not  anticipated.  We  also  had  two  budget  increases  during  the  year— 
one  January  1,  1965  (approximately  a  seven  percent  increase)  and  another  increase 
November  1,  1965  of  around  three  percent  which  brought  our  expenditures  up  some¬ 
what.  Of  course,  when  the  Social  Security  increase  was  granted  this  meant  that  a 
budget  would  normally  be  reduced  by  the  new  amount ,  and  the  State  felt  it  only  fair 
to  grant  an  increase  in  order  to  offset  the  reduction  due  to  the  new  Social  Security 
figure. 

There  is  also  a  program  which  is  handled  by  the  Massachusetts  Division  of 
Employment  Security  called  the  Manpower  Development  Training  Act,  which  will 
retrain  a  veteran  or  train  him  in  some  field  for  which  he  shows  an  aptitude  and 
veteran  will,  in  most  cases,  receive  a  weekly  check  while  being  trained.  We  have 
made  several  referrals  to  this  agency  during  the  course  of  the  year,  and  in  most 
cases  this  has  proved  beneficial  to  all  concerned. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  your  Board  and  all  other  Town  Depart¬ 
ments  for  the  kind  cooperation  and  assistance  extended  to  us  during  the  year.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Citizens  of  Weymouth: 

As  Veterans'  Graves  Officer  for  the  Town  of  Weymouth,  it  has  been  a  pleasure 
to  carry  out  the  duties  of  Graves  Officer  for  the  year. 

On  Memorial  Day,  all  of  our  Veterans  were  remembered  with  a  flag  of  our  coun¬ 
try  and  a  potted  geranium.  Several  days  before  and  after  Memorial  Day  geraniums 
have  been  stolen  from  the  graves.  The  time  has  come  where  the  geraniums  should 
be  planted  a  week  or  two  before  Memorial  Day  in  a  veterans'  plot,  in  lieu  of  individual 
plants,  in  all  the  large  cemeteries,  to  eliminate  this  problem. 

In  the  Town  of  Weymouth  to  this  date  there  are  over  1,400  Veterans  recorded  at 
this  office,  plus  many  more  on  which  affidavits  have  never  been  received  from  other 
towns. 

Again  on  Veterans'  Day  fresh  flags  were  placed  on  our  Veterans'  graves  and  the 
old  flags  properly  destroyed.  Also  Veterans'  grave  markers  have  been  stolen,  and 
others  were  purchased  to  replace  those  taken. 

At  this  time,  I  would  like  to  extend  my  thanks  to  the  Superintendents  of  all  the 
cemeteries,  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  the  Highway  Depart¬ 
ment  and  the  Fire  Department  for  replacing  the  lanyard  on  one  of  the  flag  poles,  and 
the  many  individuals  who  have  been  of  great  assistance  to  me.

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WEYMOUTH  COUNCIL  FOR  THE  AGING 
FOR  THE  YEAR  1965 


The  outstanding  event  of  the  year  concerning  the  welfare  of  Weymouth’s  older 
people  was  the  completion  of  the  Housing  Project  for  the  Elderly  on  Essex  Street 
where  90  men  and  women  are  now  comfortably  living.  The  Council  endeavored  to 
cooperate  with  the  Housing  Authority  in  every  way  possible.  A  joint  meeting  was 
held  with  them  in  July  as  had  been  done  the  previous  year.  The  Council  called  a 
meeting  of  the  new  residents  at  their  Recreation  Room  to  apprise  them  of  the  edu¬ 
cational  and  entertainment  opportunities  available  at  the  adjacent  Central  Junior 
High  School  and  on  another  occasion  provided  refreshments  for  their  organizational 
meeting. 

During  Senior  Citizens'  Week  in  September  exhibits  were  held  in  the  Weymouth 
libraries  of  the  handiwork  of  older  citizens  which  showed  great  variety  and  skill. 
Previously  in  May  many  of  their  articles  were  displayed  at  the  annual  "Hobbies  in 
Retirement"  Show  at  Horticultural  Hall  in  Boston. 

The  three  Friendship  Groups  have  continued  to  provide  weekly  or  biweekly  day¬ 
time  activities  in  South,  North  and  East  Weymouth.  Two  joint  meetings  have  been 
held  when  special  speakers  were  on  the  program  but,  as  always,  transportation  has 
been  a  problem. 

Two  projects  which  the  Council  has  been  working  to  promote  are 

(a)  a  "Life-Line"  telephone  reassurance  service  to  Weymouth's  shutin,  especially 
those  who  live  alone  and 

(b)  a  regional  Home-Maker  Service  to  provide  home  health  aides  in  emergency 
situations.  This  is  now  being  considered  by  the  South  Shore  Inter-Agency 
Council  and  by  the  United  Community  Services. 

The  Council  mailed  a  letter  in  September  to  service  clubs,  women's  organizations 
and  youth  groups  of  the  Town  calling  attention  to  the  opportunities  for  rendering  com¬ 
munity  service  to  the  senior  segment  of  our  population.  It  is  hoped  that  more  and 
more  groups  will  find  appropriate  ways  to  express  their  concern  and  interest  in  the 
well  being  of  their  elders. 

Meetings  of  the  Council  have  been  held  every  month  except  August.  At  the  October 
meeting,  William  Neth,  a  Community  Coordinator  from  the  State  Commission  on  Aging, 
was  invited  to  explain  some  of  the  provisions  of  the  Older  Americans  Act  of  1965  and 
the  ways  by  which  the  State  Commission  can  be  of  help. 

It  was  with  deep  regret  that  the  Council  received  the  resignation  of  one  of  its 
original  members,  Miss  Ruth  M.  Pope,  due  to  the  conflict  of  interest  clause. 

Mrs.  Carl  H.  Peterson  was  appointed  as  her  successor.

Gentlemen: 

We  herewith  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Weymouth  Historical  Commission 
for  the  year  1965. 

In  1965  the  Board  of  Selectmen  appointed  Mrs.  Eleanor  T.  Cooney  and  Mrs. 

Flora  H.  McGrath  to  the  Commission. 

During  the  year  the  Commission  with  the  assistance  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works, 
placed  five  signs  marking  the  historic  site  of  (1)  area  of  the  first  settlement  of  Wessa- 
gusset  in  North  Weymouth,  (2)  Burying  Hill  or  the  Old  North  Cemetery,  (3)  The 
Arnold  Tavern  in  Weymouth  Landing,  (4)  The  Rice  Tavern  in  East  Weymouth  and  (5) 
The  Second  Parish  Meeting  House  in  So.  Weymouth.  It  is  planned  to  complete  the 
historic  site  marker  program  in  1966  with  the  placement  of  five  additional  markers. 

The  survey  of  old  Weymouth  houses  continued  during  the  year.  This  is  a  long- 
range  program  requiring  detailed  and  painstaking  research. 

Since  last  October  the  Commission  has  been  engaged  in  protecting,  preserving 
and  establishing  the  age  of  the  Indian  dugout  canoe  that  was  discovered  in  Great 
Pond  by  a  group  of  Weymouth  boys.  In  order  to  determine  the  age  of  the  canoe,  its 
origin  and  the  proper  method  of  preservation,  the  Commission  sought  the  aid  of  the 
Peabody  Museum  at  Harvard,  Dr.  James  Deetz, Associate  Professor  of  Anthropology 
at  Harvard  and  directly  in  charge  of  the  Plimoth  Plantation  restoration  in  Plymouth 
and  Mr.  William  A.  Baker,  designer  of  the  Mayflower  H.  On  the  recommendation 
of  Dr.  Deetz  and  through  the  cooperation  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Appropri¬ 
ation  Committee,  a  Carbon  14  test  was  made  to  determine  the  age  of  the  canoe. 
According  to  the  test  report,  the  canoe  dates  back  to  the  early  16th  century,  which 
indeed  makes  this  a  rare  and  significant  archeological  discovery. 

To  prevent  checking,  the  canoe  must  be  kept  wet  at  all  times.  A  water  storage 
tank  was  designed  and  through  the  cooperation  of  the  Vocational  School,  the  tank  was 
built.  In  addition  to  storing  the  canoe,  the  tank  wiU  serve  as  the  preservative  vat. 

A  technique  is  being  worked  out  for  the  chemical  preservation  of  the  canoe  and  the 
Peabody  Museum  and  private  authorities  in  this  field  are  being  consulted.  Through 
the  kind  assistance  of  Mrs.  Eleanor  T.  Cooney,  Town  Librarian  and  the  Trustees  of 
the  Tufts  Library,  storage  space  was  made  available  for  the  canoe  in  the  basement 
of  the  new  Library. 

The  Commission  greatly  appreciates  the  help  and  assistance  that  it  received 
during  the  year  from  many  Town  officials  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  In  addition, 
the  Commission  is  indebted  to  the  following  citizens  who  generously  devoted  many 
hours  in  the  work  of  protecting  and  preserving  the  dugout  canoe;  Mrs.  Charles  E. 
Adams,  Jr.,  Mr.  Thomas  Stenhouse,  Mr.  James  Linney  and  Mr.  Edward  O'Rourke. 
Special  recognition  is  extended  to  the  young  boys  who  originally  discovered  the 
canoe.  They  are:  Paul  Garvey,  13;  Jeffrey  Campbell,  10;  Donald  Campbell,  13; 

Daniel  Doyle,  10;  and  Richard  MacDonald,  13.

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REPORT  OF  THE  WEYMOUTH  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Citizens  of  Weymouth: 

The  Weymouth  School  Committee  herewith  submits  its  Annual  Report  for  1965. 

1965  was  the  planned  economy  year  for  the  Weymouth  School  Committee.  1965 
was  the  year  when  we  were  to  make  an  evaluation  of  the  salary  escalation  and  to  as¬ 
certain  the  feeling  of  the  surrounding  communities  as  to  the  ever-increasing  school 
budget.  We  have  had  opportunity  to  review  our  actions  and  there  is  a  great  deal  of 
evidence  that  another  such  year  would  have  placed  us  in  an  extremely  unenviable  posi¬ 
tion  as  related  to  either  hiring  new  teachers  or  keeping  our  best  ones.  1965  was  the 
year  that  the  high  school  suit  was  settled  and  1965  was  the  year  that  our  esteemed 
Superintendent  of  Schools  announced  his  retirement  plans.  1965  was  when  we  lost 
Walter  Gutterson  -  our  Guidance  Director  -  through  death  and  our  Assistant  Super¬ 
intendent  of  Schools  Joseph  Killory  through  a  job  change.  These  issues  pose  a  ter¬ 
rific  challenge  for  the  Committee.  We  have  appointed  Virginia  Nye,  the  Assistant 
Director  of  Guidance,  to  fill  Walter  Gutterson's  job  and  have  worked  through  Harvard 
University  and  Boston  University  Schools  of  Education  to  try  to  fill  Joseph  Killory's 
job  and  up  to  now  we  have  had  no  success.  We  have  engaged  the  services  of  Dr. 

Herold  C.  Hunt  of  Harvard  University  to  act  as  a  consultant  to  screen  applicants  for 
Mr.  Mapes’  position.  We  hope  to  have  some  success  in  filling  these  jobs  early  in 
1966. 

In  1965  the  School  Committee  was  also  faced  with  replacing  our  Vocational  School 
Director,  Ray  Parker.  We  responded  by  appointing  John  Collins,  who  will,  we  feel, 
carry  on  in  the  traditions  of  the  best  Vocational  School  in  the  State. 

The  School  Budget  for  1965  was  $5,315,340;  $273,269  more  than  1964.  Our  Sum¬ 
mer  School  was  again  a  resounding  success,  as  were  also  our  in-service  programs. 
Our  school  facilities  are  now  being  used  by  Northeastern  University  to  the  extent 
that  47  rooms  are  being  used  for  four  nights  weekly.  This  usage  permits  residents  to 
take  college  courses  without  driving  to  Boston.  Our  own  Evening  School  has  826  stu¬ 
dents  and  20  courses  are  being  offered. 

We  of  the  Weymouth  School  Committee  have  been  challenged  this  year  with  many 
decisions  and  several  important  personnel  elections  yet  to  come.  It  is  our  sincere 
belief  that  with  God’s  help  we  will  make  appointments  in  the  best  interests  of  the 
children,  the  people  and  the  present  school  personnel.

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I  respectfully  submit  my  twenty -first  report  as  Superintendent  of  Schools,  the 
eightieth  report  since  the  office  was  established. 

Experts  from  the  reports  of  directors,  supervisors  and  special  teachers  follow: 

1:  ART 

Every  child  has  the  potential  for  creativity  in  the  visual  arts.  To  depict  ideas  and 
impressions  through  visual  means  is  as  natural,  for  the  child,  as  eating,  sleeping  and 
playing.  Art  becomes,  for  the  child,  a  means  of  communicating  his  ideas,  sensations 
and  reactions  to  himself  and  to  his  world. 

Today,  art,  in  a  child's  education,  assumes  greater  importance,  for  it  promotes 
creative  growth  and  encourages  the  development  of  a  sense  of  personal  worth.  This  is 
so  necessary  in  our  present  day  of  tensions,  our  mechanized  society  and  our  greater 
emphasis  on  specialization,  that  often  the  individual  tends  to  lose  his  personal  identity. 
Art  helps  to  counteract  this  through  its  stress,  among  other  things,  on  the  uniqueness 
of  the  individual. 

Through  art,  a  student  becomes  more  aware  of  and  sensitive  to  the  beauty  of  na¬ 
ture.  He  is  better  able  to  appreciate  and  evaluate  fine  arts,  crafts  and  architecture. 

He  becomes  a  more  discerning  buyer  of  man-made  products  by  demanding  function 
and  beauty.  He  develops  an  understanding  and  appreciation  of  his  art  heritage. 

Through  working  with  and  exploring  various  art  mediums,  he  becomes  a  more  cre¬ 
ative  person.  He  experiences  an  inner  joy,  a  sense  of  accomplishment  and  pride  in 
craftsmanship. 

Through  art,  other  areas  of  learning  take  on  new  and  deeper  meanings  since  art 
is  so  easily  integrated  and  correlated  with  other  subjects.  Through  art,  the  student 
may  find  a  rewarding  way  of  life,  and  so  art  becomes  a  vocation.  He  may  find  art  a 
worthwhile  avocation  for  the  better  and  more  meaningful  use  of  leisure  time. 

Some  highlights  of  the  past  year  follow: 

For  the  second  year,  a  three-day  art  workshop  was  held  for  elementary  teachers. 
The  workshop  was  held  at  Central  Junior  High  School  in  March  for  five  hours  each 
afternoon  and  evening.  That  this  was  held  after  school  hours  and  after  a  full  day  of 
teaching  speaks  well  for  our  elementary  teachers.  They  found  the  workshop  to  be 
very  rewarding,  in  that,  what  they  "learned  by  doing"  was  put  to  practice  in  their 
classrooms. 

The  Scholastic  Art  Awards  regional  exhibition  in  February  brought  many  honors 
to  our  junior  high  and  senior  high  students.  Thirty-one  students  from  the  high  school 
won  awards.  One  senior  student  had  his  gold  key,  blue  ribbon  award  winning  wall  panel 
photographed  in  color  in  a  Boston  newspaper.  A  more  detailed  coverage  of  the  Art 
Awards  appeared  in  the  spring  issue  of  the  "School  Voice." 

In  June,  at  the  Senior  Awards  Assembly,  Edward  Driscoll  and  Robin  Hammer  won 
the  Evelyn  Silvester  Art  Award.  The  award,  in  the  form  of  an  unusually  fine  history 
of  art  book,  is  given  to  a  senior  who  shows  great  ability  in  art  and  has  contributed  of 
his  artistic  talents  to  many  school  activities. 

For  the  opening  of  the  new  children's  room  at  the  Fogg  Library  in  September, 
our  elementary  art  supervisors  arranged  a  stunning  exhibition  of  elementary  school 
art.  The  exhibition  was  well  attended  and  received  by  the  public.  In  fact,  many  per¬ 
sons  expressed  a  desire  to  be  back  in  school  when  they  saw  the  variety  of  art  experi¬ 
ences  open  to  our  elementary  school  children. 

The  fall  credit  art  course,  Advanced  Art  I  and  II,  in  high  school  has  steadily 
grown  in  enrollment  over  the  past  three  years.  This  year  fifty  juniors  and  seniors 
are  in  the  course.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  close  to  sixty  per  cent  of  the 
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students  are  listed  as  academically  talented,  and  over  eighty  per  cent  have  I.Q.s  of 
110  or  better.  The  combination  of  intellect  and  high  creative  ability  has  made  for 
unusually  fine  art  classes. 

New  research  in  creativity  and  the  creative  child  has  prompted  the  art  staff  to 
revise  its  courses  of  study.  For  a  year  and  a  half,  the  art  director  and  the  junior  high 
art  teachers  have  been  working  on  a  new  art  guide  for  the  junior  high  level.  This  has 
represented  a  great  deal  of  time,  thought  and  effort.  The  new  guide  will  go  into  effect 
in  September  1966. 

The  elementary  art  supervisors  are  in  the  process  of  revising  the  art  guide  for 
the  grades.  We  plan  that  this  will  be  completed  for  September  1966  and  be  available 
for  every  elementary  school  so  that  each  grade  teacher  will  be  better  able  to  help 
carry  out  the  art  program  of  the  supervisors. 

In  September,  two  new  teachers  joined  the  art  staff.  Mr.  Timothy  McSweeney 
replaced  Mr.  P.  Edward  Dolan  at  South  Junior  High  School.  Mr.  Donald  Larkin 
replaced  Mr.  Brian  Doherty  at  the  High  School  Annex. 

The  art  staff  is  honored  to  be  the  hosts  for  the  May  1966  meeting  of  the 
Massachusetts  Art  Education  Assocation.  It  is  to  be  held  at  the  new  high  school. 

Art  educators  from  all  over  the  state  will  be  visiting  our  modern  school  plant  and 
our  art  department.  The  staff  has  planned  an  art  exhibition  from  all  levels,  a 
special  crafts  exhibition  from  the  high  school  and  an  exhibition  of  drawings,  paintings 
and  crafts  by  individual  members  of  the  staff. 

2.  MUSIC 

Music  is  the  natural  heritage  of  every  child  regardless  of  his  talent  for  it  and 
it  is  the  responsibility  of  the  schools  to  offer  opportunities  for  every  child  to  parti¬ 
cipate  in  many  phases  of  musical  activities.  The  function  of  the  music  program  in 
the  schools  is  to  provide  musical  experiences  for  all  children  so  that  they  may, 
through  active  participation,  feel  the  joy  and  satisfaction  of  music.  The  learning 
situation  which  brings  about  this  satisfaction  and  joy  should  constantly  challenge 
the  student  to  improve  his  skills  in  order  to  expand  his  experience  and  improve 
his  understanding.  Music  is  not  only  a  vital  force  in  modern  education  but  is  also  one 
of  the  most  potent  factors  in  modern  life.  At  the  elementary  level  it  is  important 
that  each  child  find  and  use  his  singing  voice  and  begin  to  be  aware  of  pitch, rhythm 
and  the  beauty  of  sound. 

The  new  music  book  series  now  provided  in  every  classroom  offers  an 
adequate  opportunity,  with  the  proper  guidance  by  classroom  teachers  and 
music  supervisors,  for  the  sequential  development  of  these  basic  musical 
skills.  Supplementary  recordings  and  teacher  guides  have  been  a  great  asset  to 
many  classroom  teachers  and  increased  the  effectiveness  of  their  efforts  in 
this  area. 

Each  of  the  elementary  supervisors  attended  conferences  and  workshops  during 
the  year  where  new  ideas  and  varying  approaches  to  the  teaching  of  elementary 
music  were  presented  and  discussed. 

In  the  junior  high  schools  the  general  music  class  offers  more  specialized 
opportunities  for  refining  the  musical  skills  which  were  developed  at  the  elemen¬ 
tary  level.  The  listening  program  is  expanded,  thus  providing  the  opportunity  to 
learn  more  about  music  and  musicians. 
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The  opportunity  for  instrumental  study  is  provided  to  all  students  beginning  in 
grade  four  and  the  number  of  students  initiating  their  study  of  band  and  orchestral  in¬ 
struments  through  our  music  program  continues  to  increase.  Instrumental  ensembles 
of  varying  sizes  have  been  established  in  most  elementary  schools.  The  All  Town 
Orchestra  and  All  Star  Band  provide  an  excellent  motivation  for  the  young  student 
and  once  again  these  groups  suprised  many  people  with  their  performance  at  the 
Annual  Spring  Festival. 

The  Solo  and  Ensemble  Festival  attracted  over  three  hundred  young  musicians. 
This  reflects  a  growth  from  the  sixty-five  or  so  who  participated  seven  years 
ago  when  this  event  was  initiated. 

The  well  established  vocal  and  instrumental  programs  at  Central  and  South 
Junior  High  Schools  provided  excellent  opportunities  for  performance  at  assemblies, 
parades,  concerts,  talent  shows  and  dances.  The  provision  of  a  more  adequate  re¬ 
hearsal  and  storage  facility  at  Bicknell  Junior  High  School  has  relieved  a  difficult 
situation  and  has  made  possible  better  scheduling  and  instruction.  The  vocal  program 
at  East  Junior  High  School  is  developing  very  well  and  several  excellent  productions 
have  resulted.  The  instrumental  opportunity  at  East  Junior  High  School  is  minimal 
due  to  the  double  scheduling  and  very  limited  availability  of  instructors  caused  by 
the  necessity  to  schedule  sophomore  musical  groups  at  the  same  time  and  place. 

The  four  junior  high  bands  once  again  joined  with  the  high  school  band  to 
provide  the  music  at  the  annual  Veterans'  Day  and  Memorial  Day  ceremonies 
following  the  parades.  In  addition,  for  the  second  year,  these  groups  were 
guests  of  the  athletic  department  in  providing  the  half-time  entertainment  at  a 
high  school  football  game. 

The  vocal  and  instrumental  program  at  the  high  school  was  expanded  this  fall 
through  a  schedule  change  in  an  effort  to  give  impetus  to  the  orchestral  program 
by  providing  for  daily  rehearsals.  In  addition  to  the  well  established  schedule  of 
activities  and  appearances  by  the  high  school  musical  organizations,  two  unique 
events  took  place  at  the  high  school  this  year.  The  first  was  the  Seventh  Annual 
Southeast  District  Concert  featuring  selected  students  from  nearly  sixty  commun¬ 
ities  who  formed  an  outstanding  chorus  of  250  voices,  full  symphony  orchestra, 
and  symphonic  band.  Despite  the  inconvenience  of  a  major  snow  storm  and  the 
problems  relating  to  it,  the  results  were  highly  successful  and  extremely 
gratifying  to  the  hundreds  of  students  and  supervisors  who  were  our  guests. 

The  second  was  a  visit  to  our  community  by  the  Portsmouth  High  School  Chorus 
and  Concert  Band.  This  exciting  and  stimulating  event  was  the  first  of  two  exchange 
concerts  arranged  between  the  two  music  departments.  The  educational  value  of 
these  concerts  was  made  evident  by  the  manner  in  which  the  students  performed 
on  the  succeeding  week  when  they  journeyed  to  Portsmouth.  We  wish  to  thank  the 
many  parents  and  friends  who  opened  their  homes  on  these  two  occasions  to 
accommodate  these  outstanding  young  musicians. 

The  musical  production  "Bye  Bye  Birdie"  was  presented  in  late  October.  The 
success  of  this  presentation  was  the  result  of  the  combined  efforts  of  the  Drama, 

Art  and  Music  Departments  under  the  sponsorship  of  the  Student  Council  and 
with  the  assistance  of  the  Vocational  Technical  High  School. 

Two  high  school  students  represented  Weymouth  notably  at  the  All  Eastern 
States  Concert  in  Buffalo,  New  York,  under  the  sponsorship  of  the  Music  Educators' 
National  Conference.  Priscilla  Hodges  was  concert  mistress  in  the  orchestra 
and  Philip  Simon  was  principal  tuba  also  in  the  orchestra.  Many  of  our  students 
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qualified  by  individual  competitive  audition  for  one  or  more  of  the  very  selective 
area  wide  festivals  and  concerts.  These  special  events  and  the  number  of  students 
participating  were:

The  presentation  of  the  National  Choral  Award  to  the  outstanding  senior  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  chorus  was  initiated  at  the  Annual  Spring  Concert,  and  was  awarded  to 
Carol  Shippee.  Co-Winners  of  the  John  Philip  Sousa  Band  Award  for  1965  were 
Philip  Simon  and  Stephen  Massey.  The  Weymouth  High  School  Parents'  Associa¬ 
tion,  through  their  efforts  and  in  the  interest  of  our  music  program,  presented 
scholorships  to  five  seniors  who  are  now  attending  college  in  pursuit  of  musical 
careers.  They  are  Marian  Frederick,  Carol  Shippee,  Priscilla  Hodges,  Stephen 
Massey  and  Philip  Simon. 

3.  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION  AND  ATHLETICS 

The  physical  education  program  in  all  the  Weymouth  Schools  in  the  past  year 
has  continued  to  advance  towards  the  goals  set  up  by  the  President's  Council  on 
Physical  Fitness  in  1961.  The  greater  use  of  physical  achievement  tests  and 
the  placing  of  more  emphasis  on  vigorous  activity  and  improved  teaching  through 
attendance  at  clinics,  professional  exchange  of  ideas  and  enrollment  for  graduate 
degrees  in  Health  Instruction,  Physical  Education  and  Recreation,  plus  more  in¬ 
tensive  programming  has  contributed  to  this  advancement.  All  physical  education 
teachers  in  Weymouth  who  do  not  already  have  graduate  degrees  in  physical 
education  are  enrolled  in  graduate  school  at  present  for  this  purpose. 

In  boys'  physical  education  at  the  Senior  High  School  those  selected  for  re¬ 
medial  work,  after  testing  for  strength  or  by  observation,  are  assigned  to  remedial 
classes  and  are  given  letters  to  their  parents  expressing  the  need  for  remedial 
work  due  to  lack  of  strength  or  because  of  obesity,  poor  posture,  etc.  The  response 
has  been  very  gratifying  and  parents  have  expressed  interest  and  requested  prog¬ 
ress  reports  on  their  boys.  Other  than  the  increased  emphasis  on  remedial  work 
for  boys  at  the  high  school  level,  the  boys'  program  has  continued  at  the  same 
pace  set  in  the  past  with  emphasis  on  vigorous  activity. 

As  a  basis  for  programming  in  the  High  School,  all  girls  were  given  a  fitness 
test  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  Those  unable  to  attain  minimum  standards  were 
required  to  take  remedial  work. 

In  the  elementary  grades,  tests  are  given  to  check  on  the  physical  fitness  of  each 
child,  and  also  as  a  basis  for  program  planning.  It  is  gratifying  that  in  the  past  five 
or  six  years  there  has  been  a  steady  improvement  in  the  fitness  of  the  pupils.  Even 
the  first  graders  have  more  muscular  strength,  indicating  that  parents  are  becoming 
more  cognizant  of  the  fact  that  their  children  need  more  physical  activity.  Lack  of 
arm  strength  is  our  biggest  problem  now.  We  are  hoping  to  have  climbing  ropes 
and  chinning  bats  in  all  schools  very  shortly,  so  we  should  be  better  able  to  cope  with 
the  situation.  To  augment  our  regular  program,  most  elementary  schools  now  have  a 
five-  to  ten-minute  exercise  period  daily  in  the  classroom. 
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In  spite  of  the  emphasis  on  physical  fitness,  we  have  not  lost  sight  of  the  fact  that 
physical  education  also  includes  the  teaching  of  skills  that  will  enable  an  individual  to 
participate  in  and  enjoy  sports  throughout  his  active  life.  Our  aim  is  a  well-balanced 
program  of  activities. 

So  that  parents  will  have  a  better  understanding  of  what  we  are  doing  in  our 
physical  education  classes,  many  of  our  elementary  and  junior  high  schools  are 
putting  on  a  yearly  demonstration  for  the  Parent -Teachers  Association. 

4.  GUIDANCE 

As  this  annual  report  is  submitted,  we,  in  the  Guidance  Department,  feel  a  very 
keen  loss,  in  the  death  of  Walter  Gutterson,  Director  of  Guidance  in  Weymouth  for 
twenty -two  years.  To  all  of  us  who  had  the  privilege  of  working  with  him,  he  was  a 
sincere  friend,  a  man  of  high  ideals,  a  willing  listener,  a  man  who  lived  for  others, 
never  for  himself. 

His  daily  philosophy  is  so  ably  expressed  in  the  following  poem  by  Jessie 
Carpenter:

WITHOUT  THESE  THINGS 

I  should  not  like  the  day  to  end 
Without  some  kind  words  with  a  friend; 

Without  a  smile,  without  a  song — 

Without  these  things  life  would  seem  wrong. 

I  would  not  like  the  day  to  close 
Without  a  prayer  before  repose; 

Without  a  thought  for  those  in  pain — 

Without  these  things  life  would  be  vain. 

I  would  not  like  the  day  to  fall 
Unless  I'd  answered  someone's  call, 

Unless  I'd  banished  someone's  fear, 

Unless  I'd  done  my  best  to  cheer. 

I  shall  not  pass  again  this  way; 

What  I  must  do,  I'll  do  today! 

Guidance  and  counseling  services  attempt  to  assist  individuals  in  the  following 
broad  areas:  learning  difficulties,  personality  problems,  educational  and  vocational 
planning,  and  decision-making. 

These  services  are  brought  about  through  a  planned  program  which  includes 
an  inventory  of  each  student,  test  score,  interest  summaries,  aptitude  profiles, 
appropriate  information  on  educational  and  vocational  resources,  rooms  for 
counseling,  provisions  for  educational  and  occupational  placement  and  follow-up 
statistics  on  graduates. 

During  the  year  1964-1965,  mental  ability  tests  were  administered  in  Grades  8 
and  10.  (This  complies  with  the  National  Defense  Education  Act's  State  Plan  which 
provides  for  reimbursement  for  this  program).  The  Differential  Aptitude  Test 
Battery  and  the  Kuder  Interest  Tests  were  administered  in  Grade  9.  In  October, 
the  Preliminary  Scholastic  Aptitude  Tests  were  administered  to  juniors.  This  test 
gave  the  juniors,  for  the  first  time,  an  opportunity  to  become  acquainted  with  a  na¬ 
tionwide  college  test  and  to  compare  their  own  results  with  nationwide  norms. 
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The  College  Board  Tests:  namely,  Scholastic  Aptitude  and  Achievement  Tests, 
are  given  in  December,  January,  March,  May  and  July.  The  National  Merit  Scholar¬ 
ship  Qualifying  Test  is  administered  in  March  to  juniors  who  are  seeking  four- 
year  scholarships.  The  Advanced  Placement  Test  in  mathematics  for  seniors  was 
given  in  May  1965,  and  a  Language  Listening  Test  was  given  in  February  1965.  The 
last  two  tests  mentioned  provide  seniors  who  obtain  high  scores,  the  opportunity  to 
enter  advanced  classes  in  college. 

This  year,  1964-1965,  completed  the  second  year  that  Weymouth  High  School  was 
a  voting  member  in  the  College  Board  organization.  Membership  carries  with  it 
the  privileges  of  attending  College  Board  meetings  and  participating  in  policy 
debates  and  research  activities. 

In  addition  to  administering  tests,  it  is  also  necessary  for  the  guidance  per¬ 
sonnel  to  collect  occupational  monographs,  catalogues  from  all  types  of  educa¬ 
tional  institutions,  government  bulletins  on  state  and  federal  legislation  dealing 
with  educational  and  training  opportunities  and  scholarship  programs,  government 
reports  on  employment  statistics,  reports  of  referral  agencies,  and  the  College 
Board  manuals  of  entering  freshmen  class  profiles  of  all  member  colleges.  Also 
the  Guidance  Department  subscribed  to  eleven  news  services  relating  to  occupa¬ 
tions,  job  trends,  college  admission  and  other  educational  information.  This 
information,  along  with  the  information  from  test  scores  was  of  great  assistance 
in  carrying  on  the  most  important  part  of  the  guidance  program,  namely,  counseling. 

Group  work  and  individual  counseling  was  done  at  the  junior  high  level.  Indi¬ 
vidual  counseling  was  carried  on  in  the  high  school  and  the  following  statistics  may 


be  of  interest:

In  cooperation  with  Northeastern  University,  occupational  conferences  were 
arranged  for  Grades  10,  11  and  12  in  the  fields  of  business,  industry  and  education. 

At  the  ninth  grade  level,  an  assembly  was  held  in  each  Junior  High  School  with 
a  speaker  who  emphasized  the  relationship  between  present-day  studies  and  the 
various  occupations  available  to  students  in  the  future.  In  conjunction  with  this 
assembly,  an  evening  program  took  place  to  which  parents  and  students  were 
invited.  The  aims  and  objectives  of  the  high  school  and  vocational  technical  school 
programs  of  study,  as  well  as  the  content,  were  then  explained.  This  should  have 
assisted  students  and  parents  to  make  wise  course  of  study  decisions.  To  further 
assist  parents  and  students,  counselors  were  available  during  the  months  of  January 
and  February  to  help  in  the  selection  of  courses  of  study  for  the  high  school  and  the 
vocational  technical  school. 

A  follow-up  study  for  the  Class  of  1964  is  now  being  completed  which  will  in¬ 
clude  statistics  on  employment,  education,  armed  services  and  unemployment. 

5.  SCHOOL  PSYCHOLOGIST  AND  ELEMENTARY  GUIDANCE  COUNSELOR 

Each  year  attention  seems  to  be  focused  on  the  child  presenting  unusual  and 
persistent  behavior  patterns  and  on  the  underachiever,  the  child  whose  academic 
success  is  not  in  keeping  with  his  mental  potential.  The  more  we  grow  in  our 
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understanding  of  these  problems  the  more  we  realize  how  complicated  and  frustrating 
a  learning  situation  can  be  for  some  children.  Before  we  can  adequately  deal  with 
the  behavior  and  with  the  learning  difficulties  we  must  attempt  to  find  the  underlying 
cause  or  causes. 

Early  identification  of  pupils  with  learning  handicaps  or  behavior  problems  is 
vital.  Persistently  hyperactive,  impulsive,  uninhibited,  high  distractible  children 
should  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  family  physician  or  pediatrician  early 
in  life.  With  delay  the  problems  become  more  involved  and  more  difficult  to  treat. 
The  first  step  toward  helping  the  child  is  an  understanding  of  the  nature  of  his 
behavior. 

Many  parents  do  not  realize  that  the  child  has  a  learning  handicap  until  he 
starts  school.  Coming  into  a  new  environment,  adjusting  to  group  situations  where 
a  degree  of  conformity  is  necessary,  the  need  to  concentrate  and  limit  attention 
to  the  task  at  hand  for  some  children  is  an  extremely  anxious  and  frustrating 
experience. 

As  the  enrollment  increases  the  number  of  youngsters  in  need  of  help 
increases.  Whether  we  have  become  more  aware  of  children  with  problems  or 
whether  there  actually  are  more  children  with  problems  is  not  possible  to 
determine.  It  seems  that  in  these  last  few  years  we  have  in  our  classes  a  greater 
number  of  children  with  unusual  physical  and  emotional  problems. 

There  are  children  entering  Grade  I  with  little  or  no  speech  or  with  unintel¬ 
ligible  speech.  In  Grades  1-6  there  are  many  children  on  tranquilizing  drugs  or 
medications  to  prevent  seizures;  there  are  children  with  unusual  physical  ail¬ 
ments  which  require  specialized,  individual  consideration  from  the  teacher,  these 
are  children  with  extensive  hearing  loss  who  have  been  adjusted  to  hearing  aids 
and  have  been  taught  to  lip  read;  there  are  children  who  are  considered  legally 
blind  but  who  with  an  understanding  teacher  and  proper  teaching  materials  can 
profit  from  the  regular  class. 

In  our  schools  are  children  who  have  been  determined  emotionally  disturbed 
by  an  examining  psychiatrist  and  who  are  awaiting  residential  placement  in  one  of 
the  schools  approved  by  the  State  of  Massachusetts.  Interim  programs  are 
planned  for  these  children  with  the  approval  of  the  examining  psychiatrists. 

We  have  children  who  have  been  in  a  series  of  foster  homes.  There  are 
children  whose  homes  and  families  have  been  broken  by  illness  or  death. 

There  are  children  from  homes  with  but  one  parent.  There  are  children 
who  have  spent  their  few  years  in  institutions  and  now  in  a  foster  home  are 
experiencing  for  the  first  time,  the  love  and  security  of  parents  and  family. 

In  short,  as  public  schools  we  have  children  with  all  sorts  of  background 
experiences,  each  of  which  has  left  an  indelible  mark  on  the  make-up  of  the  child. 

In  every  school  and  in  almost  every  classroom  is  one  or  more  of  these  children 
presenting  unusual  behavior  or  learning  patterns.  With  the  cooperation  of  the 
parents  who  follow  the  recommendation  that  clinical  or  hospital  help  be  sought 
for  the  child,  with  an  understanding  of  the  underlying  cause  the  disability,  with  the 
support  and  guidance  of  professional  help,  the  classroom  teacher  is  in  a  key  posi¬ 
tion  to  plan  for  the  emotional  adjustment  of  the  child.  This  will  require  the  planning 
of  a  program  that  will  develop  his  abilities  and  compensate  for  his  disabilities. 

The  guidance  counselor  and  the  director  of  instruction  assist  the  teacher  in 
planning  the  programs,  check  with  her  frequently  to  determine  its  effectiveness 
keep  in  touch  with  the  parents  and  with  the  clinic  or  hospital  where  the  child  is 
receiving  help. 
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The  South  Shore  Mental  Health  Center  is  the  community  agency  serving  the  Wey¬ 
mouth  Public  Schools  by  providing  consultation  for  principals  and  teachers  in  the 
schools  and  by  offering  consultation  and  therapy  for  parents  and  children  at  the 
Center  in  Quincy.  The  consultation  services  have  been  re-structured  this  school 
year  to  provide  for  more  efficient  coverage  and  to  avoid  duplication  of  effort.  Five 
counselors  are  assigned  to  Weymouth  one  half  day  each  week  and  are  on  call  when 
a  crisis  situation  arises.  There  is  a  consultant  for  each  junior  high  school  and  the 
elementary  schools  that  "feed”  into  it.  There  is  a  consultant  for  the  high  school. 

This  change  of  service  allows  for  better  communication  between  the  elementary 
schools  and  junior  high  school  in  the  same  geographical  area.  It  also  contributes 
to  the  better  understanding  of  problems  that  are  peculiar  to  the  particular  area. 

Area  meetings  involving  principals,  teachers,  and  guidance  personnel  are  held. 
Principals  have  attended  sessions  at  the  Mental  Health  Center  where  case  studies 
were  presented.  Personnel  from  the  clinic  have  given  of  their  knowledge  and  exper¬ 
ience  at  P.T.A.  meetings  throughout  the  year.  Personnel  from  the  Training  Center 
for  Young  Adults  have  spoken  to  parents  of  children  in  the  educable  and  trainable 
classes,  making  known  to  them  the  resources  that  are  available  in  the  community 
for  the  "young  adult." 

During  the  year,  graduate  students  from  Harvard  and  Boston  University  have 
been  placed  in  our  schools  as  part  of  their  training  program.  One  of  these  served 
as  a  counselor  and  two  assisted  in  individual  testing. 

The  guidance  counselor  is  responsible  for  the  testing  program,  the  administra¬ 
tion  and  interpretation  of  group  and  individual  mental  ability  tests,  the  administration 
of  achievement  tests  and  a  study  of  the  results. 

Test  Administered

Grade  I  -  Metropolitan  Readiness  Test  -  Number  Tested  1,107 

Of  this  number,  twenty -six  children  were  termed  "Poor  Risk."  These 
children  have  been  given  individual  tests  to  determine  the  nature  of  their  level 
of  development.  Conferences  have  been  held  with  their  parents  and  recommen¬ 
dations  made  for  more  thorough  clinical  evaluation. 

Grade  II  -  Lorge  Thorndike  Test  -  Number  Tested  958 

All  children  newly  enrolled  in  Grades  2-6  who  have  entered  with  little  or 
no  testing  data  have  been  administered  mental  ability  tests,  individually  or  in 
small  groups. 

The  Lorge  Thorndike  Mental  Ability  test  will  be  administered  to  all  fifth 
grade  pupils  after  the  New  Year. 

Individual  Mental  Ability  Tests 


The  Wechsler  Intelligence  Scale  for  Children  and/or  the  Revised  Stanford  Binet 
Form  LM  are  the  two  individual  tests  used  to: 

a.  determine  eligibility  for  special  class  placement 

b.  re-evaluate  children  enrolled  in  special  class  as  prescribed  by  state  law 

c.  to  secure  additional  information  on  those  children  who  score  low  in  group 
tests 

d.  to  obtain  diagnostic  information  on  children  presenting  behavior  problems 
or  learning  difficulties. 
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Group  Achievement  Tests 

The  Iowa  Test  of  Basic  Skills  was  administered  to  children  in  Grades  4,  5,  and  6 
in  May  and  June.  The  following  summarizes  the  results:

The  S.T.A.T.  (Seeing  Through  Arithmetic  Test)  was  given  in  June  to  children 
then  in  Grade  6.  These  children  had  not  been  introduced  to  the  new  approach  to  math¬ 
ematics.  These  scores  will  be  used  in  June  1966  and  in  subsequent  years  to  make  a 
comparative  study  of  pupil  competency  in  arithmetic.  In  September  the  S.T.A.T.  was 
given  to  children  in  Grades  4,  5,  6.  The  form  used  covered  the  previous  year's 
work.  Grade  4  was  given  Grade  3  form,  Grade  5  used  Grade  4  form,  Grade  6  used 
Grade  5  form. 

Three  subtests  are  involved  with  problem  solving:  (1)  selecting  answers  to 
problems,  (2)  selecting  equations  for  problems,  (3)  solving  equations  for  problems. 

Special  Classes 

a.  Educable  Classes 


Special  education  is  planned  for  those  children  who  are  unable  to  respond  effec¬ 
tively  to  the  instruction  offered  in  the  regular  classroom.  These  children  make  them¬ 
selves  known  early  in  their  school  career.  They  are  in  need  of  individual  help  or 
small  group  instruction.  They  progress  at  a  slower  rate  and  are  in  need  of  an 
approach  to  learning  different  from  that  used  with  a  large  group  of  children.  When 
such  a  child  is  referred  to  the  guidance  counselor  he  is  given,  individually,  a  battery 
of  tests  to  determine  his  capacities  and  abilities.  If  a  study  of  test  results  indicates 
that  he  is  eligible  for  special  class  placement,  a  transfer  is  arranged. 

During  the  calendar  year,  87  pupils  were  in  attendance  in  the  four  classes  for 
the  educable.  From  January  1965  to  June  1965,  there  were  enrolled  sixty -five 
children.  During  the  year  sixteen  children  left  for  various  reasons:  change  of 
residence,  employment,  or  leaving  on  becoming  sixteen  years  of  age.  In  September 
twenty -two  new  pupils  were  added  to  the  special  classes.  Twelve  transferred  from 
regular  classes  in  Weymouth  Public  Schools,  one  from  a  parochial  school,  five 
from  St.  Colletta's  in  Braintree  and  four  from  other  towns  and  cities. 

b.  Trainable  Classes 


There  are  twenty-six  children  now  enrolled  in  two  classes, 

c.  Emotionally  Disturbed 


We  do  not  have  a  special  class  for  emotionally  disturbed  children.  Such  a  class 
has  been  considered  but  the  setting  up  of  such  a  class  presents  many  problems. 
Some  of  the  cities  and  towns  that  had  conducted  such  classes  have  recently 
discontinued  them. 

Adjustment  in  programs,  assistance  by  special  teachers  in  the  home  and  in 
the  school,  therapy  at  a  clinic  or  hospital  are  part  of  the  interim  program  planned 
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with  the  approval  of  the  examining  psychiatrist  for  those  children  who  have  been  eval¬ 
uated  as  emotionally  disturbed  and  who  are  awaiting  residential  placement. 

Many  other  demands  are  made  during  the  year  on  the  guidance  counselor  and 
school  psychologist.  Participation  is  requested  in  studies  and  surveys  being  con¬ 
ducted  by  the  various  schools  of  education,  or  by  individuals  working  on  master's  or 
doctor's  theses.  Agencies  serving  as  guardians  for  children  frequently  look  to  the 
school  for  reports  of  children  in  their  care.  Insurance  companies  representing  in¬ 
dividuals  who  are  now  or  who  have  been  in  our  schools  request  information  concerning 
school  attendance,  and  school  performance.  Houses  of  Correction  ask  for  school  data 
on  those  who  are  in  the  process  of  rehabilitation.  The  court  frequently  turns  to  the 
school  for  information  in  cases  involving  adoption  or  child  custody. 

Hospitals,  clinics,  community  services,  and  churches  are  in  continual  contact 
with  the  school  in  an  effort  to  assist  some  child  and  his  parents. 

6.  AUDIO-VISUAL  INSTRUCTION 

Audio-visual  instruction  is  concerned  primarily  with  the  development  of  more  ef¬ 
fective  communication  between  students  and  teachers  through  the  judicious  use  of  all 
instructional  tools. 

A.  The  following  specific  features  highlighted  the  nineteenth  year  of  organized  serv¬ 
ices  for  the  Weymouth  Public  Schools;  The  Instructional  Materials  Library  has  con¬ 
tinued  to  expand.  However,  the  rate  fails  to  meet  the  demands.  Weymouth  also  con¬ 
tinues  to  be  a  permanent  loan  depository  for  many  outstanding  films  of  industry. 
Further  expansion  of  these  facilities,  with  de-centralization  of  the  more  basic  ma¬ 
terials,  is  imperative  to  meet  the  requirements  of  good  teaching:  "The  right  materi¬ 
als,  at  the  right  place,  at  the  right  time."  The  following  chart  indicates  the  three-year 
growth  of  individual  titles  available  from  the  Instructional  Materials  Center:

Each  school  now  has  its  own  extensive  overhead 
transparency  file. 

B.  New  catalogs  covering  all  elementary  grades  and  subject  areas  are  being  pre¬ 
pared  for  distribution  in  1966.  The  new  IBM  facilities  are  especially  valuable  in  the 
area  of  instructional  materials  and  will  enable  much  faster  and  better  communica¬ 
tions  between  the  faculty  and  the  center.  All  instructional  materials  and  equipment 
are  being  keyed  to  IBM  cards  for  cataloging,  inventory  and  special  area  and  level 
listings. 

C.  Teacher  in-service  training  was  conducted  on  an  extensive  basis  both  with  school 
audio-visual  coordinators,  individual  teachers,  and  groups  of  teachers  based  on  a 
complete  faculty  survey  of  training  status  and  need.  More  than  350  teachers  and  A-V 
Coordinators  received  organized  training  as  a  result  of  this  program. 
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D.  Student  training  was  continued  this  year  with  the  qualifying  and  licensing  of  nearly 
two  hundred  students  to  operate  sound  projectors  and  other  audio-visual  tools.  At 
the  high  school  a  specially  trained  staff  operates  all  phases  of  the  closed-circuit  tele¬ 
vision  programming.  In  addition,  the  department  has  worked  closely  with  the  Tufts 
Library  and  other  outside  agencies  in  a  training  and  advisory  capacity. 

E.  Educational  Television  via  the  21-Inch  Classroom,  WGBH-TV,  Channel  2  was 
continued  for  the  eighth  year.  In  grades  1  through  6  an  expanded  program  provided 
direct  teaching  and/or  enrichment  experiences  in  the  following  areas:  Science  All 
About  You,  Grade  1;  Literature,  Grade  1;  Phonics  -  Sounds  to  Say,  Grade  1;  Science- 
Neighborhood  Explorers,  Grade  2;  Sing,  Children,  Sing,  Grade  2;  Folk  Music  and 
Dance,  Grade  2;  Literature,  Grades  3  and  4;  Science-Land  and  Sea,  Grade  3;  Science- 
Earth  Around  Us,  Grade  4;  Exploring  Our  Language,  Grade  4;  Parlons  Francais, 
French  for  Grades  5  and  6;  Exploring  Nature,  Grade  5;  Places  in  the  News,  Grades 
5-7;  Physical  Science,  Grade  6;  Art  at  Your  Fingertips,  Grade  5;  World  of  Change, 
Grade  6;  Teaching  of  Reading  (in-service,  primary  level)  and  Mathematics  (in- 
service,  for  elementary  teachers).  At  the  junior  high-senior  high  level  the  following 
programs  were  available  for  use:  Accent  on  Music,  Science  Specials,  Science- 
Survival  in  the  Sea,  The  Humanities  (English,  Grade  11),  Action  at  Law,  Practical 
Politics,  Shakespeare,  and  Problems  of  Democracy.  Effectiveness  of  these  programs 
is  maintained  by  regular  submission  of  teacher  evaluations  and  critical  suggestions 

to  the  television  studio.  Improved  quality  of  both  the  television  lesson  and  the  detailed 
lesson  plans  supplied  each  teacher  have  assured  a  bright  future  for  this  powerful  edu¬ 
cational  medium.  Parents  are  offered  an  opportunity  to  observe,  study,  and  work  with 
their  children  in  each  televised  area  since  all  programs  are  "open-channel"  and 
available  to  all  who  may  wish  to  view  them.  Above  all,  television  continues  to  dem¬ 
onstrate  that  it  may  cure  at  least  two  common  ills  of  education:  the  lack  of  sufficient 
numbers  of  truly  outstanding  teachers  and  the  lack  of  an  adequate  supply  of  instruc¬ 
tional  materials. 

F.  Closed-circuit  television  facilities  have  been  completed  in  the  new  high  school. 

It  is  now  possible  to  produce  "live"  educational  programs  through  our  own  WHS-TV, 
Channel  13,  originating  from  any  area  of  the  building  and  to  distribute  these  programs 
to  any  combination  of  rooms  desired.  The  remaining  need  of  the  television  studio 

is  the  acquisition  of  a  videotape  recorder.  This  is  most  essential  for  successful 
closed-circuit  television  operation  in  any  educational  plant  operating  on  a  rigid  bell 
schedule  such  as  a  junior  or  senior  high  school.  Closed-circuit  television  was  used 
this  year  as  indicated  in  the  table  below:

There  are  strong  indications  that  WHS-TV,  Channel  13,  will  be  increasingly  ac¬ 
tive  in  1966.  Additional  live  programs  are  currently  in  preparation  and  there  are 
many  indications  of  increased  teacher-awareness  of  the  educational  potential  of 
closed-circuit  television. 

G.  Two  language  laboratories  continue  to  function  in  the  dual  role  of  successful 
learning  areas  and  the  focal  point  of  many  visitors  from  other  school  systems  where 
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laboratories  were  to  be  installed.  Weymouth  has  a  total  of  sixty  positions  in  the  two 
laboratories,  eighteen  of  which  are  "all-purpose"  booths  in  that  they  allow  for  both 
listen-respond  and  record-playback  activities.  After  the  sixth  full  year  of  operation, 
language  teachers  continue  to  be  encouraged  by  student  attitudes  and  achievement. 
Reports  from  students  now  enrolled  in  college  rarely  fail  to  specifically  mention  the 
valuable  help  of  the  laboratory  in  their  language  preparation. 

H.  The  preview  and  evaluation  program  has  continued  in  the  fields  of  programmed 
texts  (also  commonly  referred  to  as  teaching  machines,  automated  teaching,  pro¬ 
grammed  learning,  etc.,)  as  well  as  in  such  "standard"  materials  as  sound  films, 
filmstrips  and  prepared  tapes  and  recordings.  More  than  250  evaluations  are  made 
throughout  the  school  year.  Of  special  interest  and  potential  value  is  the  relatively 
new  cartridge-loaded,  self-threading  8mm  "single  concept"  motion  picture  film. 

This  material  is  most  effective  for  small  group  or  individual  study  and  along  with 
more  recently  developed  programmed  material  should  be  seriously  considered  as  an 
important  adjunct  to  the  total  teaching-learning  situation. 

I.  An  eleven-month  year  has  been  a  feature  of  the  Instructional  Materials  Center 
for  the  past  four  years  on  an  unofficial  basis.  The  current  work  load  is  such  that  it  is 
strongly  recommended  that  this  be  continued  on  a  permanent  and  official  basis.  Also, 
this  is  increasingly  necessary  as  the  activities  of  the  summer  school  expand  and  as 
summer  school  teachers  become  aware  of  the  need  for  audio-visual  materials. 

J.  A  regional  cooperative  film  library  was  developed  late  in  1964  between  the  school 
systems  of  Braintree,  Hingham  and  Weymouth.  This  library  consists  of  approximately 
400  selected  titles  to  be  used  at  the  senior  high  school  level.  The  venture  has  been 
most  successful  thus  far  with  the  number  of  titles  increasing  as  additional  films  are 
acquired  by  each  school  system.  Formation  of  this  library  in  effect  triples  our  sec¬ 
ondary  school  film  capacity  as  it  now  exists. 

K.  Distinguished  visitors  continue  to  focus  on  the  Instructional  Materials  Center 
during  their  tours  of  the  new  high  school.  In  addition,  several  visitors  have  studied 
our  operation  in  depth.  The  Weymouth  Instructional  Materials  Center  has  become  a 
model  for  many  students  doing  graduate  work  in  A-V  local  colleges  and  universities. 

L.  Our  completed  light  control  program  once  again  should  be  pointed  out  with  pride. 
Each  of  our  classrooms  may  now  function  as  a  completely  independent  teaching-learn¬ 
ing  area  for  whatever  type  of  activity  may  be  desired. 

M.  Transparency  and  copy-making  equipment  is  now  available  in  every  school  build¬ 
ing  in  Weymouth.  This  is  not  only  a  "first"  in  the  communications  field  but  represents 
one  of  the  greatest  strides  forward  in  A-V  since  the  completion  of  the  light  control 
program.  Coordinated  use  of  the  overhead  projector  with  duplicated  seat-work  copies 
of  the  same  materials  offers  one  of  the  most  effective  instructional  tools  known  today. 
Weymouth  may  be  justly  proud  of  this  educational  accomplishment. 

N.  The  Elementary  and  Secondary  Education  Act  passed  by  the  Federal  Government 
has  further  emphasized  the  great  potential  inherent  in  media  technology.  Throughout 
this  act  educational  media  with  its  multi-media,  multi-sensory  approach  to  education 
are  given  high  priority.  Potential  projects  available  under  Titles  I,  II,  and  III  of  this 
Act  could  help  solve  many  of  the  problems  now  facing  the  Weymouth  Instructional 
Materials  Program. 

O.  Title  III,  National  Defense  Education  Act,  has  continued  to  be  a  major  source  of 
aid  in  the  procurement  of  materials  and  equipment  through  Federal  matching  funds. 
The  long-range  plans  developed  for  the  eight  areas  now  included  in  this  title  should 
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further  enhance  the  value  of  this  Act.  However,  the  specific  projects  developed  under 
these  plans  should  clearly  indicate  improved  and/or  innovative  educational  practices 
rather  than  trying  to  do  the  same  thing  better. 

P.  Special  events  of  particular  significance  to  Weymouth  and  the  total  effectiveness 
of  the  audio-visual  program  were  participated  in  by  the  Director  as  follows:  (a)  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Massachusetts  Audio-Visual  Advisory  Committee;  chairman  of  the  standing 
committee  on  School  Building  Specifications  and  Standards  for  Audio-Visual  Purposes; 
chairman  of  the  Southeastern  Regional  Film  Preview  Committee;  president  of  the 
Massachusetts  Film  Library  Cooperative,  (b)  member  of  the  Massachusetts  Guide¬ 
lines  Committee  for  Title  n,  Elementary  and  Secondary  Education  Act,  (c)  selected 
as  Massachusetts  Representative  at  Northeastern  Regional  Leadership  Conference 
of  National  DA VI,  NEA,  at  Tarrytown,  New  York,  (d)  chosen  to  represent  Massachu¬ 
setts  Department  of  Audio-Visual  Service  at  United  States  Office  of  Education  Media 
Conference  at  Vail,  Colorado. 

A  look  to  the  future  indicates  strongly  the  course  to  be  followed.  The  challenge  of 
the  classroom  with  its  largely  verbal  and  print  emphasis  versus  the  non-classroom 
with  its  multi-media,  non-point  emphasis  (nearly  all  students  today  are  media-oriented 
from  birth)  is  a  reality  that  must  be  faced.  This  is  the  time  for  a  long  hard  look  at  the 
present  curriculum— and  for  a  long  overdue  development  of  new  judgment  values  con¬ 
cerning  the  "newer"  media. 

7.  HANDWRITING 

The  handwriting  program  in  our  schools  attempts  to  do  the  following  things: 

1.  To  secure  an  excellent  handwriting  product  with  a  minimum  expenditure  of 
time,  effort  and  materials 

2.  To  predicate  all  techniques  on  the  idea  that  the  welfare  of  the  child  is  of  ma¬ 
jor  concern  and  that  everything  possible  will  be  done  to  insure  correct  pos¬ 
ture  and  angle  of  vision.  All  handwriting  and  hand  lettering  is  built  on  the 
natural  writing  slant  of  the  child  in  order  that  his  correct  posture  and  angle 
of  vision  may  be  maintained  with  ease  and  to  reduce  to  a  minimum  the  prob¬ 
lem  of  transition  from  lettering  to  cursive  handwriting 

3.  To  provide  expert  direction  in  the  operation  of  the  handwriting  program 

4.  To  provide  adequate  instructional  and  motivational  materials  for  teachers  and 
pupils  with  careful  direction  and  followup  to  see  that  these  materials  are  used 
properly 

5.  To  make  adequate  provision  for  individual  differences  as  they  relate  to  the 
handwriting  of  each  child,  also  to  permit  teachers  to  proceed  at  the  rate 
suited  best  for  the  class 

6.  To  give  adequate  attention  to  the  problem  of  the  left-handed  writer  and  make 
available  effective  tests  to  determine  the  ratio  of  dexterity  in  prescribing 
for  a  beginner 

7.  To  teach  the  concomitants  of  neatness,  accuracy  and  attention  to  detail  along 
with  the  mastery  in  technical  handwriting. 

To  correlate  handwriting  with  arithmetic,  spelling,  etc.  To  achieve  this  we  make 
the  actual  spelling  lesson,  arithmetic  lesson  etc.,  the  contextrual  material  for  the 
penmanship  instruction.  To  use  a  creative  approach  and  have  the  pupil  make  his  own 
compendium  from  writing  activities  involved  in  these  related  subjects. 

The  following  statistics  will  indicate  the  degree  of  effectiveness  of  the  handwrit¬ 
ing  program.  At  the  close  of  the  last  school  term  our  records  indicate  that  80%  of  the 
pupils  scored  excellent,  7%  scored  good,  5%  scored  fair  and  no%  scored  poor  on  the 
formal  handwriting  test. 
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8.  HEALTH 

An  effort  was  made  this  past  year,  as  suggested  by  the  High  School  Evaluation 
Committee  in  1964,  in  encouraging  families  to  use  the  services  of  the  family  physi¬ 
cian  in  carrying  out  the  periodic  health  appraisal. 

As  the  state  law  requires  physical  examinations  annually  for  grades  I,  IV,  VII  and 
X,  letters  were  sent  out  by  the  school  nurses  to  parents  of  pre-schoolers,  third,  sixth 
and  ninth-graders  this  past  June.  This  was  added  work,  but  the  school  nurses  felt  it 
gave  each  parent  the  opportunity  to  take  part  in  the  fulfillment  of  the  cooperative 
program  of  good  health  in  our  school  system. 

Educators  feel  that  parents  should  assume  the  responsibility  for  good  health 
habits  for  growth  and  the  general  well-being  of  their  children.  Certainly,  the  family 
physician  should  therefore  be  the  one  to  guide  parents  and  their  children  toward  build¬ 
ing  and  enjoying  health.  The  body,  mind  and  emotions  are  inseparably  fused  in  each 
person.  The  physical  and  mental  changes  of  adolescence  and  the  importance  of  per¬ 
sonality  development  could  not  possibly  be  summed  up  in  the  annual  school  health  ap¬ 
praisal. 

As  a  result  of  the  request  letters,  many  parents  had  their  children  examined 
prior  to  the  opening  of  school  in  September  (see  statistics  for  results).  We  hope  this 
next  school  year,  through  the  availability  of  more  secretarial  help,  to  be  able  to  en¬ 
courage  parents  to  treat  vision  and  hearing  defects  more  seriously. 

The  nurses  attended  several  in-service  education  programs  sponsored  by  the  South¬ 
eastern  District  of  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health.  Topics  were: 

1.  Modern  views  on  communicable  diseases,  by  Dr.  Joseph  Reardon,  at  Canton 
Hospital  School. 

2.  Miss  Grace  Crowe,  active  in  the  school  nurse  section  of  American  Nurses 
Association,  met  with  a  group  of  school  nurses  at  Dedham  High  School.  The 
school  nurse's  role  in  the  community  was  discussed. 

3.  Aspects  of  the  Massachusetts  Vaccination  Assistance  Project  team  was  dis¬ 
cussed  at  a  meeting  in  March  in  Canton.  Immunications  and  records  were 
stressed. 

4.  The  November  meeting  of  the  district  was  held  at  Quincy  Junior  High.  Dr. 
Joseph  Jordan, neurologist  at  Children's  Hospital  Medical  Center,  spoke  on 
the  area  of  teaching  children  with  brain  damage,  and  the  role  of  the  school 
nurse  in  the  education  of  the  cerebral  palsy  child,  the  epileptic,  etc.,  in  the 
school  program. 

Miss  Winifred  Shuman,  R.N.,  Secretary  of  the  Massachusetts  Board  of  Registra¬ 
tion  in  Nursing,  was  the  guest  of  the  school  nurses  at  the  Weymouth  Teachers'  Con¬ 
vention  in  May.  The  Digest  of  Statutes,  relating  to  the  Board  of  Registration  in  Nursing, 
was  reviewed.  The  legislation  for  certification  of  the  school  nurse  was  discussed. 

The  junior  high  school  nurses  have  worked  closely  with  the  guidance  and  physi¬ 
cal  education  teachers  in  regard  to  the  area  of  health  education  for  girls. 

More  health  education  is  needed  in  the  junior  and  senior  highs,  but  it  is  an  im¬ 
possibility  due  to  the  heavy  pupil  load  per  nurse.  Students  should  be  encouraged  to 
look  beyond  their  present  concern  and  to  develop  planned  habits  which  will  ensure 
their  emotional  health  and  maturity  in  the  years  to  come.  Through  cooperative  efforts 
between  the  home,  school  and  community,  more  health  education  for  the  adolescent 
could  be  accomplished.  It  is  strongly  recommended  that  students  at  this  level  be 
checked  by  the  family  physician  frequently. 

A  new  contact  card  for  handling  emergencies  and  illness  at  school  was  intro¬ 
duced  this  year  for  junior  and  senior  high  students,  as  well  as  for  new  enrollees. 

Next  school  year  this  type  of  contact  system  will  be  available  for  all  elementary  stu¬ 
dents,  and  will  be  accessible  to  all  school  personnel. 
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Weymouth  schools,  cooperating  in  a  nation-wide  campaign  sponsored  by  the 
State  Department  of  Public  Health,  offered  health  education  materials,  and  suggested 
immunization  schedules  to  parents.  As  a  detailed  return  form  was  necessary  for 
parents  to  fill  out,  the  school  nurses  wish  to  congratulate  the  parents,  principals  and 
teachers,  and  to  thank  them  all  for  their  help  in  compiling  the  necessary  records. 
Details  were  forwarded  to  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health  in  November. 

New  students  in  our  schools,  as  well  as  others,  were  able  to  complete  the  Sabin 
Oral  Tri-Valent  Polio  series  in  May  with  the  cooperation  of  the  Board  of  Health,  as¬ 
sisted  by  the  school  nurses.  Diptheria  and  tetanus  immunizations  were  given  in  No¬ 
vember  to  grades  I,  V  and  X.  In  the  past  this  booster  has  been  given  to  grade  VI  in  our 
schools.  The  grading  was  changed  this  year  as  part  of  the  State  Vaccination  Assist¬ 
ance  Project.  The  annual  Tuberculin  Testing  Program  in  the  schools  is  to  be  delayed 
this  year  until  a  later  date. 

The  Division  of  Communicable  Diseases  of  the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Public  Health  revised  isolation  and  quarantine  regulations.  In  March,  the  new 
Health  Department  regulations  were  adopted  by  the  School  Committee,  and  notice  of 
same  was  sent  out  to  all  the  school  principals. 

Pre-school  registration  was  held  for  children  who  were  to  enter  grade  I  in  Sep¬ 
tember.  The  school  nurses  met  with  the  parents  of  these  children  to  urge  that  com¬ 
plete  physical  and  dental  examinations  be  obtained  during  the  summer  months.  School 
health  services  and  the  vision  and  hearing  screening  program  were  explained  to  the 
parents.  The  referral  policies  were  stressed  and  parents  have  cooperated  with  the 
school  nurses  in  this  area.  Each  year  more  and  more  children  have  had  the  family 
doctor  complete  the  health  appraisals  (see  statistics). 

The  Annual  Report  of  known  physical  handicaps  reported  to  the  State  Department 
of  Education  was  sent  in  November.  This  year  there  were  369  names  on  the  report. 
Many  of  these  pupils  are  new  to  Weymouth  schools ;  others  were  added  to  the  list  since 
last  year.  Pupils  able  to  attend  school  do  so,  but  they  are  watched  carefully  by  their 
teachers,  and  any  deviation  from  the  normal  is  usually  reported  to  the  school  nurse. 
Some  are  confined  to  home  with  special  tutoring,  as  recommended  by  the  family 
physician  and  approved  by  the  State  Department  of  Education. 

Recommendations  for  1966: 

1.  Full-time  or  part-time  nurse  to  help  with  the  Vision  &  Hearing  Program  so 
that  referrals  could  be  watched  more  closely— also  to  assist  in  the  Voca¬ 
tional  School  and  High  School  Annex  when  needed. 

2.  A  Director  of  School  Health  Services. 

3.  A  medical  consultant  or  school  physician  appointed  to  make  routine  visits 

to  the  high  school.  Physicals  for  new  students  and  sports,  and  other  medical 
problems  could  therefore  be  handled  more  efficiently. 

9.  HOME  INSTRUCTION  FOR  PHYSICALLY  HANDICAPPED  CHILDREN 

Within  the  year  from  January  to  December  1965,  sixty-six  children  were  given 
home  teaching,  once  again  an  increase  over  the  preceding  year.  Not  only  is  this  a 
heavy  load  for  two  teachers  but  with  science  and  mathematics  becoming  more  and 
more  advanced,  it  is  almost  impossible  to  give  the  children  in  the  junior  and  senior 
high  schools  the  proper  instruction.  A  teacher  who  is  proficient  in  science  and  math¬ 
ematics  should  be  added  to  take  over  the  home  teaching  of  these  subjects.  An  added 
teacher  is  especially  needed  in  the  winter  months  when  the  teaching  load  is  the  heav¬ 
iest. 

The  disabilities  of  the  children  were:  rheumatic  fever  7,  mononucleosis  3,  frac¬ 
tured  leg  10,  open-heart  surgery  2,  asthma  2,  ruptured  appendix  4,  Legge  Perthes  3, 
rheumatoid  arthritis  2,  skull  fracture  2,  automobile  accident  2,  colitis  tracheitis, 
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gall  bladder,  brain  tumor,  congenital  hip,  pneumonia,  hernia,  ulcer  hepatitis,  astrocy¬ 
toma,  pilonidial  sinus,  and  diverticulitis. 

10.  SPEECH  AND  HEARING  THERAPY 

Two  hundred  and  fifty -one  elementary  school  children  received  help  for  speech 
and  hearing  problems  during  the  1964-65  school  year.  Sixty -three  were  dismissed  as 
completely  corrected  in  June,  1965.  The  remainder  were  held  over  for  retesting  and 
possible  dismissal  in  the  fall,  or  for  retention  in  the  following  year's  program. 

In  September,  1965, utilizing  teacher  referrals,  796  children  were  evaluated  as 
candidates  for  speech  and  hearing  therapy.  Due  to  numerous  requests  from  parents 
of  children  who  had  been  previously  included  in  the  program,  to  continue  therapy  in 
the  Junior  High  Schools,  it  was  decided  to  test  the  moderate  and  severely  speech  and 
hearing  handicapped  children  in  the  7th,  8th,  and  9th  grades.  It  was  possible  to  admit 
only  17  of  the  68  pupils  tested  into  therapy  because  of  the  large  elementary  school 
case  load.  At  present,  240  students  are  being  helped  in  individual  or  group  therapy, 
on  a  once-a-week  basis  by  the  two  speech  therapists.  These  include  children  who  re¬ 
quire  help  for  delayed  speech  and  language  development,  articulation,  voice  quality, 
stuttering,  mutism,  cleft  palate  speech,  cerebral  palsied  speech,  defects  due  to  hear¬ 
ing,  difficulties  due  to  foreign  accent,  and  neurological  impairment  of  language  func¬ 
tion  (Aphasia). 

Under  the  supervision  of  the  Weymouth  therapists,  two  Boston  University  seniors 
completed  their  clinical  practice  in  two  elementary  schools  and  the  special  classes 
for  the  educable  from  January  to  June,  1965.  At  present,  three  Boston  University 
Speech  Pathology  major  students  are  observing  language  development  in  the  first 
grades,  and  special  classes  for  the  educable,  and  conducting  speech  improvement 
lessons  and  dramatic  activities  for  these  grades.  Because  of  the  fine  cooperation  of 
the  Weymouth  teachers  and  principals  involved  with  the  student  therapists,  this  train¬ 
ing  and  observation  program  has  been  very  successful. 

In  order  to  acquaint  parents,  principals,  and  teachers  with  the  work  being  accom¬ 
plished  in  Speech  Therapy,  its  goals  and  problems,  reports  are  sent  to  each  teacher, 
and  another  included  in  the  pupil's  cumulative  record.  Progress  reports  are  sent  to 
parents  in  January  and  in  June.  Parent  conferences  are  encouraged  and  small  groups 
of  parent-therapist  meetings  have  been  held.  Consultations  with  the  school  psycholo¬ 
gist  and  adjustment  counselor  concerning  children  who  have  emotional  and  intellec¬ 
tual  problems  as  well  as  speech  and  hearing  problems  are  held.  Referrals  are  made 
to  outside  agencies  for  those  children  whose  needs  cannot  be  met  within  the  school 
situation. 

It  is  our  goal  to  provide  beneficial  speech  and  hearing  therapy  for  every  Wey¬ 
mouth  school  child  who  requires  it.  State  regulations  governing  the  limit  of  therapy 
case  loads  have  made  it  necessary  to  eliminate  all  first  and  many  second  grade 
pupils.  It  is  believed  that  if  these  problems  are  approached  early  enough,  many 
learning  difficulties,  or  the  emotional  overlay  often  associated  with  speech  problems 
could  be  avoided.  It  was  recommended  to  the  committee  on  the  Project  for  the  Edu¬ 
cationally  Deprived  Children  that  additional  speech  therapists  are  needed  in  the 
Weymouth  Public  Schools  in  order  to  meet  these  goals. 

11.  DRIVER  EDUCATION 

The  driver  education  program  was  operated  again  this  year  with  three  part- 
time  instructors.  The  dual -controlled  cars  were  supplied  by  the  following  civic- 
minded  new  car  dealers,  all  of  whom  have  supplied  cars  in  other  years:  Jannell 
Motors,  Norfolk  Motors,  and  Thorp  Motors.

Since  the  fall  of  1964,  the  classroom  portion  of  Driver  Education  is  given 
during  the  months  of  December  through  March.  This  system  has  decreased  the 
backlog  of  students  until  the  present  senior  class,  which  will  be  taking  both 
classroom  and  the  "on  the  road"  training  simultaneously. 

12.  SCHOOL  LIBRARIES 

Increased  activity,  further  co-operation  with  teachers  and  new  personnel  are 
noteworthy  features  of  the  school  libraries  in  1965.  Mr.  James  C.  Baughman  is  the 
new  librarian  at  High  School  Annex  and  East  Junior  High  School,  Mrs.  Elaine  B. 
Lansing  is  the  new  librarian  at  Central  Junior  High  School,  and  Mrs.  Helen  L. 
Seymour  is  the  new  librarian  at  South  Junior  High  School. 

The  school  library  is  an  essential  ingredient  of  quality  education.  Its  primary 
function  is  to  promote  the  life-long  reading  habit  and  the  development  of  good 
study  habits  and  research  techniques.  The  secondary  function  is  to  select, 
provide  and  coordinate  the  school’s  materials  for  learning. 

A  constant  effort  is  required  to  discover  what  new  books  would  be  desirable 
additions  to  the  libraries  to  meet  the  needs  of  a  changing  curriculum .  At  the  High 
School,  a  study  has  been  made  of  bibliographies  that  list  new  works  in  areas  such 
as  science,  American  history,  mathematics,  literature  and  professional  library. 

As  a  result,  gaps  in  certain  subject  areas  were  found  and  filled.  Many  books 
requested  by  teachers  were  obtained.  Reading  lists  were  distributed  to  serve 
the  needs  of  students  and  teachers. 

In  order  for  pupils  to  use  instructional  materials  in  the  classroom  and  in  the 
library  skillfully  and  efficiently,  they  need  basic  study  skills.  The  librarian  and 
teacher  work  together  in  providing  instruction  when  and  where  pupils  need  it. 
Seventh  and  eighth  grade  classes  have  regular  periods  in  the  library  for  such  in¬ 
struction.  There  must  also  be  sufficient  practice  to  make  knowledge  of  how  to  use 
the  library  second  nature.  Otherwise  some  ninth  graders  are  unable  even  to  use 
the  card  catalog  or  an  encyclopedia. 

The  librarians  are  more  concerned  each  year  with  the  fact  that  the  libraries 
do  not  meet  the  standards  of  the  American  Library  Association,  especially  with 
regard  to  the  number  of  books,  the  number  of  trained  librarians  and  clerical 
assistance.  While  these  standards  represent  an  ideal  situation,  we  hope  to  come 
closer  to  them  in  the  near  future.  The  association’s  recommendation  for 
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personnel:  "for  the  first  900  students:  one  librarian  for  each  300;  and  one  clerk 
for  each  600  students." 

Paperback  book  fairs  were  held  at  both  the  High  School  and  the  High  School 
Annex  and  East  Junior  High  School.  Students  had  the  opportunity  to  visit  the  fair 
and  to  purchase  carefully  selected  books.  This  exposure  to  good  reading  materials 
has  many  benefits. 

Twenty-five  or  more  students  in  each  school  voluntarily  assist  the  librarians 
in  many  ways.  In  addition  to  their  help  with  everyday  tasks  and  with  direct  service 
to  students,  these  assistants  create  interest  in  the  use  of  books  and  magazines 
through  a  publicity  and  promotion  program.  Some  student  helpers  find  a  future 
career  possibility  in  this  way. 

As  the  year  ended,  the  long-awaited  new  Tufts  Library  opened  at  46  Broad 
Street.  This  will  undoubtedly  lead  to  expanded  service  to  students  and  teachers. 

Title  II  of  the  Elementary  and  Secondary  Education  Act  of  1965  provided  funds 
for  school  libraries.  The  librarians  have  given  much  thought  to  plans  for  using 
these  funds  to  the  best  advantage  when  they  become  available.

13.  EVENING  SCHOOLS 

The  interest  of  adults  in  Evening  School  classes  became  stronger  in  1965,  with 
73  more  people  enrolled  than  in  1964,  for  a  total  of  826.  The  registration  fees,  new  in 
1964,  had  caused  a  temporary  drop  in  enrollment.  These  fees  are  $5.00  for  state- 
aided  courses  and  $7.50  for  non-state -aided  courses. 

Registration  took  place  at  Weymouth  High  School  and  at  South  Junior  High 
School  on  September  16.  Tuesday  classes  began  on  September  28  and  Thursday 
classes  on  September  30.  Commercial  classes  meet  for  two  hours  and  all  others 
for  three  hours.  Each  class  has  twenty  meetings,  except  for  Cake  Decorating, 
which  has  ten. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  practical  arts  attract  a  rather  constant  number  of 
adults  and  that  drawing  and  painting  is  growing  in  popularity.  There  is  also  a  large 
gain  in  the  number  taking  typewriting.  Millinery  is  the  only  new  subject  this  year. 

Exhibits  of  the  products  and  demonstrations  of  some  of  the  processes  of 
practical  arts,  woodworking  and  drawing  and  painting  classes  were  held  on  March 
29  at  South  Junior  High  School  and  on  March  30  at  the  High  School.  Style  shows 
featured  these  exhibits,  which  drew  large  crowds.

Mr.  William  J.  Longridge,  Jr.  is  the  new  Principal  of  the  classes  at  the  High, 
Bicknell  Junior  High  and  Central  Junior  High  Schools.  Mr.  Thomas  E.  Lambe 
continues  as  Principal  of  the  classes  at  South  Junior  High  School. 

The  Evening  Vocational  Program  includes  several  Trade  Extension  courses, 
namely  Carpentry  Apprentice,  Electronics  I  and  II,  Blueprint  Reading  and  Architec¬ 
tural  Drawing,  Tape  Punching  and  Operating,  Linotype  and  Cold  Machines,  and  Off¬ 
set  Printing.  This  program  was  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Ray  G.  Parker. 

14.  SUMMER  SCHOOL 

The  seventh  session  of  the  Weymouth  Summer  School  opened  for  registration 
on  May  17,  1965.  Between  that  date  and  June  28,  some  611  students  enrolled  for  a 
total  of  723  courses.  This  is  a  considerable  increase  over  the  449  students  who 
enrolled  in  a  total  of  527  courses  in  1964.  Enrollment  was  divided  as  follows: 
Weymouth  Schools  507,  Parochial  Schools  33,  Catholic  High  Schools  40,  Tuition 
Students  4,  Colleges,  Private  20,  Adults  7,  for  a  total  of  611.

The  program  of  studies  for  the  1965  session  duplicated  that  of  the  1964  session 
with  the  following  exceptions : 

1.  The  courses  in  Latin  and  United  States  History  were  not  offered  because 
of  insufficient  interest. 

2.  A  course  in  Bookkeeping  was  offered  to  meet  the  immediate  needs  of  ten 
students . 

3.  New  offerings  were  made  in  the  following  enrichment  areas: 

Art:  41  students  elected  this  enrichment  experience.  Work  was  done  in 
painting,  drawing,  design,  block  prints,  paper,  and  plastic  sculpture. 
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Sewing:  25  young  ladies  worked  diligently  to  produce  some  very  attrac¬ 

tive  garments.  The  course  was  divided  into  groups  who  had  not  had  sewing 
experience,  and  those  who  had  had  Junior  High  School  training. 

Physical  Science:  This  course  attracted  12  young  scientifically  oriented 
students.  Experiences  in  photography,  weather  study,  astronomy,  geology, 
and  elementary  biology  were  made  more  meaningful  by  the  use  of  films 
and  field  trips. 

4.  One  additional  instructor  in  Remedial  Reading  was  necessary  to  meet  the 
increased  demand  for  the  course. 

5.  To  meet  the  specific  vocational  needs  of  23  young  men  from  the  Printing 
Department  of  the  Vocational  Technical  School  a  course  in  typing  was 
offered,  tuition -free. 

6.  By  special  arrangement  with  the  Principal  of  the  high  school  we  offered 
a  course  in  Advanced  Trigonometry  which  will  permit  the  student  to 
work  at  an  advanced  level  during  his  senior  year  at  Weymouth  High 
School.  This  course  carried  a  credit  offering  of  2-1/2  points. 

7.  Increased  enrollment  in  Algebra  necessitated  hiring  teachers  for  three 
additional  divisions. 

The  overall  class  average  for  courses  other  than  Driver  Education  and  Typing 
was  12  pupils.  In  grades  4-6  (one  hour  classes)  the  average  class  size  was  11,  with 
a  minimum  of  8  and  a  maximum  of  19.  Of  the  14  class  offerings  10  classes  had  en¬ 
rollments  of  ten  pupils  or  less.  In  1964  the  average  was  9.  In  grades  7  and  8  the 
average  class  size  was  14  pupils  with  a  minimum  of  7  and  a  maximum  of  25 
(necessitated  by  programming).  Of  the  8  course  offerings,  6  had  enrollments 
of  15  or  less.  In  1964  the  average  was  8.  In  grades  9-12  (2  hour  classes)  the 
average  class  load  in  academic  subjects  was  12  as  it  was  in  1964,  with  a 
minimum  of  5  and  a  maximum  of  18.  Of  the  15  class  offerings,  13  had  enroll¬ 
ments  of  less  than  15.  Classes  in  Driver  Education  were  divided  among  three 
teachers.  Classes  in  Typing  ran  to  full  classroom  capacity  of  37. 

An  exhibit  of  work  by  students  in  the  art,  sewing,  physical  science,  and  typing 
classes  at  summer  school  was  held  on  Thursday,  August  5th  in  the  lobby  of  O'Donnell 
Auditorium.  The  public  response  was  enthusiastic  and  the  young  people  realized  a 
sense  of  accomplishment  from  participation  in  this  activity.  Newspaper  coverage 
with  an  article  and  pictures  helped  to  bring  this  to  the  attention  of  the  general 
public.  Recommendations  for  1966: 

1.  Classes  in  reading  and  arithmetic  for  grade  3  pupils. 

2.  A  Music  Workshop  directed  by  the  Music  Department  of  the  Weymouth 
Schools  would  attract  a  core  of  eager  young  musicians. 

3.  A  Creative  Writing  Workshop  such  as  is  offered  in  the  team-teaching 
program  at  Weymouth  High  School  could  fill  a  genuine  need  for  many  sophomore 
and  junior  students. 

4.  In  view  of  the  state  of  world  affairs  a  survey  course  of  Asian  History  and 
Culture,  could  be  of  extreme  value. 

5.  A  Preview  course  in  both  Geometry  and  Algebra  II  similar  in  nature  to 
that  in  Algebra  I  has  been  suggested. 

6.  A  course  in  Office  Machines  and  Introductory  Bookkeeping  designed  for  the 
college  bound  student  interested  in  part-time  or  summer  employment  during  college 
years.  It  would  be  structured  to  provide  a  practical,  employable  knowledge  of  book¬ 
keeping  and  a  useable  skill  in  the  operation  of  modern  office  machines. 
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7.  A  course  in  Notehand  designed  to  teach  college  bound  students  how  to  take 
notes  and  organize  material  in  logical  sequence  could  have  a  place  in  our  program. 

We  recommend  the  continuance  of  the  basic  program  for  1965  which  was 
to  include  Art,  Sewing,  and  Physical  Science.  The  Advanced  Math  class,  with 
2-1/2  high  school  credits,  should  be  offered  if  the  administration  so  desires. 

We  further  recommend  that  the  budget  for  1966  allow  for  at  least  4  more 
course  offerings. 

As  the  foregoing  report  shows,  ours  has  been  an  active  and  we  hope  profitable 
summer  session.  Much  credit  is  due  to  the  parents,  the  students,  faculty,  school 
administrators,  press  and  radio  for  combining  efforts  to  achieve  effective  educa¬ 
tional  results.  We  look  forward  to  a  highly  successful  session  in  1966. 

TEACHERS  AND  THEIR  SALARIES 


The  School  Committee,  at  their  first  regular  meeting  in  December,  voted  to  re¬ 
vise  and  increase  the  teachers'  salary  schedule  adopted  in  December  1963.  The  new 
schedule  increases  minimum  salaries  $400,  maximum  salaries  $700,  and  super¬ 
maximum  salaries  earned  after  20  years  of  service  $800,  reduces  the  number  of  steps 
from  13  to  11,  and  provides  for  seven  increments  of  $300  each  and  three  increments 
of  $200  each  compared  to  the  present  twelve  increments  of  $200  each. 

In  1947  our  schedule  had  17  steps,  in  1949  16  steps;  in  1952  the  number  was  re¬ 
duced  to  the  present  13  steps.  A  further  reduction  to  make  the  Weymouth  schedule 
more  comparable  with  the  shorter  schedules  of  most  school  systems  has  been  con¬ 
sidered  at  various  times  over  the  years  but  never  carried  out  because  of  the  cost. 

The  reduction  in  the  number  of  steps  results  for  this  one  year  only  in  large  increases 
for  about  one-fifth  of  our  teachers  who  are  near  the  top  of  the  schedule  but  not  yet  at 
maximum,  but  it  achieves  a  greatly  needed  reform  of  the  schedule.  This  change  was 
not  requested  by  the  Teachers'  Association  because  they  would  have  preferred  instead 
to  have  higher  maximum  salaries  but  it  was  initiated  by  the  School  Committee  and 
Superintendent,  in  order  to  make  our  schedule  more  competitive  with  neighboring 
school  systems,  who  because  of  larger  annual  increments  and  fewer  steps  to  reach 
maximum  have  been  able  to  lure  away  highly  competent  Weymouth  teachers. 

Last  June  the  School  Committee  signed  an  agreement  with  the  Teachers'  Associ¬ 
ation,  providing  for  full  and  lengthy  discussions  with  the  Association's  salary  com¬ 
mittee  in  negotiating  a  new  schedule.  The  agreement  also  stipulated  that  the  School 
Committee  would  not  adopt  a  new  salary  schedule  until  it  had  been  presented  to  the 
teachers  for  their  consideration.  The  1965  Legislature  late  last  fall  passed  a  com¬ 
pulsory  negotiation  law  that  will  make  a  similar  negotiating  procedure  mandatory  and 
further  provides  for  compulsory  arbitration  by  the  State  Department  of  Labor  where 
agreement  cannot  be  reached  between  a  School  Committee  and  the  duly  recognized 
Teachers'  Association  or  Union. 

Since  1947  our  salary  policy  for  determining  the  annual  salary  rate  for  princi¬ 
pals,  assistant  principals,  directors,  supervisors,  etc.  has  been  to  add  a  differential 
payment  to  the  salary  that  the  person  would  have  received  as  a  teacher.  The  last  in¬ 
crease  in  these  differentials  was  four  years  ago.  Requests  have  been  received  for 
the  last  three  years  for  increases  in  the  differentials,  but  the  School  Committee  de¬ 
cided  to  take  no  action.  This  year,  the  Committee  voted  increases  in  all  differentials 
as  follows:  High  School  principal  $500,  assistant  principals,  High  School  $250,  Annex 
and  East  Junior  High  principal  $800,  Central  Junior  High  principal  $600,  Bicknell  and 
South  Junior  High  principals  $400,  assistant  principals  at  junior  highs  $150  to  $200, 
directors  $400  to  $500,  department  heads  $100  to  $400,  elementary  school  principals 
$150  to  $250,  supervisors  $50.  Salaries  paid  principals,  directors,  etc.  in  comparable 
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communities  in  the  state  are  in  the  great  majority  of  cases  much  higher  than  in 
Weymouth.  Even  with  these  increases,  the  salaries  of  these  key  people  will  still  be 
relatively  low. 

Ten  to  fifteen  years  ago,  Weymouth's  relative  teachers'  salary  position  was 
much  higher  than  it  has  been  in  recent  years.  In  the  last  three  years,  due  to  small 
annual  increases  and  no  increase  in  1965,  our  relative  position  has  dropped  still 
lower.  As  a  result,  in  the  last  two  years  we  have  lost  a  great  many  teachers,  37  in 
the  high  school,  grades  10-12,  and  high  school  positions  are  difficult  to  fill  with  fully 
prepared  capable  teachers.  In  the  calendar  year  1965,  107  teaching  positions  were 
filled,  which  approximates  a  20  per  cent  turnover  in  the  professional  staff. 

On  accompanying  pages  are  three  charts.  One  shows  Weymouth's  median  sal¬ 
ary  position  for  classroom  teachers.  When  compared  with  the  39  cities  of  the  state, 
Weymouth's  median  salary  of  $6800  falls  into  29th  position  and  when  compared  to  the 
largest  towns,  into  24th  position.  The  second  chart  compares  salary  schedules  in 
Brockton,  Quincy  and  Weymouth  in  1965  and  1966.  This  chart  shows  graphically  why 
Weymouth  needed  to  reduce  the  number  of  steps  in  the  schedule  to  be  competitive  with 
our  biggest  neighbors  in  recruiting  and  holding  teachers.  The  third  chart  shows  the 
distribution  of  classroom  teachers'  salaries  in  the  twelve  largest  towns  plus  Quincy 
and  Brockton.  Note  that  Weymouth  has  the  highest  number,  119,  in  the  lowest  salary 
bracket,  evidence  of  our  b  ig  teacher  turnover  and  the  hiring  of  large  numbers  of  in¬ 
experienced  teachers.  Note,  also,  that  based  on  the  salaries  paid  in  twelve  of  these 
cities  and  towns,  Weymouth  teachers  are  fully  justified  in  requesting  higher  maximum 
salaries.  For  example,  Quincy  has  370  classroom  teachers  receiving  a  salary  of  less 
than  $8,000,  Weymouth  has  407  and  Braintree  288.  Quincy  has  331  classroom  teachers 
receiving  $8,000  or  more,  Weymouth  has  65,  Braintree  has  92.  The  resulting  per¬ 
centages  are  as  follows:

The  increase  in  the  comparable  October  pay  rolls  is  the  lowest  in  years,  due  to 
the  fact  that  no  general  salary  increase  for  the  instructional  staff  was  voted  last  year. 
From  1964  to  1965,  this  increase  was  $202,152.  The  increase  this  year  is  due  pri¬ 
marily  to  the  addition  of  ten  new  teaching  positions  in  September  1965  at  an  annual 
cost  of  $53,600.  The  increase  in  special  items  is  due  to  the  following:  sick  leave  al¬ 
lowance  up  $3,550,  sabbatical  leave  allowance  up  $2,167,  summer  in-service  teacher 
training  programs  up  $3,610,  and  increased  payments  to  high  school  and  junior  high 
athletic  coaches  $7,000. 

The  increase  in  the  provision  for  new  teachers  is  caused  by  the  School  Commit¬ 
tee's  decision  to  lessen  the  load  of  all  high  and  junior  high  English  teachers  from  a 
five-class  to  a  four-class  assignment  in  order  to  reduce  the  English  teachers'  present 
average  pupil  load  from  138  to  perhaps  110  to  112  to  make  possible  a  greater  empha¬ 
sis  on  the  teaching  of  composition,  which  entails  countless  hours  of  correction  work  if 
the  teaching  is  to  be  effective.  The  accomplishment  of  this  same  goal  by  reducing 
class  sizes  is  impossible  for  Weymouth  as  we  do  not  have  sufficient  classroom  space  to 
schedule  the  increased  number  of  classes  that  would  result.  The  budget  provides 
for  four  additional  English  teachers  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $8,267  from  September 
through  December  1966. 

1966  SCHOOL  BUDGET 

The  balance  in  unexpended  funds  for  the  year  1965  was  $46,331.  Savings  were 
made  in  most  of  the  major  divisions  of  the  budget.  The  largest  were:  Instruction 
$24,520,  Operation  of  Buildings  $4,900,  Maintenance  $4,617,  Administration  $2,210, 
Tuition  $1,913,  and  Other  School  Services  $1,823.  Refunds  amounted  to  $961  and  ex¬ 
penditures  of  $9,808  were  made  from  federal  grants  for  vocational  salaries  and  voca¬ 
tional  evening  school  registration  fees  which  were  received  during  the  year  and  not 
deducted  from  the  school  appropriation  in  March.  The  use  of  these  federal  funds,  of 
course,  reduced  the  amount  of  money  spent  from  the  Town  appropriation. 
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The  1966  budget  is  $285,492  higher  than  the  1965  adopted  budget.  This  is  an  in¬ 
crease  of  5.33  per  cent,  the  lowest  percentage  increase  in  over  twenty  years.  Two 
years  ago  the  increase  was  8.9%,  ten  years  ago  14%.  Since  1960  expenditures  for 
salaries  have  made  up  approximately  83  per  cent  of  total  expenditures  with  very  little 
variation  from  year  to  year.  Increased  salary  allowances  amount  to  about  $250,000 
in  the  1966  budget  or  over  80  per  cent  of  the  total. 

A  comparison  of  the  school  tax  and  the  general  tax  for  the  last  four  years  re¬ 
veals  a  very  surprising  fact.  Notwithstanding  an  increase  in  school  appropriations 
just  short  of  a  million  dollars  in  this  four-year  period,  the  school  tax  rate  went  up 
only  $1.25,  while  the  general  rate  went  up  $5.35.  Of  course,  both  rates  would  have 
shown  a  greater  increase  if  assessed  valuations  had  not  increased  in  this  period.

Weymouth's  per  pupil  cost  continues  to  be  low  among  the  large  communities  of 
the  state.  Of  the  twenty  largest  towns,  those  over  20,000  in  population,  not  one  has  a 
lower  cost  than  Weymouth.  Of  the  state's  thirty -five  cities  with  a  population  of 
20,000  or  more,  fifteen  have  a  lower  cost  but  most  of  these  are  industrial  cities  such 
as  New  Bedford,  Fall  River,  Lynn,  Lowell,  Brockton,  Chicopee,  Holyoke,  Taunton, 
Peabody,  Attleboro  and  Gloucester. 

FEDERAL  AID  FOR  EDUCATION 

During  the  last  year  or  so,  citizens  interested  in  public  education  have  read  a 
great  deal  about  federal  aid  for  schools.  They  could  well  have  received  the  impres¬ 
sion  that  the  United  States  government  is  paying  or  is  about  to  pay  a  sizable  part  of 
the  cost  of  operating  our  schools.  We  are  currently  receiving  aid  from  a  wide  vari¬ 
ety  of  Federal  Acts,  old  and  new,  but  the  amount  of  aid  is  limited,  tied  with  strings 
requiring  expenditures  for  new  and  specific  projects  which  require  advance  approval 
by  the  State  Department  of  Education,  and  in  the  case  of  the  newest  program  -  the 
Elementary  and  Secondary  Education  Act  of  1965  -  with  a  proviso  that  the  projects 
undertaken  cannot  supplant  any  programs  that  the  schools  have  previously  carried 
on. 


The  oldest  federal  aid  laws  are  the  Smith  Hughes  Act  passed  in  1917  and  George- 
Barden  Act  which  was  amended  and  expanded  in  1964.  These  acts  provide  reim¬ 
bursement  for  vocational  teachers'  salaries,  and  also  -  in  the  amended  act  -  for  the 
purchase  of  shop  equipment.  The  basic  purpose  of  these  acts  is  to  promote  new  and 
expanded  programs.  Reimbursement  is  received  the  following  year  for  the  salaries 
of  teachers  of  new  courses,  usually,  but  not  always,  on  the  basis  of  100%  the  first 
year,  75%  the  second  year,  50%  the  third  year,  25%  the  fourth  year  and  then  no  reim¬ 
bursement  thereafter.  Under  these  acts  Weymouth  received  about  $39,000  in  1965 
due  to  the  establishment  of  new  courses  upon  the  opening  of  the  new  school  for  which 
new  teachers  were  added  over  a  three-year  period.  This  act  applies  also  to  Dis¬ 
tributive  Education,  for  which  we  have  received  $14,191  to  help  pay  the  teacher's 
salary  over  the  last  four  years. 
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The  Vocational  School  in  1965  received  $55,697  for  the  purchase  of  new  equip¬ 
ment,  an  unusually  large  allotment  not  likely  to  re-occur  in  future  years,  although  a 
grant  of  $15,000  towards  the  purchase  of  a  new  color  press  has  been  approved  for 
expenditure  in  1966.  The  Vocational  School  has  also  been  operating  Manpower  Train¬ 
ing  programs  for  some  two  years  to  train  out-of-school  youth  and  unemployed  men, 
for  which  the  government  pays  the  full  cost.  Under  these  programs  the  School  has 
also  received  considerable  new  equipment.  Thus  the  Vocational  School  in  recent 
years  has  really  benefited  to  a  great  extent  from  federal  grants. 

The  federal  aid  program  which  has  benefited  Weymouth  the  most  is  the  Impacted 
Area  Act,  Public  Law  874,  from  which  in  a  twelve-year  period  we  have  received 
about  $1,250,000  or  an  average  of  slightly  more  than  $100,000  per  year.  This  money 
is  based  on  the  number  of  Weymouth  pupils  whose  parents  live  or  work  on  federal 
property.  It  comes  with  no  restrictions  as  to  how  it  shall  be  spent  and  thus  can  be 
expended  for  any  purpose  at  the  discretion  of  the  School  Committee.  Since  1955,  the 
School  Committee  has  allowed  these  funds  to  be  deducted  from  the  annual  school  ap¬ 
propriation  before  the  appropriation  is  made  at  Town  Meeting,  thus  directly  reducing 
the  tax  rate.  In  many  towns  and  cities,  School  Committees  have  not  followed  this 
practice  but  instead  they  have  retained  the  grant  to  be  spent  through  the  year  for  any 
purpose  which  they  may  decide  is  worthwhile. 

The  National  Defense  Education  Act  of  1958  provided  funds  for  the  improvement 
of  instruction  in  science,  mathematics  and  foreign  languages  and  for  the  addition  of 
guidance  counselors  and  more  extensive  pupil  testing  programs.  This  Act  has  now 
been  extended  to  cover  the  whole  school  program,  although  the  small  amount  of  funds 
available  annually  remains  the  same.  In  the  last  seven  years  about  $104,000  has  been 
received  under  this  act.  This  year  additional  funds  are  held  in  reserve  by  the  State 
Department  of  Education  for  major  remodeling  and  equipment  purchases.  Under  this 
provision,  we  have  applied  for  approval  of  three  projects  in  the  high  school:  (1)  to 
divide  four  English  classrooms  to  better  utilize  space  in  housing  small  English  com¬ 
position  classes  in  the  team  teaching  program,  (2)  to  expand  the  capacity  of  one  of  the 
chemistry  laboratories,  (3)  and  to  install  tape  recorders  in  4  language  laboratory 
booths  at  the  High  School  and  the  Annex  not  now  so  equipped.  The  estimated  cost  of 
these  three  projects  is  $26,035.  All  of  this  money  must  be  appropriated  and  spent, 
then  in  1967  a  50  per  cent  reimbursement  will  be  received. 

Massachusetts  this  year  has  extended  the  federal  vocational  act  to  commercial 
programs  in  high  schools.  The  funds  are  allotted  on  the  basis  of  $7.00  for  each  pupil 
taking  the  business  course  and  for  9th  grade  pupils  planning  to  elect  the  business 
course  in  high  school.  On  this  basis,  Weymouth  is  eligible  for  $7,581  and  we  have 
applied  for  approval  of  a  project  to  purchase  new  equipment  and  instructional  materi¬ 
als. 


Under  the  new  Elementary  and  Secondary  Education  Act  of  1965,  Title  III,  Wey¬ 
mouth  is  eligible  for  a  grant  not  exceeding  $111,872  to  be  spent  previous  to  August 
31st  for  new  projects  to  be  designed  and  initiated  locally  for  improving  the  instruc¬ 
tion  and  the  adjustment  to  school  of  so-called  educationally  deprived  pupils.  As 
noted  above,  these  funds  must  be  for  instructional  programs  not  previously  carried 
on  or  for  the  expansion  of  programs  now  in  operation  with  the  expressed  goal  of  im¬ 
proving  instruction  for  educationally  deprived  pupils,  viz.,  pupils  who  for  one  reason 
or  another  are  not  making  satisfactory  progress  in  school.  Furthermore,  the  proj¬ 
ects  or  programs  must  be  carried  on  only  in  those  schools  with  the  greatest  concen¬ 
tration  of  such  pupils. 

Weymouth  is  now  awaiting  the  approval  of  a  project  submitted  to  the  State  De¬ 
partment  over  a  month  ago  which  would  provide  for  the  employment  of  a  project 
director  and  twelve  specialists  to  work  in  four  teams  with  these  slow  learning 
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children.  Two  teams  of  three  people  -  an  adjustment  counselor,  a  reading  specialist 
and  a  speech  therapist  -  will  work  in  probably  8  or  9  elementary  schools.  The  secon¬ 
dary  school  teams  will  include  two  remedial  English  and  reading  specialists,  a  re¬ 
medial  speech  consultant  and  an  adjustment  counselor  to  work  on  the  junior  high  level 
and  a  remedial  reading  specialist  and  a  work-study  coordinator  on  the  high  school 
level. 

The  project  also  requested  $31,375  for  remodeling  work  and  the  purchase  of  fur¬ 
niture  and  equipment  in  ten  buildings  in  an  attempt  to  provide  adequate  space  for  these 
specialists  to  work  with  pupils.  The  act  is  not  set  up  on  the  reimbursement  basis  but 
provides  for  the  full  cost  of  the  project  with  50  per  cent  of  the  funds  to  be  received  as 
an  advance  payment. 

This  new  act  was  obviously  designed  to  improve  instructional  programs  in  the 
slum  areas  of  large  cities  and  in  backward  rural  areas.  This  type  of  crash  program 
which  is  supposed  to  be  started  in  the  middle  of  a  school  year  presents  innumerable 
problems;  first,  one  of  recruiting  trained  specialists  who  are  in  short  supply  under 
normal  conditions;  second,  one  of  finding  suitable  instructional  and  conference  spaces 
in  crowded  school  buildings;  and  third,  one  of  mechanics  -  how  slow  children  are  to 
be  segregated  and  given  special  help. 

Anyone  reading  about  this  wide  array  of  federal  assistance  programs  under  which 
Weymouth  has  or  is  about  to  receive  numerous  grants  might  well  decide  that  the 
statement  made  in  the  beginning  of  this  discussion  (viz.,  that  the  federal  aid  programs 
are  small  in  size  and  limited  in  application)  has  been  largely  refuted.  But  one  needs 
to  put  the  amount  of  federal  aid  received  or  available  into  perspective.  Weymouth’s 
1966  school  budget  totals  $5,635,426.  In  1966  we  expect  to  receive  over  $750,000  in 
State  aid  for  schools  and  over  $75,000  income  from  tuition  and  miscellaneous  income. 
The  federal  receipts  available  to  reduce  the  school  budget  will  total  $148,909  and 
other  federal  aid  from  the  National  Defense  Act  may  reach  $15,000.  In  addition,  of 
course,  is  the  potential  availability  of  funds  for  the  project  for  educationally  de¬ 
prived  children,  which  will  be  of  no  help  to  the  real  estate  taxpayer. 

In  summary,  if  Weymouth  spends  $5,750,000  on  its  schools  in  1966,  over  80  per 
cent  of  the  cost  will  come  from  local  taxes,  over  13  per  cent  from  the  state,  1.3  per 
cent  from  tuition,  etc.,  and  less  than  5  per  cent  from  the  federal  government. 

A  closing  observation  -  if  the  federal  government  really  wants  to  aid  the  schools, 
and  give  some  relief  to  the  local  taxpayer,  Congress  should  pass  a  general  aid  act 
which  would  pay  perhaps  15  per  cent  of  the  annual  operating  costs  of  public  schools, 
the  money  being  paid  directly  to  the  local  school  districts  with  no  stipulations  or  re¬ 
strictions  as  to  how  it  should  be  spent. 

SCHOOL  BUILDING  NEEDS 

In  this  report  last  year  a  study  of  school  building  needs  was  recommended.  In 
October,  the  School  Committee  appointed  a  Citizens  Study  Committee  for  this  purpose. 
The  Committee  has  met  twice,  visited  school  buildings  and  organized  itself  into  sub¬ 
committees  for  preliminary  studies  as  follows:  Chairman  of  the  Committee:  Alex  J. 
Tanguy,  Vice  Chairman:  Edward  F.  Shields  and  Secretary:  William  G.  Pursell;  Sub¬ 
committee  on  Prediction  of  Enrollment:  William  E.  Pray,  Chairman  and  Norman  R. 
Gilbert,  Martin  J.  Joyce,  William  G.  Pursell  and  A.  Francis  Thompson;  Subcommittee 
on  Secondary  Grades,  7-12:  Edward  F.  Shields,  Chairman  and  Brian  M.  Kelly,  James 
J.  Fasino,  George  E.  Lane  and  George  H.  Thompson;  Subcommittee  on  Elementary 
Grades,  1-6:  Ralph  A.  Larson,  Chairman  and  Miss  Alice  E.  Fulton,  Elton  B.  Given,  Jr., 
Thomas  F.  Lynch  and  Norman  J.  Reilly. 
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At  the  Committee’s  first  meeting,  data  on  the  present  situation  was  presented 
the  Committee  showing:  (1)  an  enrollment  growth  of  1,128  pupils  in  the  last  four 
years  with  an  additional  165  more  pupils  expected  in  September  1966,  (2)  only  four 
vacant  elementary  classrooms  and  a  combined  junior  high-senior  high  enrollment 
this  year  of  5,556  pupils,  126  pupils  in  excess  of  the  normal  capacity  of  the  five 
buildings . 

The  Study  Committee's  first  essential  job  and  one  most  difficult  to  do  with  a 
high  degree  of  accuracy,  is  to  predict  the  amount  of  growth  in  future  school  enroll¬ 
ments.  The  Committee  has  yet  to  decide  whether  they  will  recommend  the  employ¬ 
ment  of  a  consultant  to  assist  and  advise  them  in  their  study.  A  prompt  and  compre¬ 
hensive  report  from  the  Study  Committee  will  facilitate  an  early  and  wise  decision  as 
to  the  future  building  needs  of  the  Weymouth  schools. 

New  developments  and  improvements  in  our  curriculum  and  instructional  pro¬ 
gram  continue.  In  this  connection,  it  is  suggested  that  the  reports  of  various  staff 
members  included  herewith  be  read,  particularly  those  of  the  High  School  Principal, 
the  Director  of  Instruction  and  the  Director  of  Audio-Visual  Aids. 

The  Weymouth  Schools  have  completed  another  year  of  service  to  the  youth  of  the 
community.  We  hope  that  some  progress  and  improvement  has  been  made  in  these 
services.  As  I  conclude  my  twenty -first  and  last  report,  I  would  like  to  emphasize 
my  great  appreciation  to  all  the  people  with  whom  I  have  had  the  privilege  of  working 
over  these  many  years  in  a  period  which  has  witnessed  far  reaching  changes  in 
American  schools,  including  that  small  segment,  the  public  schools  of  Weymouth, 
Massachusetts.  Change  and  progress  can  come  about  only  through  a  cooperative  team 
effort  by  all  concerned  and  the  staff  of  the  Weymouth  Schools  has  always  exemplified 
this  team  spirit  to  the  highest  degree. 

To  School  Committee  members  past  and  present  go  my  thanks  for  the  friendly 
counsel  and  support  which  I  have  enjoyed  over  the  years.  The  mutually  cooperative 
climate  in  which  we  have  worked  together  in  solving  the  inevitable  problems  of  a 
growing  school  system  has  made  the  task  easier  and  more  rewarding.

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SUPERVISION  AND  CURRICULUM,  GRADES  1-6 

Report  of  Helen  C.  McGovern, 

Director  of  Instruction 

No  report  of  the  instruction  offered  in  the  elementary  grades  in  Weymouth 
would  be  complete  without  an  acknowledgment  of  the  contributions  made  by  the 
former  Assistant  Superintendent  for  Instruction,  Mr.  Joseph  E .  Killory.  During 
his  three  years  as  Director  of  Instruction  and  Assistant  Superintendent  he  initiated 
and  carried  out  new  programs  of  instruction  all  of  which  were  designed  for  the  best 
interests  of  each  individual  child.  Mr.  Killory  is  a  true  educator  and  all  of  us  in 
Weymouth  are  better  for  having  had  the  opportunity  to  share  in  his  ideas. 

In  these  years  when  rapid  changes  are  occurring  in  so  many  areas  of  man's 
environment  the  elementary  school  is  faced  with  providing  a  foundation  of  learning 
which  will  prove  useful  or  realistic  ten  or  twenty  years  from  now.  To  meet  this 
challenge  the  curriculum  offered  must  be  constantly  developing  and  growing. 
Continuous  attention  must  be  given  to  it  so  that  each  child  may  have  significant 
educational  experiences.  It  is  our  desire  that  we  may  provide  these  experiences 
for  each  child  in  our  schools. 

CURRENT  PROGRAMS 

1.  Arithmetic 


The  modern  arithmetic  program  was  introduced  into  grade  six  this  year.  This 
program,  which  was  started  in  grades  one  to  four  in  1963,  is  now  established  in  all 
elementary  grades.  Early  this  year  a  workshop  in  modern  arithmetic  was  conducted 
for  all  new  teachers  and  for  all  sixth  grade  teachers. 

2.  French 


The  teaching  of  French  to  children  in  grades  five  and  six  is  continuing  this  year. 
However,  it  is  felt  that  an  evaluation  of  the  program  should  be  made  to  serve  as  a 
guide  in  planning  for  the  future. 

3.  Reading 

The  teaching  of  reading  is  accepted  as  one  of  the  major  responsibilities  of  the 
elementary  school.  We  are  concerned  with  assessing  the  needs,  the  readiness,  and 
the  capacity  of  each  child,  particularly  the  first  grade  child.  As  a  result  of  this 
assessment  we  would  hope  to  provide  appropriate  materials  and  instructional 
activities  which  will  help  the  child  grow  in  reading  competence. 

4.  Science 

With  the  completion  of  the  junior  high  science  outline  our  attention  will  now  be 
focused  on  science  in  the  elementary  grades.  A  committee  has  been  established  and 
is  working  to  develop  a  specific  outline  of  the  areas  to  be  studied  in  science  in  grades 
one  to  six.  This  committee  plans  to  consult  with  Mr.  John  Ghiorse,  Head  of  the 
Science  Department,  in  order  that  the  proposed  outline  may  correlate  with  the  one 
recently  developed  for  the  junior  high  grades. 
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5.  Writing 

As  a  result  of  an  experimental  program  carried  on  over  a  two  year  period, 
manuscript  writing  (lettering)  has  been  adopted  as  the  form  of  writing  taught  to 
all  children  in  grades  one  and  two  with  the  change  to  cursive  writing  coming 
during  the  latter  part  of  grade  two. 

6.  Special  Services 

We  have  in  our  schools  children  who  require  special  help  or  special  schooling 
to  meet  their  needs.  For  these  children  we  provide  the  services  of  a  school  psy¬ 
chologist,  an  adjustment  counselor,  two  speech  therapists,  special  class  teachers 
(for  both  trainable  and  educable  children)  and  two  teachers  for  home-bound  children. 

In  addition,  we  offer  the  services  of  ten  remedial  reading  teachers.  With  the 
addition  of  one  more  remedial  reading  teacher  this  year  all  elementary  schools 
in  Weymouth  are  receiving  this  valuable  remedial  help.  During  the  past  year  this 
instruction  was  offered  to  871  pupils.  Of  this  number  327  were  dismissed  for  the 
following  reasons:  219  because  they  had  reached  a  successful  level  of  reading,  95 
because  they  had  transferred  to  junior  high  or  another  school,  and  13  because  they 
were  unable  to  benefit  from  the  help  offered. 

7.  Supervision 


In  the  area  of  supervision  it  has  been  my  privilege  to  visit  in  the  classrooms 
of  experienced  teachers  and  teachers  new  to  Weymouth.  Recognizing  the  differences 
in  people  and  in  their  personalities  no  attempt  has  been  made  to  make  individuals 
conform  to  a  given  pattern  of  teaching.  Rather  there  has  been  a  sharing  of  ideas  and 
procedures  which  have  proven  to  be  of  value  to  all  and  in  particular  to  the  children. 

In  conclusion,  may  I  express  my  deep  appreciation  to  all  school  personnel  for 
their  willing  help  and  cooperation. 


WEYMOUTH  HIGH  SCHOOL 

Report  of  Wallace  L.  Whittle,  Principal 

The  students  and  staff  of  the  high  school  were  deeply  shocked  and  saddened  at  the 
sudden  death  of  Walter  Gutterson  who  has  been  Director  of  Guidance  in  Weymouth 
for  many  years.  We  are  fortunate,  however,  in  having  as  his  replacement  Miss 
Virginia  Nye,  who  is  particularly  well-qualified  to  carry  on  the  work  which  Mr. 
Gutterson  was  doing  so  well. 

Each  of  our  departments  has  been  busy  on  a  five-year  plan  to  improve  the 
curricular  and  the  teaching  thereof.  This  plan  extends  from  grades  seven  through 
twelve.  It  has  been  heartening  to  see  the  manner  in  which  the  teachers  have 
worked  and  cooperated  in  the  completion  of  these  plans.  Their  efforts  should  be 
appreciated. 

The  results  of  the  installation  of  IBM  equipment  have  far  exceeded  our  expec¬ 
tations  to  date.  The  teachers  estimate  that  already  each  teacher  has  been  saved 
thirty  to  forty  hours  of  paper  work  per  year  at  report  card  time  alone.  The  teachers 
may  now  concentrate  on  their  class  work  without  slighting  it  in  order  to  get  report 
cards  and  other  reports  out  on  time.

ANNUAL  REPORT 


Our  developmental  Reading  Program  has  remained  at  a  high  level.  It  has  be¬ 
come  so  popular  that  it  is  impossible  to  accommodate  all  students  who  are  interested 
in  taking  it.  Another  full-time  teacher  could  well  be  used  in  this  field.  The  effort 
to  encourage  reading  has  been  rewarding  as  the  number  of  students  in  the  summer 
reading  program  reached  a  new  high  this  year. 

With  the  aid  of  the  Guidance  Department,  we  are  making  a  survey  to  find  out, 
if  possible,  a  definite  comparison  in  the  results  of  team  teaching  classes  and 
regular  classes. 

This  year  marks  the  completion  of  the  transition  from  the  traditional  to  modern 
mathematics  in  our  senior  high  school.  Our  basic  mathematics  curriculum  measures 
up  to  the  standards  set  by  the  various  commissions  who  have  conducted  studies  in 
this  field.  However,  because  of  the  great  importance  of  this  subject  and  its  ever  in¬ 
creasing  role  in  the  technological  society  in  which  we  now  live,  much  time  will  be 
devoted  in  the  coming  months  to  develop  the  means  by  which  we  may  effect  sub¬ 
stantial  improvements  in  our  instructional  program  in  mathematics  education 
provided  by  our  school  is  adequate  for  the  needs  of  our  time.  One  method  for 
achieving  these  goals  would  be  through  a  National  Science  Foundation  Grant  which 
would  finance  a  Mathematics  Institute  in  the  Town  of  Weymouth.  Application  for 
such  an  institute  has  already  been  made  and,  if  acted  upon  favorably,  will  benefit 
the  entire  mathematics  program,  grades  one  through  twelve.  To  further  develop 
the  mathematical  capabilities  of  students  in  the  Advanced  Placement  Program, 
these  students,  under  the  guidance  of  the  English  Department,  will  now  be  asked 
to  do  their  major  research  paper  in  the  field  of  mathematics.  With  the  coopera¬ 
tion  of  the  Instructional  Materials  Center,  a  large  selection  of  filmstrips  has  been 
placed  in  the  mathematics  laboratory  to  be  used  for  remedial  purposes.  These 
self-teaching  devices  will  enable  the  student  to  gain  and  strengthen  concepts  and 
skills  in  mathematics.  The  Mathematics  Club  is  again  flourishing  and  member¬ 
ship  in  the  Greater  Boston  Mathematics  League  promises  to  provide  excitement 
and  pleasure  for  those  in  attendance. 

The  Social  Studies  Department  is  currently  involved  in  a  thorough  eval¬ 
uation  and  revision  process  for  the  Social  Studies  Program  of  Studies.  A  Junior 
High  School  Committee  and  a  High  School  Committee  have  been  meeting  at  regular 
intervals  toward  this  end.  A  great  deal  of  progress  has  been  made  thus  far  and 
from  these  meetings  have  come: 

1.  an  analysis  of  both  weaknesses  and  strong  points  of  the  present  program 

2.  a  statement  of  philosophy,  aims  and  objectives  for  the  Social  Studies 
Program 

3.  a  program  of  studies  for  grades  seven  through  twelve,  and  the 
necessary  steps  to  implement  the  program  now  being  considered. 

More  extensive  use  of  the  closed-circuit  television  has  been  undertaken 
during  the  past  year.  The  television  provides  a  tremendous  aid  to  social  studies 
teaching  in  that  both  students  and  teachers  become  involved  in  lesson  presentation. 
During  the  past  year  in  illustrated  lecture  on  World  War  I  was  presented  with 
excellent  results.  A  program  involving  a  panel  discussion  on  the  'Vietnam  Crises" 
was  prepared  and  presented  by  a  group  of  students  with  very  good  results.  More 
of  this  type  of  programming  is  planned  for  the  future. 

A  group  of  Senior  High  School  students  participated  in  the  annual  Student 
Government  Day  Exchange  Program  in  cooperation  with  the  State  Department 
of  Education  in  March.  Weymouth  was  host  to  a  group  of  Newton-South  High 
School  students  who  spent  a  day  studying  town  government  in  Weymouth,  the 
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highlight  of  which  was  attendance  at  Town  Meeting.  Weymouth  students  visited  Newton 
for  an  "on-the-spot"  look  at  city  government.  A  group  of  high  school  students  under 
the  direction  of  a  faculty  advisor  participated  in  the  East  Coast  Model  United  Nations 
at  Newburyport  High  School.  Representing  the  country  of  Cyprus,  the  students  pro¬ 
vided  an  active  and  leadership  role  in  the  conference. 

After  an  evaluation  of  the  team  teaching  approach  in  Problems  of  Democracy 
it  was  decided  to  continue  this  method  in  view  of  its  obvious  success.  The  Problems 
of  Democracy  course  was  revised  so  as  to  include  one  full  semester  for  all  classes 
in  the  area  of  Ideology  and  World  Affairs. 

The  Language  Department  offers  a  variety  of  programs  to  students.  They  may 
elect  French  as  early  as  grade  seven,  which  would  give  them  six  years  of  consecu¬ 
tive  study  towards  mastery  of  this  language.  Spanish  may  be  elected  in  grade  ten, 
and  continued  for  a  three-year  sequence,  an  offering  which  meets  college  entrance 
requirements,  and  establishes  a  solid  basis  for  further  study  of  this  language. 

Students  may  elect  Latin  in  grade  nine  for  a  four-year  sequence,  or  in  grade  ten 
for  a  three-year  sequence.  This  program  more  than  meets  college  requirements 
and  provides  a  continuity  for  those  who  will  continue  Latin  in  college.  Students  who 
participate  in  the  full  three-or-four  year  sequence  may  profit  from  the  enjoyment 
of  reading  Latin  literature,  and  gain  appreciation  of  cultural,  historical  and 
humanistic  contributions  of  Roman  civilization.  Russian  may  be  offered  in 
September,  1966,  if  sufficient  student  interest  is  shown.  German,  too,  may  be 
added  to  the  curriculum  whenever  sufficient  student  interest  warrants  it. 

The  modern  Foreign  Language  Department  is  working  towards  better 
coordination  between  schools  and  different  levels  of  the  program.  A  study  is 
currently  being  made  by  the  department  to  determine  the  respective  advantages 
of  our  audio-lingual  and  our  traditional  courses.  The  present  impression  of  the 
department  is  that  a  trend  towards  combining  the  best  of  both  methods  would  be 
beneficial  to  students,  and  would  be  approved  by  all. 

The  Home  Economics  Department  has  increased  the  scope  of  offerings  this 
year  by  adding  a  course  in  Clothing  Design.  This  is  in  addition  to  the  present 
course  of  study  which  includes  Nutrition,  Chefs'  Class,  Clothing  Construction, 
and  Food  Planning  and  Preparation.  The  new  course  emphasizes  the  basic 
principles  of  clothing  design  and  fitting  through  the  use  of  flat  pattern  techniques, 
drafting,  sketching,  shading  and  construction.  Through  team  teaching,  correlation 
of  the  Art  Department  and  the  Home  Economics  Department  provides  necessary 
background  and  experience  for  students  who  are  interested  in  the  field  of  clothing 
design  to  gain  valuable  experience  and  knowledge. 

CHEM  STUDY  Chemistry  was  expanded  from  five  to  seven  divisions  of 
College  Preparatory  Juniors  this  year.  Two  teachers  are  now  using  the  full 
CHEM  STUDY  program  with  two  hundred  pupils.  Further  expansion  is  unlikely, 
since  the  activities  of  this  course  require  almost  daily  use  of  the  laboratory,  and 
our  two  Chemistry  laboratories  are  now  being  used  to  capacity  by  our  five 
hundred  Chemistry  students. 

BSCS  (Yellow  Version)  is  being  tried  out  on  a  limited  scale  at  present.  Full 
implementation  of  this  course,  which  is  also  laboratory  oriented,  would  require 
some  revisions  in  facilities  and  scheduling. 

APPLIED  CHEMISTRY,  instituted  a  year  ago,  has  attracted  a  full  quota  of 
students,  leading  us  to  believe  that  a  similar  course  in  Biology  would  prove 
successful,  if  offered.  The  Applied  Chemistry  and  Applied  Physics  sections  are 
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at  times  joined  into  a  single  class.  For  example,  the  combined  groups  are  instructed 
in  Basic  Electricity  by  two  teachers  working  as  a  team.  Also,  once  a  month  through¬ 
out  the  year,  these  classes  are  brought  together  for  lectures  by  visiting  scientists. 
These  people  come  from  local  industries  and  speak  on  their  specialties.  The  program 
was  set  up  by  Mr.  Michael  Gregory,  formerly  on  our  faculty,  and  Miss  Mary  L.  Pottle, 
NESSAC  Liaison  Officer.  Continuing  collaboration  between  Weymouth  High  School 
librarians  and  the  science  teachers  is  producing  an  outstanding  set  of  science  books 
both  for  reference  and  for  general  reading. 

Weymouth  High  School  students  and  teachers  participated  in  many  science 
conferences  and  field  trips  during  the  year.  Among  these  were  the  annual  NEREM 
meeting  at  the  Commonwealth  Armory,  the  Holiday  Lecture  Series  at  Massachusetts 
Institute  of  Technology,  the  American  Chemical  Society  Competitive  Examinations, 
and  a  tour  of  the  Mallory  Corporation  Research  Center.  One  of  our  seniors,  Edward 
Baker,  and  a  science  teacher,  Mr.  Robert  B.  O'Meara,  spent  two  days  at  the  Bell 
Laboratories,  Murray  Hill,  New  Jersey,  as  guests  of  the  Bell  Telephone  Company. 

In  January  a  demonstration-type  lecture  entitled  "This  Atomic  World"  was  pre¬ 
sented  to  the  entire  school  by  a  specialist  from  the  Atomic  Energy  Commission. 

The  lecturer  followed  up  his  talk  in  informal  discussions  with  science  classes. 

The  Business  Education  Department,  through  the  courses  and  activities 
offered,  prepares  students  for  vocations  in  business  and  also  develops  attitudes 
and  ideals  necessary  for  successful  living.  Vocational  education  is  available  to 
all  students  who  elect  the  Business  Course.  The  high  degree  of  training  is  indi¬ 
cated  by  the  percentage  of  student  placement,  the  success  achieved  by  graduates, 
and  the  esteem  afforded  Weymouth  students  by  employers.  The  excellent  facilities 
and  up-to-date  equipment  contribute  to  the  effective  instruction  of  students  for 
employment  in  the  modern  business  office.  Our  students  participate  each  year 
in  an  area  typewriting  contest.  We  are  proud  to  say  that  last  year  Weymouth  won 
the  two  top  awards.  One  trophy  was  for  speed  and  accuracy  and  the  other  was  for 
re-arranging  a  rough  draft  the  most  quickly  and  accurately.  We  have  always  been 
very  proud  of  the  accomplishment  of  our  stenographers.  All  students  have  to  pass 
the  Gregg  Test  at  the  rate  of  100  words  per  minute.  A  great  many  students  pass 
the  120  words-per-minute  test  and  a  few  pass  the  test  at  140  words-per-minute, 
which  is  more  than  the  average  business  school  requires.  Students  are  given  a 
strong  background  in  bookkeeping  and  commercial  law  in  addition  to  being  taught 
the  fundamentals  of  the  most  modern  business  machine.

WEYMOUTH  VOCATIONAL  TECHNICAL  HIGH  SCHOOL 

Report  of  Ray  G.  Parker,  Director 

The  enrollment  of  this  school  on  October  1,  1965  was  383,  an  increase  of 
thirty-seven  over  1964. 
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The  Structural  Design  course  in  the  field  of  architecture  has  an  enrollment  of 
sixteen  and  these  students,  of  post  high  school  grade,  come  from  six  towns  around 
the  South  Shore.  The  students  receive  instruction  in  strength  of  material,  review  of 
mathematics,  physics  and  about  twenty-five  periods  of  drafting  and  design.  The 
achievement  of  this  group  is  very  encouraging  and  it  appears  that  they  should  have 
no  difficulty  in  their  field  of  training  when  they  finish  the  two-year  course. 

There  have  been  several  changes  in  the  faculty  this  year.  The  director  is 
retiring  December  31,  1965,  and  John  F.  Collins,  who  was  formerly  the  head  of 
the  Graphic  Arts  Department,  was  appointed  as  the  new  director.  Herman  Perry 
was  transferred  to  the  Graphic  Arts  related  classes.  Robert  F.  Stenberg  was 
appointed  as  a  Graphic  Arts  teacher  to  supervise  the  press  room  area.  The 
Graphic  Arts  Department  enjoys  an  excellent  reputation  in  the  trade  as  well  as 
with  those  in  education  who  are  acquainted  with  the  training  offered.  We  were 
most  fortunate  in  having  a  grant  of  $47,800.00,  under  P.L.  88210  which  was  used 
to  further  upgrade  the  equipment  and  training  in  Graphic  Arts  by  installing  two 
units  in  the  hot  metal  field  of  composition  which  included  controls  on  two  linotype 
machines  which  allow  these  to  be  run  either  by  tape  or  hand  operation.  There  are 
two  tape  punching  units  which  are  needed  with  these  operations  and  they  in  turn 
provide  an  additional  training  area.  This  is  called  Electronically  Automated  Tape 
Controlled  Equipment.  In  addition  to  these  we  have  two  tape  punching  machines 
which  are  used  with  photo  composition  equipment  for  cold  type  composition.  The 
product  from  this  machine  goes  directly  to  the  offset  area  for  reproduction.  At 
the  present  time  we  are  hoping  to  add  a  two-color  offset  press  which  will  cost  about 
$29,000.00.  Industry  will  pay  for  about  41%,  Federal  Government  under  P.L.  88-210 
will  pay  51%  and  the  Town  of  Weymouth  will  pay  8%.  When  this  equipment  is  installed 
we  will  be  prepared  to  offer  training  in  all  areas  of  the  trade.  David  A.  Murley,  a 
graduate  of  North  Adams  State  College,  was  appointed  to  teach  the  Sophomore 
English  Classes.  Edward  J.  Vinskey,  an  experienced  carpenter  and  contractor  of 
thirty  years,  was  appointed  to  replace  Philip  Henley,  who  was  transferred  to  the 
woodworking  related  classes. 

The  Auto  Repair  Department  needs  to  be  ever  alert  to  the  changes  of  equipment 
required  by  the  engineering  in  the  automotive  industry  and  we  were  able  to  obtain  an 
allotment  of  about  $9,000.00  from  Federal  Funds  under  P.S.  88-210.  This  sum  was 
used  to  purchase  the  following  equipment,  some  of  which  was  new,  and  some  was  to 
replace  units  which  had  become  out  of  date:  one  Sun  Tune  Up  Equipment,  one  Sun 
Distributor  Tester,  one  Bear  Auto  Roll  (Dynamometer),  one  Brake  Drum  Lathe 
and  Grinder,  one  Bear  Brake  Bleeder,  one  Bear  Wheel  Balancer  (on  car),  one 
wheel  balancer  (off  car),  one  Coates  Tire  Changer,  one  Kleer-Flo  Cleaning  Tank 
and  one  Jenny  Steam  Cleaner.  This  list  of  equipment  is  needed  as  the  boys  must 
be  trained  on  modern  equipment  otherwise  they  will  not  be  valuable  workmen  in 
the  trade.  The  Auto  Repair  Department,  under  the  supervision  of  Frank  H.  Meda 
and  Edwin  C.  Young  as  shop  instructors,  completed  385  jobs,  with  a  market  value 
of  $45,805.57.  The  related  teacher  is  Henry  E.  Marshman. 

The  Auto  Body  Department,  under  the  supervision  of  Edward  J.  Phillips, 
completed  130  jobs,  with  a  market  value  of  $15,364.50.  The  related  teacher  in 
this  department  is  James  W.  Thompson. 

The  Cabinetmaking  Department,  under  the  supervision  of  Henry  J.  Centola, 
shop  instructor,  completed  148  jobs,  with  a  market  value  of  $24,071.76.  Philip 
Henley  shares  his  time  with  the  Cabinetmaking  Department  and  the  Carpentry 
Department. 
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The  Carpentry  Department,  under  the  supervision  of  Edward  Vinskey,  shop  in¬ 
structor  and  Fred  Carlson,  instructor  in  charge  of  outside  construction,  such  as  the 
house  building  project,  completed  350  jobs,  with  a  market  value  of  $35,412.75. 
Bryant  Anderson  is  the  related  drawing  teacher  for  the  woodworking  classes,  the 
auto  repair  and  auto  body  classes.  His  job  is  to  design  the  homes  and  other  projects, 
which  are  constructed  in  the  woodworking  shops.  The  home  which  was  built  for 
Edward  O'Leary,  a  garrison  style  house  of  six  rooms  and  rear  porch  was  com¬ 
pleted  in  June  1965.  The  house  which  is  being  built  this  year  is  for  Harold  M. 

Allonen  of  15  Linway  Street,  South  Weymouth.  This  house  will  have  seven  rooms 
and  a  garage.  Each  year  the  sophomores  have  a  project  to  provide  house  carpentry 
experience  for  them,  where  there  is  no  machinery  used,  but  all  hand  tools.  This 
is  a  tool  shed  8  x  12  feet  with  a  2/3  span  roof  and  carriage  house  style  doors.  This 
is  built  of  pre-fab  construction. 

The  Electronics  Department  under  the  supervision  of  Charles  Hollisian  and 
Arthur  Vuilleumier  as  laboratory  instructors  completed  120  jobs,  with  a  market 
value  of  $1,889.60.  It  must  be  remembered  the  training  in  this  department  is  lab¬ 
oratory  work  and  not  productive  in  nature.  Leo  O'Reilly  is  the  related  instructor 
and  Donald  Regan  teaches  the  first  and  second  year  Algebra,  Geometry  and  Physics. 
June  1965  was  the  first  graduating  class  of  this  department,  and  we  are  pleased  to 
hear  that  the  places  where  the  boys  are  employed  report  their  training  is  excellent. 

The  Graphic  Arts  Department  under  the  supervision  of  John  Collins,  Herman 
Perry  and  Melvin  Dunn  completed  382  jobs,  with  a  market  value  of  $26,530.36. 
George  Nott  was  the  related  teacher  until  his  transfer  to  shop  work. 

The  Sheet  Metal  Department,  under  the  supervision  of  Harold  Clarke,  com¬ 
pleted  339  jobs,  with  a  market  value  of  $18,080.32.  James  Boland,  who  is  in  charge 
of  related  work  in  this  department,  designs  the  forced  warm  air  heating,  and  the 
other  major  jobs  which  are  made  in  the  metal  shop.  The  heating  systems  which 
have  been  installed  have  a  remarkable  record  of  economy.  This  proved  it  seems, 
that  the  planning  in  the  related  room  must  be  very  efficient. 

The  total  value  of  production  this  year  was  $167,154.86  and  this  indicates 
that  the  training  is  good.  All  vocational  education  is  expected  to  train  under  the 
same  conditions  as  found  in  the  trade.  Weymouth  has  always  discouraged  practice 
work  except  in  the  Electronics  Department,  and  this  department  is  used  as  a 
laboratory.  The  placement  in  the  school  is  always  one  of  the  highest  in  the  state  - 
well  over  90%  of  the  boys  enter  the  trade  for  which  they  are  trained.  This  is  due 
in  no  small  measure,  to  the  conscientious  efforts  of  Otto  H.  Mahn,  who  concentrates 
on  the  areas  of  placement  and  guidance.  It  must  be  remembered  that  it  is  very 
desirable  to  have  a  contact  man  who  creates  a  good  impression  of  our  school  in 
industry  and  Mr.  Mahn  does  this. 

This  school  is  involved  in  the  Manpower  Development  Training  Act  as 
follows:  The  training  offered  in  the  Sheet  Metal  trade  started  August  31,  1964 
and  terminated  November  12,  1965.  There  were  twelve  sections  of  six  weeks 
each,  and  there  were  about  230  men  trained,  at  a  cost  of  $42,046.00,  which  came 
from  Federal  Funds  under  the  Public  Law  88-210.  There  were  three  courses 
in  Electronic  Mechanics.  These  courses  are  of  1250  hours  each,  and  they  started 
September  17,  1963,  and  will  terminate  August  26,  1966,  at  a  total  cost  of  $73,000.00. 

The  Vocational  Teachers'  Club  sponsors  a  Merit  Award  program  which  provides 
a  certificate  to  the  boy  in  each  department  who  is  rated  best  in  scholarship,  punctu¬ 
ality  and  school  citizenship.  The  winners  for  the  year  were:  Merle  E.  Noddin,  Auto 
Body;  James  P.  Ashe,  Auto  Repair;  James  E.  Cobbett,  Jr.,  Cabinetmaking;  Ronald 
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W.  Knudsen,  Richard  W.  Ahlstedt,  Carpentry;  Kenneth  R.  Hurlburt,  Electronics; 

David  H.  Killam,  Graphic  Arts  and  Kenneth  R.  Knudsen,  Sheet  Metal. 

The  chairman  of  the  Student  Government  Committee  is  Timothy  O.  Hanifan  of 
the  Carpentry  Department.  There  are  twenty-five  members  of  this  group,  who  are 
primarily  concerned  with  good  school  citizenship.  Timothy  is  also  president  of  the 
Senior  Class  of  1966.  Ralph  Poland,  who  was  president  of  the  Senior  Class  for  the 
year  1964-65,  represented  the  school  at  Student  Government  Day  in  the  State  House, 
as  a  Representative.  Walter  Julian,  a  senior  of  the  Auto  Repair  Department  was 
chosen  to  represent  the  school  at  the  Jewish  War  Veterans  breakfast  at  Boston  College, 
their  theme  being  "Classmates  Today  and  Neighbors  Tomorrow."  Later  he  was 
invited  to  a  breakfast  at  the  Jewish  Community  Center,  where  he  was  presented 
with  a  certificate  of  Citizenship.  The  seniors  visited  the  Quincy  District  Court 
and  the  South  Weymouth  Naval  Air  Station.  These  trips  are  sponsored  by  the 
Problems  of  Democracy  classes. 

It  has  been  the  custom  for  many  years  for  the  boys  during  a  shop  week  to  visit 
industry,  where  they  can  see  the  type  of  work  they  are  being  trained  for  done  on  a 
commercial  scale.  The  seniors  in  the  Graphic  Arts  Department  were  invited  to 
visit  the  Wheelwright  Paper  Mills  at  Fitchburg,  which  is  a  division  of  Rourke-Eno 
Paper,  and  the  Meade  Paper  Company.  The  companies  invited  the  boys  to  have 
lunch  at  the  Old  Mill  at  Westminster,  and  also  provided  bus  transportation  for 
the  trip.  The  two  boys  from  the  Graphic  Arts  Department  who  attended  the  Graphic 
Arts  Institute  Career  Day  were  John  P.  Ingram  and  Douglas  H.  Brown. 

Weymouth  was  host  to  the  "Trouble  Shooting  Contest",  which  is  sponsored  by 
Chrysler-Plymouth  each  year  for  the  Automotive  Repair  courses  in  about  twenty- 
five  schools  in  the  eastern  section  of  Massachusetts.  Henry  Marshman  was  the 
chairman  of  this  event  and  he  deserves  a  great  deal  of  credit  for  carrying  out  a 
most  difficult  program  with  excellent  results.  The  two  contestants  from  Weymouth 
were  John  Knox  and  Robert  Baker.  The  schools  who  won  the  contest  were  Newton 
Technical,  New  Bedford  Vocational  and  Peabody  Vocational.  There  were  about  3,000 
people  who  attended  this  contest  in  one  capacity  or  another. 

The  Driver  Training  Program,  which  is  handled  by  Otto  H.  Mahn,  has  been  very 
successful  during  the  past  year  and  our  records  indicate  that  37  students  have  re¬ 
ceived  their  licenses  through  this  program. 

The  following  Evening  School  classes  were  offered:  Carpentry  Apprentice, 
with  an  enrollment  of  fourteen,  with  Philip  Henley  as  instructor;  Blue  Print 
Reading  and  Architectural  Drawing,  with  an  enrollment  of  fifteen,  and  Richard 
Harding  as  instructor;  Offset  Printing,  with  an  enrollment  of  twenty-four  and 
Melvin  Dunn  as  instructor;  Photo  Composition,  with  an  enrollment  of  fourteen, 
with  George  Nott  as  instructor,  and  Electronics,  with  an  enrollment  of  seventeen, 
and  Anthony  Alagero  as  instructor. 

Of  the  383  students  enrolled  in  the  Vocational  School,  fifty -eight  are  non¬ 
residents.  There  are  thirty  of  these  who  are  sophomores,  twelve  juniors,  two 
seniors  and  fourteen  post  graduates.  These  students  come  from  seventeen  cities 
and  towns  on  the  South  Shore.

LIBRARY  SERVICES 

The  Library  is  for  the  use  of  all  residents  of  Weymouth.  Temporary  residents 
are  entitled  to  the  same  privileges  as  permanent  residents.  Non-residents  may  bor- 
rowbooks  upon  payment  of  an  annual  fee  of  $3.00. 

A  Library  card  entitles  the  holder  to  borrow  books,  magazines,  pamphlets  and 
pictures  for  home  use.  Phonograph  records  may  be  borrowed  at  the  Main  Library,  and 
the  North  Branch  now  circulates  children's  records.  The  Library  card  must  be  pre¬ 
sented  when  books  and  records  are  borrowed. 

The  Children's  Room  at  the  Main  Library  and  Children's  Departments  at  the 
Branch  Libraries  provide  books  and  reading  guidance  for  the  boys  and  girls.  Chil¬ 
dren  under  Senior  High  School  age  are  entitled  to  a  card  if  the  application  is  signed 
by  a  parent  or  guardian.  Story  hours  for  the  younger  children  are  held  throughout  the 
winter  months: 

Main  Library:  Pre-School,  Thursday  10  A.M. 

Grades  1-up,  Thursday  2:15  and  3:20  P.M. 

North  Branch:  Pre-School,  Friday,  10  A.M.;  Grades  1-4,  Friday,  3:15  P.M. 

Reference  service  is  available  at  the  Library  or  by  telephone. 

For  the  convenience  of  residents  in  the  various  parts  of  the  Town  there  is  a 
weekly  exchange  of  books  from  all  Branch  Libraries.  A  Library  card  is  valid  at  any 
Branch  or  at  the  Main  Library.  There  is  also  a  weekly  exchange  of  books  with  the 
Fogg  Library.

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EIGHTY-SEVENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES 
OF  THE  TUFTS  LIBRARY 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Weymouth: 

"By  the  liberality  of  the  Town,  the  Tufts  Library  and  reading  room  are  now  lo¬ 
cated  in  a  substantial  and  appropriate  building,  with  commodious  and  attractive  apart¬ 
ments  for  each,  with  ample  dimensions,  as  the  Trustees  believe,  for  their  needs  during 
the  life  of,  at  least,  a  generation  of  its  citizens,  and  at  a  cost  not  exceeding  the  sum 
appropriated  by  it  to  that  use."  With  the  sentence  above,  the  Trustees  of  Tufts  Li¬ 
brary  began  their  report  to  the  Town  Meeting  in  1892.  The  same  sentences  might 
well  be  used  by  the  present  Board  of  Trustees  in  their  report  to  the  Town  Meeting  of 
this,  our  year  1966. 

The  Trustees  of  Tufts  Library  are  pleased  to  report  that  the  new  library  building 
in  Weston  Park  is  now  completed,  except  for  a  few  small  items  left  on  the  punch 
sheet.  The  building  was  opened  to  the  public  on  Saturday,  November  27,  and  open 
house  and  dedication  will  be  held  on  Sunday  afternoon,  January  16,  1966. 

The  staff  and  Trustees  find  the  new  building  convenient  and  functional  and  the 
public  seems  to  concur  with  them  in  this  opinion.  The  building  is  being  used  to  a 
much  greater  extent  than  could  ever  have  been  possible  in  the  old  building  in  Wash¬ 
ington  Square. 

This  leaves  only  one  major  capital  outlay  project  left  in  Town  as  far  as  the  Tufts 
Library  is  concerned.  There  is  great  need  for  a  new  branch  library  building  in  East 
Weymouth.  The  present  rented  quarters  are  crowded  and  inconvenient,  and  there  is 
no  opportunity  for  the  expansion  this  busy  branch  is  capable  of.  Study  of  a  site  for  a 
new  branch  library  should  be  commenced  in  the  very  near  future. 

The  Trustees  are  grieved  to  record  the  death  of  one  Trustee  and  one  former 
Trustee  this  year. 

Mr.  Walter  C.  Gutterson  died  on  October  16,  and  Mr.  H.  Forrest  Wilson  on  May 
14.  Both  of  these  men  were  Trustees  of  Tufts  Library  a  long  time  and  were  most 
devoted  servants  of  the  Town.  Mr.  Gutterson  served  as  Trustee  from  1948  until 
his  death,  and  Mr.  Wilson  from  1946  to  March,  1965. 

The  Trustees  have  voted  to  name  the  Young  Adults  section  of  the  new  library 
building  in  memory  of  Mr.  Gutterson,  whose  service  as  guidance  director  in  the 
Weymouth  school  system  covered  its  entire  period.  Mr.  Wilson  was  also  an  edu¬ 
cator  all  of  his  life. 

Another  loss  to  the  library  was  caused  by  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Richard 
Reidy.  He  served  as  Trustee  from  1952.  He  proved  a  most  useful  member  of  the 
Board. 

The  Trustees  thank  Miss  Christine  Evarts  and  the  other  citizens  who  were  ap¬ 
pointed  to  serve  with  them  on  the  Tufts  Library  Building  Committee.  Also  Mrs. 
Eleanor  Cooney,  the  Town  Librarian.  Their  wise  counsel  and  cooperation  were  most 
outstanding  in  the  planning  and  building  of  the  new  library  building.

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The  culmination  of  many  months  of  planning  came  in  late  November,  when  the  new 
main  library  was  opened  for  service.  The  staff  had  spent  much  time  readying  the  book 
collection  for  the  move  from  the  old  building  to  the  new  location  on  Broad  Street.  The 
collection  had  been  weeded  for  outdated  material,  many  books  were  rebound,  others 
were  cleaned.  Some  equipment  was  refinished  for  use  in  the  new  building,  other  pieces 
were  assigned  to  branch  and  station  libraries  where  needed.  A  professional  mover 
was  hired  to  transport  the  60,000  volumes,  card  catalogs  and  equipment.  Service  at 
the  old  building  in  Washington  Square  ceased  on  Saturday,  November  20th.  We  opened 
for  business  the  next  Saturday  in  our  new  building,  thanks  to  the  joint  efforts  of  the 
mover,  the  staff,  and  many  volunteers. 

The  spacious  quarters,  the  good  lighting  and  attractive  surroundings,  are  enabling 
the  staff  to  offer  better  library  service  to  the  people  of  Weymouth.'  In  one  month’s  time 
we  note  more  people,  both  adults  and  children,  using  the  library,  an  increase  in  ref¬ 
erence  work,  the  opportunity  to  present  pre-school  story  hours,  the  use  of  the  meeting 
room  by  civic  groups.  Better  physical  facilities,  such  as  the  new  cabinets  for  the  card 
catalog,  with  ample  room  around  them,  have  increased  use  of  assets  the  library  al¬ 
ready  possessed.  The  bookstack  with  its  wide  aisles  has  encouraged  browsing  by 
more  readers  and  makes  the  locating  of  desired  books  much  easier.  We  can  now  open 
the  high  school  room  to  junior  high  students  and  offer  them  a  wider  range  of  material. 

Several  thousand  dollars  worth  of  reference  books  were  added  to  the  library  by  a 
federal  grant  made  under  the  Library  Services  Act.  A  gift  of  two  hundred  fifty  dollars 
from  the  South  Shore  Community  Concert  Association  in  memory  of  Mrs.  Herbert  B. 
Shaftoe  will  enable  us  to  purchase  music  materials. 

A  new  outlet  for  service  was  established  when  the  Weymouth  Housing  for  the 
Elderly  project  opened.  About  300  volumes  from  the  library  are  shelved  in  the  Recre¬ 
ation  building  there  for  the  use  of  residents.  Since  better  facilities  for  adults  are 
available  at  the  new  main  library  and  at  the  North  Branch  Library,  the  station  li¬ 
braries  at  Homestead  and  Weymouth  Heights  now  serve  only  children  and  are  no  longer 
open  to  the  general  public. 

Branch  librarians  as  well  as  the  reference  staff  note  that  1965  was  the  busiest  yet 
in  the  use  of  reference  books  and  periodicals  within  the  library.  This  may  account  in 
part  for  the  slight  drop  in  the  circulation  of  books  for  home  use. 

The  Children's  Department  and  the  branch  libraries  carried  on  a  busy  schedule  of 
visits  from  elementary  school  classes  for  instruction  in  the  use  of  the  library.  3,281 
children  participated  in  the  reading  program  and  received  certificates  last  June.  The 
use  of  the  station  libraries  by  elementary  school  children  continues  to  grow.  At  the 
Adams  School  we  are  fortunate  to  have  a  larger  room  this  year.  I  hope  that  the  school 
system  will  soon  be  able  to  offer  school  library  facilities  to  all  Weymouth  elementary 
pupils.  What  the  public  library  now  does  in  five  schools  can  serve  as  a  demonstration 
of  the  benefits  of  easy  access  to  library  materials  for  all  pupils. 

The  public  has  enjoyed  many  displays  furnished  to  the  libraries  in  the  course  of 
the  past  year  by  local  groups.  We  appreciate  the  flowers  supplied  by  the  Weymouth 
Gardeners  and  the  Weymouth  Garden  Club,  the  paintings  and  handicrafts  loaned  by  the 
Art  Association,  the  Weymouth  Senior  Citizens,  Boy  and  Girl  Scouts  and  Campfire 
Girls.  Many  young  people  served  as  volunteer  helpers  throughout  the  library  system. 
Several  women  members  of  the  Friends  of  the  Weymouth  Libraries  again  delivered 
books  to  shut-in  regularly.  To  them  all  and  to  the  Friends  of  the  Weymouth  Libraries 
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I  extend  my  thanks.  I  am  especially  grateful  for  the  support  of  our  trustees  and  our 
library  staff  in  an  arduous  yet  rewarding  year.

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PROGRESS  REPORT  OF  THE  BUILDING  COMMITTEE 

OF  THE  TUFTS  LIBRARY 

January  1,  1966 


In  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  Town  Meeting  on  June  15,  1964,  the  Building 
Committee  of  the  Tufts  Library  signed  a  contract  with  Marshall  Contractors,  Inc.  of 
East  Providence,  Rhode  Island,  the  lowest  bidder,  to  erect  a  new  Tufts  Library 
building  according  to  the  plans  and  specifications  of  the  architectural  firm  of  Alderman 
and  MacNeish  of  West  Springfield,  Massachusetts.  Ground  for  this  building  was  broken 
on  July  29,  1964.  Throughout  the  succeeding  months  its  construction  has  been  closely 
watched  by  the  Committee  and  competently  supervised  by  the  architect  and  the  Clerk  of 
the  Works. 

On  November  15,  1965  the  Committee  took  possession  of  the  building  as  substanti¬ 
ally  completed.  Moving  of  the  library  from  the  old  building  in  Washington  Square 
started  on  November  22nd  and  was  so  efficiently  organized  by  the  mover  and  the  Town 
Librarian  that  service  could  be  resumed  in  the  new  building  on  November  27th,  1965. 

The  new  library  has  generous  areas  for  reference  work  and  for  browsing  and  home 
reading  services.  A  Weymouth  Room  provides  space  for  a  local  history  collection. 
There  is  a  room  for  books  on  art  and  music  in  which  there  is  also  a  loan  collection  of 
records  and  phonographs  where  borrowers  may  listen  to  music  with  earphones.  On 
the  lower  floor  is  located  the  Children's  Library  with  its  own  entrance,  and  there  is 
also  a  Meeting  Room,  available  for  group  meetings  of  a  civic  or  cultural  nature,  as 
well  as  library  sponsored  programs.  The  Young  Adults'  Library,  serving  the  young 
people  of  High  School  age,  has  been  dedicated  by  the  Building  Committee  and  the 
Board  of  Trustees  in  memory  of  Walter  C.  Gutter  son,  a  long  time  trustee,  who  con¬ 
tributed  much  to  aid  the  work  of  the  Building  Committee ,  and  whose  guidance  service 
to  the  High  School  students  of  Weymouth  make  the  dedication  of  this  room  especially 
appropriate . 

Although  the  library  is  now  in  operation,  the  responsibilities  of  the  Building  Com¬ 
mittee  are  not  yet  completed.  The  contractor  is  in  the  process  of  completing  work  for 
which  he  is  responsible.  Most  of  the  furnishings  for  the  building  have  been  received 
and  installed  and  remaining  items  are  on  order.  It  is  anticipated  that  final  work  on  the 
building  will  be  completed  in  the  spring  of  1966  when  work  on  the  grounds  can  be  re¬ 
sumed.  The  Building  Committee  has  held  all  expenditures  within  its  budget  and  will 
submit  a  full  accounting  to  the  town  upon  completion  of  its  work. 

It  is  with  a  deep  sense  of  loss  to  the  Committee  and  to  the  Town  of  Weymouth  that 
the  Building  Committee  reports  the  death  of  two  of  its  members  during  1965,  Mr.  H. 
Forrest  Wilson  and  Mr.  Walter  C.  Gutterson.  Both  of  these  men  have  been  trustees 
of  the  library  for  many  years  and  the  building  of  the  new  library  meant  much  to  them. 
Another  member  of  the  committee,  Mr.  Richard  Reidy,  has  resigned.  The  Building 
Committee  greatly  misses  the  counsel  and  help  of  these  men. 

The  Building  Committee  wishes  to  thank  all  who  have  contributed  to  the  beauty 
and  efficiency  of  the  new  library:  the  architect  and  engineer,  Mr.  Bissell  Alderman 
and  Mr.  Archibald  MacNeish  who  designed  the  building,  and  Mr.  Carl  Lindwall  of  the 
architectural  firm,  who  gave  constant  supervision  throughout  its  construction,  and 
also  Mr.  Harry  Tassell  of  East  Weymouth,  himself  a  builder,  whose  conscientious 
and  capable  oversight  as  Clerk  of  the  Works,  protected  the  interests  of  the  town. 
Especially  the  Committee  wishes  to  express  its  appreciation  for  the  interest  and  help 
of  the  Friends  of  the  Weymouth  Libraries,  culminating  in  their  gift  of  four  historical 
paintings  by  our  local  artist,  Mr.  Carroll  M.  Bill,  and  for  the  gifts  of  two  beautiful 
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American  flags,  one  given  by  the  Susannah  Tufts  Chapter  of  the  Daughters  of  the 
American  Revolution  for  the  Weymouth  Room,  and  one  given  by  the  Fore  River 
Grange  for  the  Meeting  Room.  The  Committee  is  grateful,  also,  for  the  cooperation 
of  the  Weymouth  Vocational  and  Technical  High  School  in  the  manufacture  of  maga¬ 
zine  racks  and  study  tables  for  the  new  library,  and  for  the  support  and  cooperation 
of  the  various  town  departments  and  officials.  The  Committee  hopes  that  the  citizens 
of  Weymouth  will  have  many  years  of  enjoyment  and  service  from  this  town  library.

Gentlemen: 

It  is  the  privilege  and  pleasure  of  the  Park  Commission  to  submit  to  you  our 
annual  report  for  the  year  1965. 

The  year  1965  was  indeed  a  year  of  accomplishment  in  which  more  persons  of  all 
ages,  used  the  facilities  and  services  of  the  Park  Commission  than  in  any  previous 
year. 

Most  encouraging  was  the  progress  that  was  made  in  1965  towards  providing 
additional  recreational  facilities  to  meet  the  leisure  time  needs  of  the  people  of  Wey¬ 
mouth.  The  major  achievement  being  the  action  taken  towards  acquiring  the  U.  S. 

Naval  Ammunition  Depot  for  park  and  recreation  purposes.  Other  facility  additions 
include  the  erection  of  tennis  courts  and  a  multiple  play  area  at  the  Julia  Road  Play¬ 
ground;  a  rest  room  building  at  Negus  Park  and  the  erection  of  outfield  fences  and 
backstops  at  the  Little  League  baseball  diamonds  at  Central  Junior  High  School. 

Although  the  Park  Commission  can  be  well  proud  of  the  facilities  and  service 
made  available  to  the  citizens  of  Weymouth,  the  challenges  of  the  future  are  great. 

It  is  not  sufficient  to  just  keep  up  with  the  demand ,  but  we  must  keep  ahead  of  it 
with  the  acquisition  of  space,  development  of  facilities  and  the  provision  of  necessary 
personnel  if  we  are  going  to  be  able  to  meet  the  population  expansion  and  the  in¬ 
crease  of  leisure  time. 

The  Park  Commission  is  continually  evaluating  community  needs  with  an  eye  to¬ 
ward  providing  well  rounded  programs  for  every  interest. 

Perhaps  ninety  per  cent  of  a  recreation  program  is  basic  year  after  year,  but 
expansion  of  these  programs  as  well  as  new  activities  are  begun  each  year  as  the  need 
develops . 

The  summer  playground  program  included  activities  at  twenty-four  supervised 
playgrounds  for  an  eight  week  period  which  started  on  July  6th  and  concluded  on  August 
27th. 

The  playground  staff  included  two  supervisors;  specialists  in  archery,  tennis  and 
crafts;  specialists  for  the  mentally  retarded  and  blind  children;  two  drivers;  and  forty 
instructors.  The  annual  competitive  examination  was  given  to  73  applicants  to  fill  18 
vacancies. 

A  three  day  training  institute  was  conducted  for  all  instructors  and  in-service 
training  was  obligatory  on  the  few  rainy  days  during  the  season. 

An  eight  week  program  for  the  mentally  retarded  children  was  offered  at  the  South 
Junior  High  School  and  playground.  An  eight  week  program  for  the  blind  children  was 
conducted  at  Negus  Park.  The  children  who  participated  in  these  two  programs  were 
included  in  the  swimming  instruction  program  at  Wessagussett  Beach.  Transportation 
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for  all  in  attendance  was  provided  via  two  School  Department  carry-alls  and  a  rented 
bus.  The  Town  was  reimbursed  50%  of  the  incurred  expenses  of  the  programs  by  the 
Commonwealth,  as  provided  by  Chapter  69  of  the  General  Laws. 

The  beach  program  at  Wessagussett  and  Lake  Street  beaches  began  on  June  28th 
and  extended  through  Labor  Day. 

Swimming  instruction  was  given  to  2,667  children  and  adults.  Classes  were  held 
for  non-swimmers,  beginners,  advanced  beginners,  intermediates,  swimmers,  junior 
and  senior  lifesavers,  synchronized  swimmers,  water  safety  aids,  physically  handi¬ 
capped,  exceptional  children,  and  blind  children.  Twelve  instructors  taught  over 
3,000  class  periods. 

The  exceptionally  warm  and  dry  summer  was  responsible  for  the  largest  number 
of  bathers  we  have  ever  had  at  our  two  bathing  beaches.  A  total  of  47,000  bathers  used 
the  small  Whitman's  Pond  facility  and  160,000  bathers  used  Wessagussett  Beach. 
Thirteen  lifeguards  maintained  order  on  the  beach  and  safety  in  the  water.  Thirty- 
two  pullouts  were  reported;  two  were  deep  water  swimming  rescues,  one  a  deep  water 
boat  rescue;  900  first  aid  cases  were  handled  by  the  Red  Cross  trained  instructors 
and  guards. 

Numerous  compliments  were  paid  orally,  and  in  writing  to  the  beach  personnel, 
the  instructors,  guards,  bathhouse  attendants,  and  beach  police  for  their  efforts  in 
making  the  use  of  our  water  facilities  profitable  and  enjoyable  for  citizens  of  Wey¬ 
mouth  and  our  out-of-town  guests. 

On  many  days  this  summer  the  town  parking  lot  at  Wessagussett  Beach  was  filled 
to  the  capacity  of  its  black-topped  area,  and  cars  spilled  out  onto  the  adjacent  streets. 
Parking  and  traffic  on  Lake  Street  was  a  full  time  job  for  the  beach  police  officer 
stationed  at  the  Whitman's  Pond  Beach. 

Vandalism,  causing  destruction  of  beach  equipment  was  lighter  than  usual  this 
past  summer,  although  the  upper  parking  area  at  Wessagussett  Beach  was  often 
dangerously  sprinkled  with  broken  glass  bottles  as  a  result  of  nightly  gatherings. 

It  is  again  time  to  remind  the  town  authorities  that  the  girls'  bathhouse  is  inade¬ 
quate  and  very  old  and  should  be  replaced  with  a  more  functional  building.  This  fa¬ 
cility  is  used  so  frequently  that  the  expense  is  justifiable. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Commission  that  serious  consideration  be  given  to  the 
expansion  of  the  Lake  Street  Beach  site  or  the  relocation  of  the  same  on  the  Middle 
Street  waterfront,  provided  that  the  Whitman's  Pond  is  going  to  be  used  in  future 
years  for  swimming  purposes. 

The  beach  program  was  climaxed  this  year,  as  in  the  past,  with  our  annual  water 
carnival.  This  year  the  theme  was  "The  New  Boston"  and  under  the  direction  of 
Miss  Mary  Hoyle  was  the  most  successful,  in  terms  of  quality  and  audience  appeal, 
that  we  have  thus  far  presented. 

During  the  year  racing  instruction  was  given  to  young  swimmers  who  represented 
Wessagussett  Beach  and  Lake  Street  Beach  with  competition  being  held  between  the 
two  teams. 

Further  competition  came  when  the  best  of  our  junior  life  savers  were  entered  in 
the  first  annual  Eastern  Massachusetts  life  saving  competition  held  in  Norwood  and 
sponsored  by  the  American  Red  Cross,  the  Weymouth  entrants  finished  second. 
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The  annual  swimming  and  life  saving  tests  were  given  to  21  candidates  to  fill  9 
vacancies.  Testing  was  conducted  by  the  American  Red  Cross.  Through  the  cooper¬ 
ation  of  the  Red  Cross,  instructors  and  guards  received  advanced  training  at  Aquatic 
School  in  Hanson,  Mass. 

Field  permits  were  issued  fairly  to  control  the  heavy  use  of  the  baseball  and 
softball  diamonds  by  the  many  leagues  within  the  Town.  Permits  were  also  issued  to 
avoid  conflict  of  the  many  organizations  within  the  Town  who  use  the  parks  for  annual 
outings  and  field  days. 

We  remain  very  grateful  to  the  School  Department  for  the  continuation  of  our 
policy  granting  us  the  use  of  school  facilities  for  our  fall  and  winter  programs.  This 
year  two  new  programs  were  introduced,  the  Weymouth  Civic  Band  and  the  Weymouth 
Civic  Chorus,  both  programs  proved  very  successful. 

The  Weymouth  Senior  Citizens  Recreation  Club  is  now  at  a  high  of  756  members 
and  enjoyed  many  special  events,  outings,  baseball  games  and  theater  parties. 

The  Park  Commission  wish  to  express  their  gratitude  to  the  appointed  com¬ 
mittees  ,  and  all  town  officials  for  their  continued  support  of  the  Park  and  Recreation 
Program.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

January  13,  1965 


Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Town  of  Weymouth 
Massachusetts 

Gentlemen: 

The  Conservation  Commission  is  pleased  to  submit  a  report  of  its  activities  dur¬ 
ing  its  first  full  year  of  existence. 

The  Board,  pursuant  to  its  obligation,  has  established  an  index  of  open  spaces 
which  is  on  file  and  available  to  all  town  departments. 

In  conjunction  with  state  laws  enacted  in  1965  making  the  filling  or  altering  of 
salt  marshes  or  inland  wetlands  a  violation  unless  permission  has  been  granted 
by  the  proper  authorities,  this  Board  has  investigated  six  cases  and  has  taken 
appropriate  action  in  each  case. 

The  Commission  prepared  and  presented  to  Town  Meetings,  plans  for  the 
utilization  of  the  Back  River  Naval  Ammunition  Depot  land.  The  resultant  favor¬ 
able  action  of  the  Town  Meeting  established  a  237  acre  natural  park  for  the 
town.  Areas  bordering  Whortleberry  Pond  were  also  set  aside  for  conservation 
purposes  by  the  annual  town  meeting. 

Through  the  efforts  of  Senator  William  Weeks  of  Cohasset,  the  Weymouth 
Conservation  Commission  secured  passage  of  a  bill  in  the  state  legislature 
making  defacement  of  lands  and  natural  areas  along  public  highways  of  the 
Commonwealth  punishable  by  fines  of  from  $10.  to  $100.  plus  costs  of  removing 
said  defacement.  Through  this  legislation  your  Conservation  Commission  hopes 
to  help  prevent  the  desecration  of  scenery  within  our  town  and  along  our 
state's  highways. 

The  waters  of  Swamp  River  were  sampled  at  various  points  for  the  Commission 
by  Health  Agent,  Henry  Godin  and  chemically  analyzed.  The  results  were  forwarded 
to  the  State  Division  of  Fish  and  Game  for  interpretation.  The  State  report  of  the 
survey  indicated  insufficient  pollution  of  the  river  at  any  point  to  seriously  harm  the 
fish  population. 

In  view  of  the  existing  water  crisis  within  the  town,  the  Commission  is  directing 

its  efforts  toward  a  portion  of  the  solution  to  the  problem - the  preservation  of  low 

lands  within  the  town's  watershed  and  along  the  town's  waterways.  To  aid  in  this 
effort,  topographical  maps  of  the  town  prepared  by  the  U.S.  Geological  Survey  of 
the  Department  of  the  Interior  were  secured  for  distribution  to  libraries  and 
Town  Boards  having  a  need  for  their  utilization. 

In  line  with  the  Massachusetts  Coastal  Wetlands  Acts  of  1965,  action  has  been 
initiated  to  preserve  salt  marshes  along  Weymouth's  Fore  and  Back  Rivers. 

The  establishment  of  a  Conservation  Fund  by  the  Town  for  the  judicious 
acquisition  of  inland  wetlands  for  the  protection  of  our  water  supply  and  salt- 
marshes  for  the  protection  of  our  marine  resources  is  urgently  recommended 
by  the  Commission. 
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The  Commission  wishes  to  acknowledge  the  valuable  assistance  of  the  many 
citizen  volunteers  who  have  aided  our  board.  It  also  wishes  to  express  gratitude 
to  the  Weymouth  Sportsmens  Club  for  their  excellent  survey  of  Whortleberry  Pond. 
To  Mr.  F.  Gilbert  Hills,  Regional  Forester  for  the  State  Department  of  Natural 
Resources  and  a  Weymouth  resident,  we  are  deeply  indebted  for  his  generous  con¬ 
tribution  of  time,  interest  and  professional  talents. 

For  the  courtesy  and  cooperation  extended  during  the  past  year  by  Town  Boards 
and  Officials,  we  sincerely  express  our  appreciation.

STATE  RECLAMATION  CONTROL  BOARD 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Weymouth: 

Submitted  herewith  is  the  report  of  the  South  Shore  Mosquito  Control  Project’s 
activities  in  the  Town  of  Weymouth  for  the  year  ending  October  31,  1965. 

The  Town  of  Weymouth  appropriated  $8500  for  mosquito  control  in  1965.  Along 
with  this  $500  was  appropriated  for  salt  marsh  maintenance.  This  was  used  for  mos¬ 
quito  control  in  the  Town  of  Weymouth  by  the  South  Short  Mosquito  Control  Project,  a 
cooperative  effort  under  General  Laws,  Chapter  252,  embracing  the  City  of  Quincy 
and  the  Towns  of  Braintree,  Cohasset,  Duxbury,  Hingham,  Hull,  Marshfield,  Norwell, 
Scituate  and  Weymouth,  a  total  of  172.21  square  miles,  servicing  a  population  of  over 
222,824. 

The  project  operates  year  round,  continuing  to  base  its  operations  on  a  three  phase 
program;  Permanent  Control,  the  elimination  of  mosquito  breeding  sites  by  proper 
water  management;  Preventive  Control,  the  elimination  of  mosquito  larvae  by  spray¬ 
ing  or  dusting  breeding  sites;  Adult  Control,  the  elimination  of  the  flying  mosquitoes 
by  space  spraying  or  fogging. 

With  this  as  the  basic  plan  the  following  was  accomplished  in  the  Town  of  Wey¬ 
mouth  this  year. 

PERMANENT  CONTROL 

7050  feet  of  drainage  were  reclaimed,  1500  feet  of  new  drainage  ditch  were 
trenched,  all  this  to  reduce  water  from  becoming  stagnant  enough  to  produce  mos¬ 
quitoes.  1690  feet  of  brushing  was  necessary  to  allow  access  to  ditch  or  spray. 

PREVENTIVE  CONTROL 

300  acres  of  small  isolated  woodland  swamp  were  prehatch  treated  with  dust  upon 
ice  in  winter  months  to  prevent  the  development  of  the  mosquito  eggs.  1879  acres  of 
larger  swamp  areas  were  larval  treated  in  the  spring  of  the  year  by  air  from  a  heli¬ 
copter  aircraft  to  control  mosquitoes  of  the  early  season. 

During  the  summer  season  many  wet  areas  had  to  be  checked  for  their  larval  and 
pupal  content.  Areas  like  the  salt  marsh  had  to  be  rechecked  as  much  as  three  and 
four  times.  Wherever  mosquito  larvae  and  pupae  were  found  the  conditions  were 
remedied  by  spraying  or  removing  the  water  container.  373  gallons  of  insecticide 
were  applied  for  this  larval/ pupal  control. 

Catchbasins,  a  source  of  a  great  number  of  mosquito  larvae,  may  have  to  be 
treated  as  often  as  three  times  a  season,  depending  on  wet  or  dry  season.  It  was 
necessary  to  treat  4907  basins  in  the  Town  of  Weymouth  this  year. 

ADULT  CONTROL 

Spray  for  the  adult  mosquitoes  becomes  necessary  where  complaints  of  large 
numbers  of  mosquitoes  move  into  an  area,  usually  migrating  from  uncontrolled  areas 
outside  of  the  project's  boundaries  or  from  created  conditions  around  the  homes 
where  any  type  of  containers  capable  of  holding  water  will  breed  the  culex  or  house 
mosquitoes.  The  project  received  1027  calls  last  season.  Action  in  some  form  was 
taken  on  all. 
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In  the  Town  of  Weymouth  1124  gallons  of  insecticide  were  space  sprayed  for  adult 
mosquitoes  with  hydraulic  sprayer  and  mist  blower. 

When  weather  and  other  conditions  were  favorable  an  insecticidal  thermal  fogger 
was  used.  46.2  gallons  of  insecticide  and  oil  in  a  fog  were  applied  at  the  rate  of  4-1/2 
gallons  to  the  acre  in  the  Town  of  Weymouth. 

INSECTICIDES 

The  insecticides  used  by  the  South  Shore  Mosquito  Control  Project  are 

DDT  dust  DDT  emulsions 

Malathion  emulsion  Malathion  miscible  in  oil,  fog 

DiBrom  14  in  oil,  fog  Baytex  emulsions,  catchbasins 

#2  oil 

All  insecticides  are  registered  and  are  labelled  for  use  in  mosquito  control.  They 
are  formulated  and  applied  in  accord  with  and  at  no  greater  amounts  than  their  labels 
recommend  to  be  proper  for  mosquito  control  operations. 

The  project  wishes  to  acknowledge  the  help  received  from  officials  and  depart¬ 
ments  of  the  towns  and  city  and  sincerely  hopes  that  benefits  derived  by  these  depart¬ 
ments  as  a  result  of  this  cooperation  are  as  great  as  those  derived  by  the  project.

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REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  ZONING  APPEALS 

January  17,  1966

Weymouth,  Massachusetts 
Gentlemen: 

During  the  calendar  year  1965,  hearing  were  held  by  the  Board  of  Zoning  Appeals 
in  a  total  of  88  cases,  which  represents  a  decrease  by  6  cases  over  the  previous  year. 
In  all  cases,  hearings  were  properly  advertised  and  all  interested  parties  notified,  as 
provided  by  statute.  A  total  of  1,761  notices  were  sent  by  the  Inspection  Department 
to  interested  parties  during  the  course  of  the  year. 

There  were  no  major  changes  applicable  to  Zoning  under  Chapter  40A  made  by 
the  legislature  this  year.  What  changes  there  were  applied  either  to  Municipalities 
not  having  a  formal  Board  of  Appeals  or  to  zoning  ordinances  affecting  the  operations 
of  Planning  Boards.  An  important  change  in  our  Town  Zoning  By-Law  was  approved 
by  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  increasing  the  minimum  frontage  line  from  20  to  50  feet 
and  increasing  minimum  lot  size  to  5,000  feet,  in  most  cases.  The  first  is  significant 
because  it  all  but  does  away  with  the  so-called  "back  yard  house  lots"  whereby  a 
person  could  subdivide  his  property,  having  a  20  foot  access  to  the  street,  and  the 
second  provision  does  away  with  most  of  the  problems  involving  extremely  under¬ 
sized  house  lots. 

Although  most  of  the  applications  dealt  with  residential  construction  on  lots  some¬ 
what  undersized  or  expansion  of  residences  and  conflicting  side  lines,  the  most  diffi¬ 
cult,  controversial,  and  time  consuming  petitions  dealt  with  apartment  construction 
in  residentially  zoned  areas.  During  1965,  a  total  of  432  apartment  units  were  pe¬ 
titioned.  Of  these,  and  in  this  consideration,  we  deal  only  with  buildings  containing 
more  than  two  dwelling  units,  a  total  of  10  units  were  withdrawn  prior  to  a  vote,  but 
after  hearing,  39  units  were  granted,  289  units  were  denied,  and  one  94  unit  petition 
was  pending  as  of  the  close  of  the  year.  It  must  be  remembered  that  these  petitions 
dealt  entirely  with  residential  areas,  the  Board  having  no  control  of  these  units  in 
Business,  Limited  Business  and  Industrial  Zones.  These  areas  saw  an  influx  of 
apartments  also.  We  consider  these  petitions  to  present  a  serious  problem  and  one 
which  will  become  more  acute,  resulting  in  great  measure  from  the  population 
growth  in  general,  and  in  particular  from  the  considerable  urban  renewal  being 
undertaken  in  the  City  of  Boston  and  in  other  cities  of  the  Metropolitan  area.  It  is 
not  our  province  to  pass  on  the  pros  and  cons  of  urban  renewal,  but  its  existence  in 
other  Municipalities  is  having  an  indirect,  but  definitely  marked,  effect  in  Weymouth. 
We  anticipate  that  when  adequate  mass  transportation  becomes  a  reality,  the  problem 
will  become  greater. 

Of  the  88  cases  presented  and  heard,  61  were  granted,  13  denied,  1  granted  in 
part,  and  12  were  withdrawn  after  hearing,  but  prior  to  a  vote.  Fees  collected  and 
deposited  with  the  Town  Treasurer  were  $2,150.00. 
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This  Board  would  be  entirely  unable  to  function  without  the  outstanding  compe¬ 
tence  and  selfless  devotion  shown  by  the  Building  Inspector  and  his  office  staff,  in 
preparing  and  arranging  for  hearings,  and  notices,  and  in  general  providing  the 
general  public  with  information  and  aid,  and  excellent  service.  They  have  our 
deepest  appreciation.
